Twenty-three students were 
present at the initial debate 
squad meeting held Wednesday 
evening in the Fine Arts Build- 
ing. 

R. L. Ropp, veteran forensic 
coach, welcomed both the old 
and new members of the squad 
and announced the official na- 
tional topic for the 1948-1949 col- 
lege year: Resolved, that the 
federal government should adopt 
a policy of equalizing education- 
al opportunities in tax-support- 
ed schools by means of annual 
grants. 

After a brief discussion of the 
topic, Mr. Ropp presented a ten- 
tative outline of the activities 
for the coming year. On October 
30, the second annual high school 
debate clinic will be held on the 
campus, at that time forensic 
students from surrounding high 
schools will be given an intro- 
duction to the high school topic 
for this season: Resolved, that a 
federal world government should 
be established. 

The intercollegiate season will 
open early in December with 
the annual East Central State 
Teachers College forensic tourna- 
ment in Ada, Oklahoma. Other 
tournaments which have been 
tentatively scheduled are the an- 
nual LSU tournament, the Mid- 
South tournament at Conway, 
Arkansas, the Southern Speech 
tournament at Baylor University 
in Waco, Texas, and the annual 
Louisiana speech tournament 
held on the Northwestern State 
campus. 

Mr. Ropp also announced that, 
as a result of last year's inter- 
collegiate competition, the fol- 
lowing members of the squad 
are qualified to receive their col- 
lege letters as a reward for for- 
ensic schievement: Mary Alice 
Barber, Jan-An Le Blanc, Leon

These students 
were then sworn into office for 
the forthcoming year by Julius 
Yellott, Chief Justice of the Hon- 
or Court.

I 
Shaved heads and dog caps, 
stuffy class rooms and dignified 
upperclassmen once more ac- 
centuated life on the Hill as NSC 
began its 64th session Septem- 
ber 6. 

Since the pre-registering test- 
ing and counseling of more than 
500 freshmen and transfer stud- 
ents began last week the enroll- 
ment has reached 1,648, accord- 
ing to the registrar's latest tabu- 
lation. 

Although this number is slight- 
ly less than last year's peak en- 
rollment of 1,659, late entrants 
are trickling in each day and it 
is expected that the total will far 
exceed last year's mark. 

Official greetings were extend- 
ed to the new students by col- 
lege and city officials and the 
student body president at an as- 
sembly in the Fine Arts audi- 
torium Monday, September 6„ 
beginning the week-long Fresh- 
man Days program. 

Dr. John S. Kyser, head of the 
social sciences department, was 
chairman at the opening assem- 
bly. He introduced President 
Joseph E. Gibson, who begins his 
second year at the head of the 
college. In his first message to 
the new students, President Gib- 
son emphasized individual re- 
sponsibility. 

"The state of Louisiana has 
provided for you here a superb 
environment in which you can 
achieve higher education that 
will be second to none," he said. 

"I use the word "achieve" for, 
after all the facilities are provid- 
ed including the physical plant 
and the faculty personnel, every- 
thing will depend on you. In this 
first word that I have to say to 
incoming students of 1948-49, 
then, I place great emphasis on 
individual responsibility." 

Other speakers on the Fresh- 
man Days assembly program in- 
cluded Dr. Joe N. Gerber, direct- 
or of student personnel; James 
Lancaster, president of the stud- 
ent body; Rev. C. T. Wharton, 
representative of the Ministerial 
Alliance; Mayor Kees of Natchi- 
toches; and Bert B. Boyd, of the 
science department faculty. 

This week in a statement to 
the new students on the campus, 
James Lancaster, student body 
president, said, "On behalf of 
the Student Council I take pleas- 
ure in welcoming all the old' 
students and the newcomers to 
the campus. It is our sincere 
hope that the student coopera- 
tion in all phases of student ac- 
tivity will continue through the 
forthcoming year. Suggestions, 
for the improvement of our stud- 
ent government, beneficial to us 
as students, will be welcomed by 
the Student Council from any 
and all students."

As the student body here at the college con- 
tinues to expand with each new semester it ap- 
pears that the system being used by the book- 
store is becoming progressively inefficient. 

Even though students of past years consider- 
ed the method used by the bookstore as obse- 
lete, they managed to "sweat out" the lines until 
they finally procured their books. However, an 
inevitable conflict occured Monday. 

Since the bookstore depends almost entirely 
on students working under scholarships there 
was certain to be a shortage of help with the 
beginning of classes. But the bookstore manage- 
ment did not let that interfere. They closed the 
veterans' line, as that was obviously all they 
could do. However, after a conference between 
college officials and the bookstore management, 
the veterans' line was reopened and operations 
continued to function as before in spite of the 
shortage of help. 

With an enrollment that increases by from two 
to four hundred students each year there are 
sure to be even more serious conflicts in the 
future unless the bookstore system is given an 
immediate "over-hauling". To avoid any more 
such disturbances a method could be effected 
whereby the bookstore would employ, for the 
first three days of each semester, enough help to 
justify a complete re-working and "streamlining" 
of the present method of issuing books. Or, ar- 
rangements may be made to keep the bookstore 
open until 8 p. m. for the first three days of each 
semester. And again, maybe the bookstore man- 
agement or the bookstore committee has a still 
better idea for eliminating the present congested 
situation. 

Whatever the case, if something is not done 



before next semester that will relieve the, ten- 
sion that was built up this semester, the book- 
store will have to suffer the consequences..

for a full program of studies. 

Dunnington made the an- 
nouncement early in the semest- 
er in order that every foreign 
student may have the opportun- 
ity to get settled properly at the 
earliest possible time. His list 
of notices to the concerned stud- 
ents included several obligations 
they are expected to fill. 

Such students must obtain the 
permission of the Department of 
Justice before they may accept 
compensatory employment. Those 
students admitted to the United 
States as temporary visitors 
("3-2" visa) will not be required 
by the government to maintain 
a full program of courses; how- 
ever, in no case may a visitor 
undertake compensatory employ- 
ment, one of the notices stated. 

Further notices revealed that 
the consent of the government 
must be obtained in order to 
effect transfer to another college 
or university, and that Latin 
American students who desire 
and need financial assistance 
from the recently established 
Rowe Fund should apply to Mr. 
Dunnington at his office on the 
third floor of the Library build- 
ing. 

Dunnington is working stead- 
ily in easing the problems of 
foreign students on the campus. 
Foreign students are asked to 
consult him when ever they have 
problems.

Swimming is coming into its 
own as a varsity sport here, and 
this year will see a greatly im- 
proved aquatic team competing 
against a number of reputable 
opponents. 

In its initial season, last year, 
the team performed very cred- 
itably against stiff opposition, 
but was not able to get in the 
win column because of inexperi- 
ence and other first-year handi- 
caps. 

Coach Guy Nesom, who or- 
ganized the swimming team, sue 
ceeded in luring several out 
standing swimmers and divers 
into the Demon fold this year, 
and thereby strengthened his or- 
ganization considerably. 

Nesom also secured John Pis- 
copo, of Portland, Maine, to take 
over the duties as swimming 
team coach. Coach Piscopo at 
tended college at Gorham Teach 
ers college, University of Maine, 
and received his B. S. and M. S 
degrees from Springfield, a col 
lege which is noted for its gym 
nastic teams. Prior to assuming 
duties here Coach Piscopo wis 
gymnastics instructor at Spring- 
field. 

The new coach has an impres- 
sive aquatic record himself. He 
was Maine inter-scholastic cham- 
pion diver in 1940. Maine AAU 
diving champion in 1940 and 
1941, and he took third place in 
the Junior Olympics in 1941.

Working with 60 candidates, 
Turpin and his assistants, Walter 
Ledet and Alvin Brown, are 
forging a multi-pronged De- 
mon attack with both an im- 
proved passing attack and better 
running offensive. Rugged train- 
ing, including plenty of body 
contact, is going to pay off for 
the Demons in the coming sea- 
son. Northwestern will probab- 
ly field as well conditioned a 
team as will be seen in the con- 
ference. 

Included in the 60 candidates 
are 25 freshmen gridders who 
are eligible under the rules of 
the new conference. Returning 
lettermen total 21 while squad- 
men from last years number 17. 

Twenty-five is the tops in age 
with most squad members fall- 
ing in the 18-22 bracket. Weigh- 
ing heavily on the scales is Ger- 
ald Jeansonne, 246 pound fresh- 
man tackle from Natchitoches. 
Several other candidates better 
the 200-weight mark, and have 
plenty of ability to go with their 
heft. 

The backfield will be well 
loaded this season, with several 
promising freshman candidates 
as well as returning lettermen.

Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Balti- 
more, Buffalo, Hous- 
ton and several oth- 
er swiftly growing 
centers of popula- 
tion still waiting on 
the outside? 

Los Angeles is on 
Its way to 8 or 10 
million people. It 
is already one of 
the big cities of the 
country. Both Los Angeles and San 
Francisco are sport-minded, far be- 
yond the average. 

You'll see 95,000 at the Rose Bowl 
party and some 10 miles away 70,- 
000 at Santa Anita on the same day. 

Los Angeles, in a major league 
with the proper park, would chal-j 
lenge New York, Cleveland and De- 
troit for attendance leadership. So; 
would San Francisco. There arej 
other cities that would outdrawj 
many of the present big league ; 
group. 

Perini suggests two 12 - team 
leagues. This might be better than 
a third major outfit, which the Pa- 
cific coast wants, and some day 
may get. 

Football is an entirely different 
matter. Football followers in far 
smaller cities get a^ chance to see 
as much good football — probably 
more — than New York does. Big 
stadiums, or stadia, are scattered 
all over the map from California 
to New England, from Minnesota 
to Florida and Texas. 

The football fan can see fine foot- 
ball in 40 or 50 localities. But there 
are only 12 major league cities, and 
at least 6 of these 12 are falling be- 
hind other population centers. 

Atkinson is one or tne star jockeys 
of all time. He is a great rider, 
smart, dead-game and above every- 
thing else a fine sportsman. 

"You never hear Ted complain 
about any mount he is given," 
Hirsch Jacobs said one day. "He 
simply goes out and does the best 
he can — and you always know he 
has given the horse the best ride in 
Ted's system." Every other trainer 
and owner will tell you the same 
thing. 

"I suppose boxing demands flash 
decisions," Atkinson said. "When 
the reflexes are working, the boxer 
sees an opening and starts his 
punch at the split second. But 
there's one big difference. The 
boxer has only one opponent to 
watch. The jockey may have 8, 10 
or 12 opponents in one r»ce. They 
come at him from the inside and 
the outside. There may be some- 
one 10 lengths back of you riding 
down the stretch and coming in a 
hurry. 

!?■ The showdown will arrive some 
day, and those running the two big 
leagues might as well get rea^ for 
the shock.

What game demands quicker 
mental action than any other, 
meaning split-second decisions that 
lead to either winning or losing? 

"I don't suppose I'm qualified to 
speak of many other sports," Ted 
Atkinson told me, "but I can't see 
how any other contest can call for 
quicker mental action than riding 
does. 

Jockeys Make Errors 

"A jockey can make a lot of mis- 
takes," Ted continued. "There's 
one I try not to make. That's tak- 
ing anything for granted. That's 
why I like to ride a horse out. You 
can't help being beaten by a bet- 
ter horse. Eut you don't like to 
think you were nosed out by a horse 
you should have beaten. 




Nine College In New 
Loop; Only Six To Play

Stronger competition over a 
three-state area will be featured 
by the Gulf States Conference 
as it swings into its initial year 
with the beginning of the 1948 
football season. 

Nine colleges in Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, and Louisiana are mem- 
bers of the new organization. 
The nucleus of the conference is 
the old LIC, which was disband- 
ed last spring as the GSC came 
into being. 

There are several advantage- 
ous aspects in the organization of 
the GSC, one of them being that 
instead of being in a one-state 
conference, the Louisiana teams 
now are part of a three-state or- 
ganization. There is an advant- 
for the schools that were not in 
the old LIC in that they now 
have the opportunity to gain a 
conference championship, where- 
as previously they were "lone 
wolves." 

Only one of the non-LIC mem- 
bers is engaged in intercollegiate 
football this season. However, 
that one is a potent contender, 
and is expected by most dopest- 
ers to take the champioiiship this 
season. That member is Missis 
sippi Southern. 

Three other "new" members, 
Springhill College of Mobile. 
Loyola University, and Centen- 
ary College, will be active dur- 
ing the basketball season. All 
three of these schools field ex- 
cellent quintets. Loyola is es- 
pecially proficient in the cage 
sport, and will probably be £ 
heavy favorite for the confer- 
ence crown this season.

Recently the question arose, what is to be 
the policy of the Current Sauce? By this, we 
take it, an answer should include in full where 
the Current Sauce stands editorially on campus 
problems that might occur. 

The student publication is established for a 
sound and uniform editorial outlook which is an 
essential quality of any sound newspaper. Con- 
sidering this, one might ask, what causes will the 
publication support? What issues will it sup- 
port? To whom shall it show favor? 

In a political sense it becomes very difficult 
for a campus newspaper to set a definite policy. 
But that policy must be set, for the Current 
Sauce must maintain its standing as a sound stu- 
dents' voice, and it must consider what will keep 
it an essential facet of good journalism. 

It is understood that eduitorials are to pre- 
sent two-sided alternatives. In full regard to that 
definition, the Current Sauce staff can be left in 
an awkard position of no defense considering that 
true impartiality is a human impossibility. There- 
fore, we have sought out a policy which will per- 
mit ideas and opinions to be voiced, but which 
will not commit our student publication to any 
one side of a dispute. 

The Current Sauce has adopted the policy of 
signing all editorials. In compromising with this 
policy, all editorials and oth€r expressions of 
opinion will reflect only the beliefs of the writer, 
as approved for publication by the staff, and will 
make no claim or attempt to represent student or 
college opinion as a body. 

In this manner we hope to bring before our 
readers opinionated comment based on occasions 
of current happenings on the campus. In this 
manner we hope to draw thought-out conclu- 
sions from such incidents, and face them human- 
ly and straightly, regardless of the controversy. 

When editorial writers present their subject 
matter to the Current Sauce, they will be held 
individually accountable for their contentions and 
statements. However, this does not imply that 
the writer will be given a "go-at-will" privilege 
that might in any obvious way promulgate parti- 
son ideas based on nothing at all. It does imply, 
though, that being a student publication, it will 
subscribe to comments on established facts that 
will invite examination of issues in a sensible and 
human way. 

In brief, the Current Sauce will editorialize 
and publish student opinion in a proper and 
journalistic way without reservation, with the 
greatest degree of impartiality possible.

About Our Honor Policy 

Promotion of higher standards of citizenship 
and the maintenance of an honor code among 
citizens are two of the highest purposes toward 
which an organization can work. Constant dedi- 
cation to the equal administration of justice 
among the citizens of a community boosts those 
purposes to the highest degree of moral value. 

In this community of college students there 
exists an organization whose purposes are those 
mentioned above. The Men Students' Honor 
Court, established during the 1946-47 school year 
from an individual belief that male citizens of 
the campus would be capable of maintaining a 
definite sense of honor and standard of conduct, 
has flourished in its short time to the present 
standing it holds as a most efficient and demo 
cratic source of distributing justice and fair-play. 

The student-composed court of justice, super 
vised by an advisory board of higher officials 
who forward cases of misconduct and dishonor 
that are above the rules of reprimand of a dis- 
ciplinary committee, works toward the better- 
ment of the high purposes of life on the campus. 
Its every function carried out in complete judici- 
ary manner, the Honor Court bases its entire 
work on the maintenance of an honor code about 
which the institution can brag. Set to conduct 
honesty, decency and fair-play in the college 
community, the members of the organization em- 
phasize upon the important thought of "preven- 
tion before occurence" in their attempt to estab- 
lish all-round enjoyment of life on the campus. 

In rendering the cause for practice of that 
decency and honesty, the Honor Court has estab- 
lished a code to which all students, men and 
women alike, should be reactionary. 

"I believe in the State under whose protec- 
tion I live, in the College of which I am a mem- 
ber, in my fellowmen, and in myself. I will 
wholeheartedly apply reason and a sense of 
moral values in determining the course of the 
College and State, knowing that such action 
constitutes my part in the higher purposes of 
life."

I hesitate to write this letter, 
3specially so early in the school 
year, but I think it's about time

This is an institution of high- 
er learning, and I am sure that 
30 per cent of the students on 
the campus come to school for 
the purpose of increasing their 
education; but, with a problem 
which prevails at the book store 
where there are not enough 
books to go around, something 
must happen in order to give 
hose students a chance to in- 
crease their knowledge. 

I have been going to school 
here for three years, and every 
time I register and try to secure 
books for my classes, the same 
thing happens — there just are not 
any to be had — and I am sure 
there are a number of students 
who are in the same position. 

I understand that professors 
are asked at the beginning of 
school to estimate the number 
they expect to have in his class- 
es, and the amount they submit 
is ordered . . . now, here is a 
question I would like to ask . . . 
WHY DOESN'T THE BOOK

"Water?" "We never touch it." Those words sounded a 
little offkey coming from three students in a dry parish and es- 
pecially from three student managers of the Demon football team. 

"Most fans think that the duties of a football manager con- 
sist of running back and forth on the field carrying water to the 
tired players", Raymond Ledet explained. "Here on the "Hill" 
water is never doled out to the players except in the case of an 
injury". But don't get any idea that just because we don't push 
the little water wagon out on the field every time the official 
blows his whistle that we have nothing to do." 

Julius Yellott, Trent Melder, 

and Raymond Ledet round out 
the trio who are to the football 
team what a first sergeant is to 
the army. The laundry problem 
is one that will make a fine ex 
ample of what these boys are 
up against. There are well over 
500 articles sorted and carried 
to the laundry every week in- 
cluding over 120 socks, 60 towels 
and 300 jerseys. .

The chores listed above 
are only a small portion of what 
is required of a manger and 
even the requirements do not in- 
clude the time these boys have 
worked rubbing ssme sore leg, or 
bandaging an ankle, long after 
the stadium is darkened and the 
hoarse fans have returned home. 

All three are seniors, Julius 
and Trent in Physical Education 
and Raymond in Business Edu- 
cation. All have at one time or 
another played football for the 
Demons.

Demons Crush Raiders 52-0 
In Runaway Opening Game 

Demon Backs Score 
Behind Tough Line 

Barksdale's impotent Sky 
Raiders fell victim to the blood 
lust of the 1948 Demon grid ma- 
chine as the college boys romp- 
ed up and down the field at 
will to score an easy 52-0 smash 
over the hapless fliers. 

The raiders offered little op- 
position after the first 8 minutes 
of the game, during which Coach 
Harry Turpin let his starting 
line-up grid the Barksdale of- 
fense and defense into the turf. 

Practically every squad mem- 
ber saw action in the game that 
could hardly be called a tussle 
for the purple and white. The 
starting Demons only stayed in 
long enough to tire the poorly- 
conditioned sky-men, and were 
sent in for about the last three 
minutes of the gam£, when they 
crossed the line of scrimmage as 
though there were no Barksdale 
line there. 

The raiders made the initial 
first down of the game as Bobby 
Johnson punted out on their 41- 
yard-line. King carried the ball 
three yards to the 44, and then 
passed 11 yards to Sturben for 
the first down. However King 
was forced to punt on the next 
series of downs, the ball going 
out on the Demon's ten. Bobby 
Johnson started the first Demon 
touchdown drive by going thr- 
ough the center for 9 yards. The 
NSC team then suffered a five- 
yard penalty for backfield in 
motion, setting them back to 
their own 14. John Thompson 
added four to the 23, Johnny 
Jeckson picked up six to the 29, 
and Johnson carried the oval 
four to the 33 and a demon first 
down. Thompson then added 
eight to the 41, Jackson placed 
the pigskin on the 47 with suc- 
cessive runs of one and five 
yards, and another first down. 
Demons Score 
Johnson then attempted a pass 
to Bill Quinn which went in- 
complete, and Thompson ran 
beautifully around his own left 
end for 14 and one more first. 
After another unsuccessful pass- 
ing attempt by Johnson, Jackson 
picked up three to the fliers 36, 
and David Coyle added eight to 
the 28. Jackson then took the 
egg up to the 21, and Coyle got 
another good run off, up to the 
eight-yard line. The fliers were 
then penalized five yards, plac- 
ing the ball on the three, from 
where Jackson plunged over for 
the initial Demon tally. The ex- 
tra point was good, making the 
score read 7-0 in the Demon's 
favor. 

And Again 

The next Demon score came 
early in the second quarter after 
the fliers half-back, Nick Molis- 
ani fumbled on his own 26 and 
the Demons recovered. Jackson 
picked up six to the 20 on the 
first down, and on the next 
play David Coyle went through 
a large hole in the Barksdale line 
and swept through the secondary 
for the necessary 20 yards and 
the second NSC tally. £rnest 
"Stinky" Davis, erstwhile extra 
point kicker, split the goalposts 
to boost the score to 14-0. 

Roy Butchee kicked off to Fred 
King, Raider quarter-back, who 
received on his 24 and wa* tackl- 
ed on the 34. Barksdale then 
launched a drive which sent 
them deep into Demon territory 
and netted two first downs be- 
fore being stymied. 

Raiders Penetrate 
After two attempted passes by 
King and a run of no gain by 
Lee Henson, the fliers received a 
lucky break when the Demons 
were penalized 15 yards for un- 
necessary roughness. This gave 
the army team a first down on 
the NSC 45. King passed to 
Henson for five, then passed two 
more which were incomplete, 
and tried a desparation pass on 
the last down which Henson 
grabbed for a gain of 14 yards

The Demons then drove down 
to the Barksdale 36, where they 
bogged down and lost the ball 
on downs. After several ex- 
changes of possession by the 
two teams, King passed from 
the NSC 15 and Ernest Bateman,

Johnnie Em- 
mons, versatile Mansfield fresh- 
man touted as one of the finest 
passers ever to wear the purple 
and white, proved himself wor- 
thy as a broken field runner 
when he broke away from 76 
yards on his first running play 
as a demon. James Beck, fresh- 
man from Minden, became the 
state's second leading ground 
gainer as he piled up 94 yards 
in only five tries. Becks efforts 
also netted him two touchdowns. 
Jackie Givens proved himself to 
be a proritising tailback prospect 
with a breathtaking 60 yard run 
that was nullified on a clipping 
epnalty. 

Eight men are listed among the 
injured list including Q. T. Ford, 
veteran back who only this week 
removed the cast from a broken 
hand sustained in the first week 
of practice. He isn't expected 
to see action in the game to- 
night. Ernest "Slim" Howell, 
End, Pat Landreaux, quarter- 
back and James White, Captain 
and End, should be able to see 
at least limited action. Don 
Danos, tackle, Jerry Montgom- 
ery, guard, Ray Butchee, center, 
Jerry West, back, and Ford will 
not be ready for the fray.

An appropriation of S665.000 
has been approved by the State 
Board of Education for the mov- 
ing and remodeling of the Re- 
ligious Center, President Joseph 
E. Gibson announced this week. 
The date for the removal and 
reconstruction of the building 
has not yet been set, he said. 

"The inter-denominational re- 
ligious center has been an eye- 
sore and a fire hazard for many 
years," President Gibson said. 
"The fine religious spirit which 
the students have thus far shown 
deserves reward and encourage- 
ment." 

In a report issued by President 
Gibson, recommendations are 
outlined by Charlie Roberts, ar- 
chitect, in charge of the project 
for moving the Religious Center 
to the site where the Newman 
Club house and the A. E. Brown 
cottage now stand. Both will be 
moved to other locations. 

The second story of Old So- 



cial will be taken off and the 
, building will be brick-veneered, 
according to the report. 

The campus ghost, which tra- 
ditionally resides in the oldest 
college building, is expected to 
move with the remodeled build- 
ing to its new location. The ghost 
which is a product of campus 
legend, has been in Old Social 
since the West Building, now 
Warren Easton, was demolished. 

The legend goes back to the 
time of "The Order of the Sa- 
cred Heart" and is based upon 
the story of a beautiful girl, who 
upon discovering that her lover 
would never return, became a 
nun. When her lover unexpect- 
edly returned, she was unable 
to marry him and so she killed 
herself. Now her ghost haunts 
the oldest building on the cam- 
pus. 

If Old Social were torn down, 
her eerie screams will be heard 
by the keen of ear as Old Social 
is reconstructed and moved to 
its new location.

ner over his back, as that is the 
way she saw it in the newsreels 
in France. 

Another thing that was strange 
to Michele is the way the col- 
lege here differs from the college 
in Lyon. Whereas the school 
here is spread over a large area, 
the school in Lyon is in only one 
huge building, which is located 
in the center of the city, and no 
students live in the school. Mic- 
hele says it is also very strange 
how the classes here are so in- 
formal. In France, Michele says, 
a student would never think of 
leaning back or rocking in his 
chair, and a teacher would never 
think of propping his feet in a 
neighboring chair. 

Despite the fact that the cus- 
tomers and traditions of the 
school here differ so much from 
those in France, Michele has 
quickly caught on to our ways, 
and she has already been recog- 
nized around the schoool as one 
of the campus' leading persona- 
lities. She can rest assured that 
by the time she is ready to re- 
turn to France she will have ac- 
quired more than the average 
share of friends at her new home 
at Northwestern. 



Saturday night, when I ar- 
rived at the stadium, I was ex- 
cited to see the famous football 
game. . . so many people had 
spoken of it to me! And I long- 
ed to know the sport those tall 
broad-shouKTered "demons" I 
have seen or met were practicing. 

Before the game, someone 
made a small drawing for me, 
showing the place of each play- 
er so that I could understand 
the beginning of the game. I 
found that those white and red 
jerseys on the grass formed a 
beautiful landscape under the 
lights. But when I was so lost, 
why did the visitors wrap in 
those red coats? . . . strange 
idea!

Three minutes after the game 
had begun, half of the players 
were down; I was really afraid 
to see such a heap of legs, socks, 
helmets, and arms. And I was 
anxious to see if anybody hap- 
pened to be hurt. Three seconds 
later, everyone was up again 
and they threw the ball so quick- 
ly that I could not see where it 
was going. And those cheerlead- 
ers made such a noise! I could 
not get used to what they were 
saying, to shout with them, and 
to look at the game ... a heavy 
job for me to do three things at 
the same time. 

Near me, a girl was shouting, 
and shouting with energy. I ad- 
mired her good voice ~ but sup- 
posed she would catch a hoarse 
voice. 

Little by little, I became ac- 
customed to the game and did 
not find it so rough anymore. 
What I liked the best was when 
a player caught the ball, kept it 
in his hands while everybody 
tried to make him fall, and ran 
and ran so fast that he passed 
over the line and marked six 
points. I think it was a good per- 
formance. 

Surely, I suppose that the 
football players need to keep 
their strength and resistance for 
the game, and I understand why 
they drink so many bottles of 
milk for their supper!

The campus Honor Court and 
Advisory Council held its an- 
nual luncheon Monday, Septem- 
ber 27, at noon, in the dining 
room of the Student Center. The 
Chief Justice, Associate Justices, 
members of the Advisory Coun- 
cil, and their guests attended.

The entire student body and members of the college staff will 
have an opportunity to examine their physical health on the cam- 
pus October 6, 7, and 8, when a state-sponsored X-ray unit will 
visit the Infirmary as part of a systematic campaign to save lives. 

This service is rendered to allow every state citizen a 
chance to insure sound physical condition and a chance to get im- 
mediate attention if any citizen should not be free of diseases that 
could develop into a serious stage. 

The mass chest X-ray unit is set to fight against another 
recurrence of unnecessary deaths and advanced stages of chest 
diseases that claimed 1,100 lives in Louisiana in 1947. Records 
show that 85 per cent of the people who have such diseases as 
tuberculosis must receive treatment at public expense, or not at 
all. Therefore, to fight against chest maladies such as those ef 
last year, the X-ray unit is aiming toward teaching people the im- 
portance of eradicating disease through early diagnosis and im- 
mediate medical care. 

This is a commendable procedure considering that every 
victim of the 1947 cases could have been saved if the disease had 
been caught in time by the X-ray program. 

It is requested that every member of the college com- 
munity take advantage of such an opportunity. The whole X-ray 
procedure will take only a minute per individual. The process is 
painless and one need not disrobe. All case findings will be kept 
in strictest confidence, and all suspicious cases, if any, will be 
turned over to the individual's family physician, if the person so 
desires. 

Miss Majorie M. Howard, head nurse at the Infirmary, 
emphasizes the importance of this opportunity in these words: 
"One is never assured of complete health during this time when 
early colds are so frequent to so. many. I expect 100 per cent at- 
tendance at the worthy program." 

Everyone is expected to assure themselves a full life as 
healthful, useful citizens by simply sparing one minute of their 
time for a chest X-ray at the Infirmary October 6, 7, and 8.

A decrease on the water and electricity output on the 
campus is something the institution does not care to face. No im- 
mediate emergency exists, but the electricity and water should 
still be conserved to prevent a possible occurence. 

It has been noticed that the water level in the college 
wells is falling. With the high cost of drilling and equipping such 
wells, adequate additions to the water supply becomes something 
the college cannot afford. , 

Reports state also that electric generating capacity on the 
campus is limited. A two-cent cost becomes college expense with 
each kilowatt used, whether bought or produced. That augments 
to a tremendous cost for an institution. 

Realizing that every person on the campus is here for ad- 
vancement in later life, it is only fair that each person considers 
his neighbor in the sharing of existing facilities. A light, fan, 
and other appliances, and water faucets trurned off when not in 
actual use can conserve campus supply of water and electricity to 
prevent emergency complications. 

Liberal use of the telephones for long distance calls be- 
comes a problem also. The telephones are there for your use, but 
if a letter requiring a three-cents stamp, of a telegram that will 
cost less than the phone call can convey a message, it would be 
practical to liberate telephone usage to those who cannot deliver a 
message otherwise. 

Cooperation among citizens tends to promote a better com- 
munity. As citizens of a campus community, students and the 
college staff should not hesitate to cooperate in conserving their 
needs and pleasures.

The report of the Faculty-Stu- 
dent Book Store Committee was 
completed and circulated last 
Spring. But it was not given 
the wide circulation possible 
through the columns of Current 
Sauce. Since the Book Store has 
again become a target for criti- 
cism. I request that you print 
this report to the end that facul- 
ty members and students may 
be informed. 

I have approved all of the 
report to be immediately effec- 
tive except Principle 5. I ap- 
prove it as a principle, but I feel 
constrained to point out that to 
put Principle 5 into effect will 
require the revision upward of 
charges for room and board, 
laundry and prices at the Stu- 
dent Center Cafe, as well as 
other services to students, since 
the Book Store profits have as- 
sisted in holding down the 
charges for these services. More- 
over, it will take time to make 
these adjustments.

Note: Full guiding princi- 
ples for the operation of the 
College Book Store and its fun- 
ctions appear in continuance to 
this note in the form received 
from the office' of student per- 
sonnel.) 

Guiding Principles For The 
Operation Of The College 
Book Store 

1. Since the Book Store is a 
service institution it appears fun- 



damental to specify that all its 
services will be conducted in a 
business-like manner and with 
courteous bearing by all staff 
members. 

2. The department heads shall 
be the official representatives of 
their respective departments in 
matters of placing orders for 
textbooks or other instructional 
materials with the Book Store. 

3. All department heads shall 
present their orders to the Book 
Store for textbooks and other in- 
structional materials for the fall 
semester, by the preceding July 
1st; for the spring semester, by 
the preceding December 1st; for 
the summer session, by April 1st. 

4. In order to facilitate No. 3 
above, the Book Store manager 
will prepare an appropriate form 
and present it to eaefi depart- 
ment head for completion and 
return by the specified dates. 

5. The Book Store shall oper- 
ate on ■* a self-supporting basis 
only. It is not to be expected 
to provide financial support for 
other agencies or activities. 

6. Notice of changes in text- 
book adoptions must be sent to 
the Book Store by department 
heads at least one semester be- 
fore such changes are to become 
effective. 

7. A plan of renting textbooks 
shall obtain, in which the de- 
posit on the book shall become 
proportionately lower each time 
it is rented. 

8. The manager and staff of 
the Book Store shall perfect 
plans for expediting service to 
the students at rush periods such 
as develop at registration time. 

9. The Book Store manager 
shall possess the following quali- 
fications: 

(a) Sufficient business know- 
ledge and experience to conduct 
the fiscal affairs of an establish- 
ment the size of the Book Store. 

(b) Ability to work coopera- 
tively with both faculty and stu- 
dents. 

(c) Ability to train assistants 
in the ways of business dignity 
and courtesy. 

(d) Ability to supervise tre- 
mendous diversification of busi- 
ness detail. 

10. The manager and staff of 
the Book Store shall be com- 
pensated in a manner commen- 
surate with the quantity and 
quality of work performed. 

11. The manager of the Book 
Store should be relatively free 
from other authority. 
Functions of the College Book 

Store 

1. The College Book Store 
exists for service to the faculty 
and students of the college. 
There is no other justification 
for its existence. 

2. The Book Store should pro- 
vide at reasonable cost any mer-

David Coyle and Bobby Johnson combined their running 
talent to draw first blood for the Demons. After an opening ex- 
change of punts by Johnson and Al Blevins, Broncho quarterback, 
and two Bronc interceptions of Johnny Jackson's pass attempts, 
Johnson turned the tables by snagging a Blevins aerial on his own 
20 and running it to the Okie 38. 

Johnson then took the oval again, and gave it a 29 yard 
ride down to the Central nine, and a first down. Coyle then skirt- 
ed his own right end to cross the goal line for the initial tally. The 
try for extra point by Ernest Davis was blocked, leaving the 
Demons ahead by a 6-0 margin. 

On that series of plays the Demons clicked, but the Broncs 
shoved them all over the field during the remainder of the half. 

The Oklahomans were quick to strike back, tieing up the 
score 6-6, on the first play of the second period. Donald Reynolds, 
fleet Okie back, jaunted 46 yards for the score after Charlie Baker 
returned James Lancaster's kick-off from the 15 to the 25, Gene 
Dees added nine around end, then 16 to the 50, and Louis Whitley 
ran 4 more to the Demon 46. The Bronc conversion was no good. 

The slow-starting Demons couldn't muster the power to 
strike back, and lost the ball on downs after recovering a Broncho 
fumble on the visitor's 20 and being shoved back to the 28. All 
four Central backs took part in a running drive that netted three 
first downs, one on a Demon penalty, and ended when Blevins 
passed to end Red Stringer for the second Okie TD. 

Again the try for extra point failed, and the Demons left 
the field at the half with a six-point deficiency which looked as 
though it might grow. , 

Determined not to let the Oklahoma heavies triumph, a 
rejuvenated Demon eleven took control at the first play of the 
second half, and completely dominated and out-played the out-of- 
state gridders, who seemed to have used up their vitality in the 
first half. 

After Roy Butchee, center, kicked to end Noel Due to 
open the half, the Demons held fast and forced Blevins to punt 
to Jackson from the 50. From the 26, where Johnson was dropped 
after catching the punt, the Demons drove down the field without 
losing the ball to pile up five first downs and go ahead in the 
game, 13-12. ✓ 

Johnson racked a first, by running the ball 10 yards to 
the 36. Coyle added 2, and then Jackson broke away for 10 and 
a first down on the 48. Johnson fought across the mid-stripe to 
their 49, and Coyle got away for 13 yards to the Bronc 36. Jack- 
son struggled through several tackles to the 30 for a six-yard 
gain, Johnson added 8 around right end for another first, Coyle 
picked up four, Jackson 5 more, and then bucked the center for a 
first down on the 10. „ Coyle then cradled the pigskin once more 
and was stopped one yard short of the goal line, from where 
Jackson dived through the middle for the TD. Davis' try was 
good this time. . 

The most spectacular play of the encounter came when 
Blevins punted to Johnson on the Demon 27. Johnson fumble 
the ball for a few seconds, finally picked it up and scooted for 
the far side-line, and straightened out to dash 73 yards for the 
third NSC score, outstripping several tackles on the way. Al- 
though the conversion was not good, the Demons found them- 
selves with a seven point margin of safety, 19-12. 

But the purple-and-white clads weren't satisfied with a 
mere seven point lead. A pass enterception by Pat Landreaux, 
Demon quarter-back, set up the next score. Landreaux was 
downed where he snared the pigskin, on the Okie 30. This was 
the second NSC interception within a few short minutes, as 
Al Nicosia had got one of Blevins' attempts on the 40 and run 
it back to the 30. However Johnson had been forced to punt. 

Q. T. Ford, Demon back who has not seen much action 
because of a broken hand, took the ball on the first play after 
Landreaux's interception, and though trapped behind the line by 
a multitude of tackler's side-stepped them beautifully to advance 
six yards to the 24. Jackson bucked the line for no gain, and then 
Johnson notched his second goal by going through a sizable hole 
to elude the Okie secondary and cross standing up. Davis was 
once again successful, and the score read 26-12, for the Demons. 

Another Demon drive sparked by Dusty Rhodes and John 
Thompson, was halted on the Okie 35 when the Northwesterners 
were penalized 15 yards for clipping, and failed to make up the 
loss. The Broncs were struggling helplessly for yardage when the 
game ended. 

The Demons gained the edge over their opponents in most 
departments, although they trailed badly after the first half. The 
line did not seem to get started until the second stanza, during 
which they completely out-shone their heavier opposition. 

One advantage apparent was that the Demon's had a 
quantity of exceptional backs, whereas the Oklahomans had only 
one passer and one good runner, who were used-up long before 
the game was over.

Dr. John S. Kyser, head of the 
department of social science, was 
principal speaker at a meeting 
of the Shreveport Rotary club 
yesterday in the Washington- 
Youree hotel. 

The topic of his speech was 
"A Re-evaluation of Louisiana." 
was gathered during a 15,000 
mile tour of the United States, 
west of the Mississippi between 
the regular school terms. 

An educator on the campus for 
23 years, Dr. Kyser emphasized 
Louisiana's position in the nation 
as compared to other states.

Constitutional 
Convention Will 
Meet In February 

The Tihrd Annual Students' 
Louisiana Constitutional Conven- 
tion will again be held on the 
campus in February, according 
to a letter received by Charles 
G. Whitwell, professor' of gov- 
ernment. The Social Science de- 
partment will sponsor the con- 
vention for the third consecutive 
year. 

Last year 96 schools took part 
in the program of study in con- 
nection with regular class work 
on the Louisiana Constitution 
and its functions. Of this num- 
ber 40 schools sent 246 dele- 
gates to the campus to partici- 
pate in the convention's activi- 
ties. 

The Social Science department 
plans again this year to encour- 
age and assist teachers of civics 
and history in stimulating the 
study of the Louisiana Consti- 
tution. Bibliographies and study 
helps of all kinds pertaining to 
state government have been pre- 
pared by the department to be 
sent to teachers and school lead- 
ers who desire to participate in 
the convention. 

Delegates will be chosen by 
the state schools in a manner 
representative of respective in- 
stitutions and their interest in 
state government. Representa- 
tives to the convention will or- 
ganize when on the campus in- 
to a working body to study, dis- 
cuss, and act upon constitutional 
questions. Leaders of various 
statewide organizations who are 
interested in better government 
will speak at the convention. 

The program is scheduled to 
be held late in February to avoid 
conflicts on the all-ready crowd- 
ed college calendar. "Now that 
the Students' Louisiana Consti- 
tutional Convention is an estab- 
lished organization," Program 
Director Charles G. Whitwell 
said, "We feel that more stu- 
dents from high schools will 
take part in its activities this 
coming year." Whitwell stated 
that h e is trying to contact all 
students in school who has at- 
tended the previous conventions 
to plan and accept suggestions 
for the third annual meeting. 

A well-rounded program is be- 
ing planned to allow the visitors 
for the convention suitable 
amusement and relaxation be- 
tween the group sessions.

Elections held Thursday, Oc- 
tober 7, installed 20 students out 
of a possible 34 to the Student 
Legislature positions on the cam- 
pus.

Surrounded by pine and ever- 
green trees, giving the college 
city its name, Pineville will as- 
sociate with the city of Alex- 
andria in demonstrating on of 
the biggest joint rallies of school 
spirit between state colleges. 

Pineville is located in the geo- 
graphical center of the state, 
with the community's "big sist- 
er" or "Convention City" sit- 
ting across Red River from the 
college town. 

The Louisiana College campus 
comprises a 54-acre tract, with 
almost all its landscape provided 
by nature. It includes 14 build- 
ings besides 20 married veterans' 
apartments. 

The area's accessibility and 
scenic beauty provides training 
facilities for various fields of en- 
deavor. Surrounded by 9 other 
institutions, medical and state • 
supported, Louisiana College 
boasts its educational achieve- 
ments as equal to its neighbor- 
ing schools. 

Louisiana College opened its 
doors to education seekers Oct- 
ober 3, 1906, under the auspices 
and financial support of the 
Louisiana Baptist Convention, 
with Dr. E. O. Ware as its first 
president. Endowment funds have 
supported the institution since 
its initial year. 

Existing and growing with 
funds attained through exten- 
sive campaigns, the Pineville 
college has held its own as one 
of the state's leading educational 
establishments. 

The most extensive campaign 
to raise SI 00,00 for the school 
was launched in 1910 under the 
direction of Edgar Godbold, who 
put the total over the top for 
the institution's use. Similar fund 
drives have maintained an ed- 
ucational standard that has made 
Louisiana College one of the 9 
institutions of higher learning in 
the state. 

Dr. Edgar Godbold is present 
president of the college, having 
suceeded Dr. Claybrook Cotting- 
ham, for 31 years the president, 
who is now president of Louisi- 
ana Polytechnic Institute, Ruston. 

When the endowed college was 
admitted to membership in the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools in 1922. 
it was the first college in the state 
to be accepted, exclusive of LSU 
and Tulane University. At the 
time of its entrance, it was the 
youngest instiution ever to have 
obtained such membership.

Among the Northwestern State 
College presidents who have led 
the institution's growth since its 
founding in 1884 is Joseph E. 
Gibson, who is at present work- 
ing in maintaining the traditions 
and ideals of this college. 

After taking office in July, 
1947, as the ninth college pres- 
ident, Mr. Gibson began his task 
of accomplishing changes for the 
betterment of the school by en- 
couraging educational advanta- 
ges. Mr. Gibson earned a B.A. 
degree from the University of 
Mississippi and an M.A. degree 
from Columbia University in 
New York. In his second year as 
president of the institution, he 
has dedicated his work to "the 
greater ideals toward which we 
strive," and to "the needed 
change and adaption of new du- 
ties required of a college in our 
erupting society." 

Many steps forward have been 
made possible by the untiring 
efforts of President Gibson. The 
construction of a new Home Ec- 
onomics and Business Adminis- 
tration buildings are only a few 
of the evidences of the progress 
N.S.C. has made during the pres- 
idency of Joseph E. Gibson.

Formal History 
Of Northwestern 
Began In 1884 

The history of such an insti- 
tution as Northwestern State 
College can never be fully writ- 
ten. Too much of it is buried 
with the unsung teachers of the 
State who saw the need long 
before the school became a real- 
ity. Too much is forgotten with 
the older generations, who, as 
members of its staff, or alumni, 
or friends, helped to nurse the 
College through infancy into 
youth or guide it into maturity. 
But every institution has a form- 
al history, and the formal his- 
tory of Northwestern State Col- 
lege begins with the year 1884. 
On July 7 of that year, by act of 
the General Assembly, the school 
,was established. 

The spot chosen for the new 
establishment was already rich 
in historical associations. On it 
had been located the dwelling of 
Captain Louis de Juchereau de 
St. Denis, who in 1714 founded 
Natchitoches, the first perman- 
ent white settlement in what was 
later to be known as the Louisi- 
ana Purchase. More than a cen- 
tury afterward it became the 
site of the Bullard mansion, built 
in 1832 by Judge Henry Adams 
Bullard, a prominent planter, his- 
torian, and judge in the era pre- 
ceding the War Between the 
States. Built in the distinctive 
style of antebellum homes in 
Louisiana, the mansion was an 
imposing two and one half story 
structure widely known as a 
^how place and a center of gen- 
erous hospitality. It stood until 
its removal to make way for 
Caldwell Hall, the administra- 
tive building and original college 
structure. Four white columns, 
which supported the gable, were 
left standing as a reminder of 
the past.

In 1930, Katherine Winters be- 
came the first official sponsor 
of the Purple Jackets. From that 
time to the present, Miss Winters 
has been active in making this 
organization one of the most im- 
portant on the campus. Today, as 
in the beginning, there are 15 
active members serving the stu- 
dent body. The active and inac- 
tive members who served in past 
years totals 250. 

Purple Jackets are called upon 
on many occasions to represent 
the college as the leading women 
students. There regular duties 
consist of playing host to cam- 
pus visitors and assisting the ad- 
ministration officials during class 
registration.

Location of the religious cen- 
ter, plans for remodeling the

The President then introduced 
Charles T. Roberts, architect who 
explained the plans on the re- 
modeling of the interior of the 
dining hall to the committee. 
Both floors are to be completely 
remodeled and modernized. The 
plans are now to move dietitians 
office downstairs, where a new 
heating system, a new and larg- 
er elevator will be installed. 
They also plan for a larged stor- 
age space and a sewing room on 
the downstairs floor. Both side 
entrances of the Dining Hall 
will be closed and a large center 
entrance will be opened. On 
either side of the center entrance 
will be lounges and restrooms. 
There will be a private dining 
room for the football boys, one 
for the house directors and fac- 
ulty, and a wash room for the 
female student help in the din- 
ing hall. 

A modern glass serving coun- 
ter has been ordered and is ex- 
pected to be installed during the 
Thanksgiving holidays, accord- 
ing to President Gibson. 

The next plan of discussion 
was the location of the religious 
center. After much discussion 
it was decided to move it direct- 
ly across the road from the Fine 
Arts building near the Power 
House. Plans are to completely 
modernize the old building and 
to finish the outside with brick 
veneer. The new religious cen- 
ter will have a large auditorium, 
two bedrooms and a bath, a kit- 
chenette, a Y. W. C. A. and a 
Y. M. C. A. room. This motion 
was approved by the committee. 

The remainder of the money 
appropriated by the Legislature 
is to be spent for a biology wing 
of the Science building, a new 
men's dormitory, or a women's 
dormitory. This will be further 
discussed at the next meeting of 
the committee on October 18.

EVALUATION OF THE SUMMER ISSUES OF 
THE CURRENT SAUCE 



Introduction 

The committee on student publications at the request of 
the President, has made an intensive evaluation survey of the 
summer issues of the Current Sauce, student newspaper. The re- 
sults of the survey, accompanied by recommendations for improve- editorials for their factual basis, fairness, quality of writing, and 

readability, (3) examine copy for deficiencies in coverage, accur- 
acy, grammatical construction, and spelling. All material express-

ment, appear in this report. 

It is the belief of the committee that the Current Sauce 
this year can and should measure up to the highest standards in 
college journalism. The committee hopes that this report, through 
its researching out of poor journalistic practices and its suggestions 
for improvement, will aid in the establishment of a better school 
paper. 

Statement of Purpose

Evaluation 

The Associated Collegiate Press Scorebook v/as chosen by 
the committee to be used in rating the summer issues of the 
Current Sauce. 

The committee was cautioned to take into account the 
problems encountered in putting out only a two-page newspaper 
this summer. (Only one issue contained four pages.) This limited 
the amount of sports which could be used and also made editorial 
page crowded. 

The chairman did not participate in the scoring which was 
done by two faculty members and students. The ACP Scorebooks 
were used to keep the rating as impartial and objective as pos- 
sible. A compilation of the score sheet results is attached to this 
report. 

The summer issues of the Current Sauce were scored as 
excellent on one item only: 

L Does the publication stay within its budget? 

On eight counts the summer issues were scored as good 
They were: 



Coverage of news. 
Balance of news. 
Treatment of news. 

Typography (only 5 people scored this). 



Printing. 

Front page makeup (only 5 people scored this). 
Selection of staff members. 
Appropriate advertising. 
On fifteen points the summer issues were rated as fair. 
They were: 



1. Vitality. 

2. Organization of news stories. 

3. Content of news stories. 

4. Features. 

5. Content of headlines. 

6. Schedule or appearance of headlines. 

7. Inside page makeup. 

8. Columns on the editorial page. 

9. Makeup of editorial page. 

10. Coverage and treatment of sports page (only 2 scored). 

11. Sports writing (only 3 scored). 

12. Display on sports page (only 2 scored). 

13. Good taste and high standards. 

14. Cartoons on editorial page. 

15. Pictures — display content and captions. 

The committee scored the summer issues as weak on six 



points: 

1. Creativeness. 

2. Editing — copyreading and proof reading. 

3. Features on the editorial page. 

4. Letters to the editor. 

5. Leads on news stories. 

6. Style in news stories. 

The results indicate that the paper could be improved on 
every point except the one rated excellent. Of the thirty points on 
the score sheet, twenty-one were rated either fair or weak, which 
shows that on two-thirds of the rating, the Current Sauce did not 
measure up to the standards of good college journalism. On one- 
fifth of the items the paper failed to measure up to the standards 
of even fair college journalism. 

Evaluation Analysis 

1. Some of the things listed by committee members which 
would have improved the coverage this summer were: 

a. . More stories on the building program. 

b. Stories on classroom projects. 

c. More stories on organization work. 

d. Stories on Vetstown and the veteran garden project 

e. Less emphasis on Current Sauce and journalism 
activities which, while interesting to the staff, would not concern 
the average student reader. 

f. Stories on what the faculty members who were not 
teaching in summer sqhool were doing. 

g. Stories on prominent students in summer school and 
those during the summer. 

h. More stories on the Aquatic School. 

i. Stories on changes in veteran regulations. 

j. Feature stories on persons who were here only for the 
summer — what they do during the rest of the year, etc. 

k. Stories on the faculty members who did not plan to 
come back this fall, where they are now, and what they are doing. 

1. Stories on where some of the June alumni took jobs. 

m. Follow-ups on speech stories and other news articles. 
Suggestions for Improvement 

Because^ it is the desire of the committee to see the quality 
and excellence of the Current Sauce he improved, the following 
recommendations are submitted to the President for his considera- 
tion: 

1. An editorial board consisting of the editor of the Cur- 
rent Sauce, the managing editor, the associate editor, and the 
business manager (as suggested by the Student Council) should 
meet twice a week. At the first meeting they should consider (1) 
the news of the week, (2) possible editorial subjects, (3) letters to 
the editor as to content and factual basis, (4) the use of pictures 
and cartoons, (5) possible feature subjects, (6) future assignments 
for reporters. At a second meeting they should (1) determine the 
position and space to be assigned to news in the paper, (2) check I 



ing editorial opinion should be submitted by the board to the 
faculty adviser. Any controversial material which he considers 
unfit for the student newspaper should be returned to the board 
with the recommendation that it be submitted to the Student 
Council for its consideration. 

2. Independent efforts should be made by the editor and 
editorial board to secure adequate campus coverage of news. Too 
much dependence upon news bureau releases memoranda from the 
administrative offices, and club reports should be replaced by 
initiative on the part of the editors in scouting the campus for news 
and features. Reporters should not be expected to find their own 
news, but definite assignments, which represent the work and 
ingenuity of the editor, should be handed out each week. 

3. The paper should follow up speech stories and other 
types of news articles. Interesting features on the college, its his- 
tory, traditions, etc., might be developed as a result of conscienti- 
ous research. Related stories might well be combined, leaving 
space for more important, longer stories and for interesting human 
interest features. 

4. A system of recording future story leads in a future 
file would be helpful in insuring more adequate campus coverage. 
Contact by telephone with key people on the campus and a closer 
relationship with organization leaders would provide better cover- 
age. 

5. All copy should be read carefully and critically by the 
editor. It should be rewritten by competent staff members when 
it is poorly organized. It should at all times be checked for mis- 
spelled words, poor grammatical construction, and errors in facts. 
A premium should be placed on accuracy. AU doubtful informa- 
tion should be checked at the source by the editors. All names 
should be checked against the college directory for errors in spell- 
ing. Titles, names of places and dates should be checked against 
lists and records. The editor should strive to put out each week a 
publication free from grammatical and typographical errors. 

6. All copy should be checked against a style sheet post- 
ed in the office to insure uniformity of style throughout the paper 
Reporters should be cautioned to refer to the style sheet in writing 
their copy, but final responsibility for a uniform style rests with 
the editor who at all times should see that every piece of copy 
conforms with'the style sheet. 

7. A definite headline style should be adopted by the 
paper. The makeup should be carefully planned before headlines

Northwestern kept its unde- 
feated record intact Saturday 
night as they racked up their 
first conference win over La. 
College 13-0. 

After a scoreless first quarter 
the Demons came back strong 
in the second period to score two 
touchdowns and the victory. The 
Demons scored their first touch- 
down as Johnson received a 
Wildcat kick on his own 10 and 
raced 57 yards to the La. College 
33. Rhodes passed to Quinn for 
a first down on the 19 and then 
on a series of short runs with 
Thompson, Rhodes, and Givens 
carrying the oval advanced to 
the 2 yard line. Rhodes drove 
over for the tally on his first 
attempt. A Wildcat fumble on 
the 29 yard line set up the sec- 
ond Demon score. Thompson, 
Beck, and Jackson drove the ball 
down to the 4 yard stripe where 
Jackson pounded the center of 
the line to pay dirt. 

The Wildcats lost a scoring op- 
portunity in the opening min- 
utes of the third quarter when 
they fumbled on the Demon 2 
yard stripe and the purple and 
white recovered. The Cat pass- 
ing attack could not seem to 
click as the fast charging line 
did not allow Expert Smith and 
Frank Cicero much time to spot 
their receivers.

Noted Lecturer To

Dr. Richard Struna, leading 
American authority on Russia, 
will speak on "Russian War and

The noted radio commentator 
and lecturer is reported to have 
been the last American to leave 
Czechoslovakia before the entry 
of the United States in the re- 
cent conflict.

He has at various times been a 
physician, president of a large 
industrial enterprise in Czecho- 
slovakia, a journalist, an officer 
in the Austrian and Czechoslo- 
vaks armies, and a prisoner of 
war in Russian prison camps.

Democrat or Republican? 

With election day coming up in just three days, millions 
of people throughout the country are earnestly trying to decide for 
which party they are going to cast their votes. They are compar- 
ing and contrasting the principles of each party's platform. Thi 
question is asked over and over: "What are the differences be 
tween the Republican and Democratic parties?" Let us here at- 
tempt to point out some of the basic differences in the parties. 

The fundamental difference is that the Republican party 
is devoted to enlarging the area of individual opportunity in the 
belief that the Government should be, aside from questions of con- 
stitutionality, essentially a referee to assure fair dealing. The 
Democratic party believes in raising the standards of all our people 
with special help to those who need it most so that we can all 
progress without the drag of second class citizens. They represent 
two opposing philosophies of thought which may be restated thus: 
for the Republicans, progress will come from the efforts expended 
by the individual which can best be exerted with a minimum of 
Governmental interference; for the Democrats, progress should be 
fostered by the Government which has the direct responsibility for 
the welfare of the individual. 

The Democratic and Republican parties are made up of 
persons with different ideas as to governmental behavior. They 
will always differ but with each campaign they will differ on new 
subjects. The chief difference in the 1948 campaign is their views 
concerning the scope, the extent, and the direction of Federal Gov- 
ernmental control. As far as current affairs are concerned, both 
parties will support the principles of the United Nations. 

There will be a direct clash on the taxation problem, with 
the Democrats favoring tax reduction for the lower income groups, 
saying that the large million dollar corporations can well afford 
to carry the greater part of the tax burden at this time, which the 
Republicans say that they will reduce the tax burden so that in- 
centives for the creation of new industries and new jobs will result 
in the end of the inflation that now grasps the country. 

The labor question will result in debates centered around 
the Taft-Hartley Law. President Truman's stand may be witness- 
ed by his veto of the law. Candidate Thomas Dewey says that he 
will advocate a plan to perform a sensible reform of the labor law, 
protecting all of the rights of labor, while, at the same time, 
safeguarding the entire community against the breakdowns in es- 
sential industries which endanger the lives and health of all. 

On the foreign policy there is a sharp divergence of views, 
but as yet there has been no direct clash. The Republicans are 
busily criticizing the Democratic administration of the bi-partisan 
international policy, while the Democrats, in attempting to mini- 
mize the Republicans' contribution to the present foreign policy 
claim the Truman Doctrine and the Marshall Plan as their very 
own. (

Revision of the present Stu- 
dent Body Constitution was con- 
sidered at the meeting of the 
Student Senate Thursday night.

Assist- 
ed by two representatives from 
the Student Council, this group 
will study the formation of a 
new type of Student Govern- 
ment to be patterned after the 
United States government. Under 
this new plan, the Student Coun- 
cil will form an executive 
branch, the Student Senate the 
legislative branch, and the Honor 
Court and AWS Council the 
judiciary branch. 

President Ralph Ropp read a 
letter from Dr. Joe N. Gerber. 
idirector of student personnel, 
concerning the point system of 
extra-curricular activities and 
the NSC Student Handbook. 
Both of these will be revised by 
the Senate. 

It was decided, after much 
discussion, that the Senate 
should go on record as opposing 
the playing of "Taps" at night 
in place of the bell, as had been 
suggested by a group of students 
to the Student Council.

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EVALUATION OF THE 1948 POTPOURRI 
Introduction 

The committee on student publications, at the request of the 
President, has made an evalution of the Potpourri, college year- 
book, for 1948. The results of the committee work appear in this 

reP °Realizing the inherent difficulty in evaluating so diverse and 
technical a publication as the yearbook, the committee offers its 
comments not as an absolute judgment on last year s work, but 
rather as a guide for the improvement of this year s book. The 
committee is fully aware of the many ^ limitat ions *oth techn ^ 
and financial, which are imposed on the editors of the , book and 
which make many otherwise good suggestions impractical. The 
commitfoe has therefore confined the scope of its work to only 
thTse specific items which can and should be improved by the 

edit °T r he editor of the 1949 Potpourri was invited by the commit- 
tee to participate in the avaluation for two reasons: (1) He did not 
serve as editor of the 1948 book, and (2) he could exp am to the 
commmee some of the photographic, engraving, and printing pro- 
blems involved in the production of the book. 

Statement of Purpose 
The committee drew up the following statement: 
"The purpose of the Northwestern State College yearbook 

iS To present a pictorial record of student life. 

2. To provide students and alumni with a permanent refer- 
ence to former college associates. 

3. To serve as a medium of public relations. 

Evaluation 

The Associated Collegiate Press Yearbook Guidebook was used 
by the committee in rating the 1948 Potpourri. A rating sheet 
based on the guidebook was drawn up, and in it appear several 
additional criteria not covered by the Guidebook. A rating sheet 
and a Guidebook were given to each committee member, and the 
evaluation was done individually. The individual ratings were 
then averaged and the following results obtained. (In the case of 
fractions the nearest number was used.) 

The chairman did not participate in the scoring, which was 
done by the committee members. The ACP Guidebooks were 
chosen as the most impartial available compilation of points to be 
rated Some of the items listed were not applicable to the situa- 
tion here but the committee members tried to fill m as many of 
the blanks as possible so that a complete evaluation might be had.

November 2nd has come and 
gone, and history lias been made. 
And now that it is all over ex- 
cept the shouting (which will be 
done on Capitol Hill shortly), 
everyone seems a trifle surpris- 
ed. Everyone, that is, except 
the President. , Throughout the 
campaign, he stubbornly held on 
to the dream of victory. And 
sometimes it must have seemed 
as remote as the stars. 

At the very outset, when he 
announced his intention to win 
his Party's nomination, he met 
with opposition among the Dem- 
ocratic High Command. No one, 
it seemed, was for Truman ex- 
cept Truman himself. After a 
bitter convention battle, which 
lost the South, perhaps perman- 
ently, he was nominated. 

Several factors contributed to 
this. Foremost was the question 
"Who else is there to nominate?" 
After fourteen years of domi- 
nation by F. D. R., who was be- 
ginning to seem indestructible, 
party leadership was about nil. 
Truman's position as leader-in- 
fact, by virtue of his being in 
the White House, was another. 
A third reason (and call it parti- 
son if you will) was the South- 
ern delegates' bolt from the con- 
vention. A show of unity was 
necessary if the Party was t» 
survive. And so Truman was 
nominated. 

Few of the Party big-wigs 
ever expected him to have even 
an outside chance for election. 
Public opinion regarded him as 
a man too little for the job. With 
Southern support gone, Wallace 
and the radical element gone, 
the confidence of his Party gone, 
it looked like total defeat in 
November. 

But Harry Truman took a trip. 
Wherever he stopped, he drew 
crowds. He told them what he 
thought about the 80th Congress, 
about the Taft-Hartley law, and 
about how he was going to win. 
People everywhere shook their 
heads and remarked what a 
scrapper he was. But they didn't 
think he could win. The little 
man was taking on a giant. 

The Republicans, in contrast, 
had trouble narrowing down 
their choice for the Presidential 
nomination from a number of 
eager hopefuls. Optimism waS

43. General character of book. 

The yearbook was scored as weak on two counts: 

1. Copy in faculty and administration section. 

2. Pictorial interest- in organizations and activities section. 
The yearbook was scored as poor on two points: 

1. Table of contents (only 6 scored this). 

2. Does the publication stay within its budget? (only 6 scored 

this). 

The results indicate that the yearbook could be improved on 
every score, although the technical processes involved in putting 
out the book would make some of these points impossible to 
change, as will be noted later in this report under the analysis. On 
36 points, or well over a third of the total number of points, the 
book was rated as good. On 43 points the book was rated as fair — 
approximately .6 of the total. On two counts each the book was 
rated as poor and weak. This indicates that the yearbook does not 
measure up on the qualities listed in the Guidebook according to 
the committee rating and that, in spite of factors over which the 
editors have no control, the yearbook has room for improvement. 
Evaluation Analysis 

Among the problems involved in making this rating is the 
fact that all of the art work and layouts are done by commercial 
artists at the engraving company and at the publisher's. The 
editor and his staff, however, was responsible for coverage, copy, 
content and quality of pictures, theme of the book, and other 
elements involved in the preparation of pictures and copy for the 
engravers and the printers. 

Among the things pointed out by the committee which were 
specific errors were: 

1. Hazy, blurred quality of many of the pictures throughout 
the book. 

2. Hard-to-read title page, which has elongated letters in 
reversed printing. 

3. Poor quality of faculty pictures and lack of attractive 
arrangement of faculty members. 

4. Lack of coverage on classroom activities. 

5. No table of contents: 

6. Evidence of hurriedly written copy and lack of originality 
in copy. 

7. Inaccuracy in sports records.

For an additional 
two years he lived in various 
Russian prison camps as a pris- 
oner of war.

The Northwestern State Col- 
lege Chapter of the American 
Association of University Pro- 
fessors has selected for its topic 
of study for the year 1948-1949 
the report of the President's 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion. Dr. W. G. Edwin, presi- 
dent of the local group, has an- 
nounced that six meetings have 
been planned centering around 
this report.

The topic for study is one 
which is strongly urged by the 
national organization of the Am- 
erican Association of University 
Professors, and the local chapter 
hopes that the application of the 
findings of the Commission to 
Louisiana colleges and universi- 
ties, and especially to Northwest- 
ern State College, will result in 
an .improved, awareness of oppor- 
tunities for service for the facul- 
ty. ^

9 or 10: and April 6 or 7 in

study of Hitler at work while 
serving as an executive in Cze- 
chosolovakian industry. 

The lecturer gave a word pic- 
ture of what is behind the Iron 
Curtain. The most important 
points were: The word Com- 
munism does not sound bad in 
usage, but in practice it means 
the negation of spirit, God, free- 
dom, marriages, and all things 
that make up living as one wish- 
es; that Russia wants all the 
world to accept her form of gov- 
ernment as a sure means of 
friendship with the country; and 
that propaganda released to the 
people of Russia include such 
things as there is a lynching 
every day in America and the 
Negro is persecuted beyond com- 
parison. 

In closing Dr. Struna stated 
"Would you rather have that 
type of government than fight a 
war with Russia?"

Now that the agony is over 
'for eight more weeks, anyway) 
ve should all look at our test 
-ystem calmly and constructive- 
y and examine its relative mer- 
ts and demerits with an eye to 
: mprovement. 

Before getting involved in this 
oeople should be warned that it 
: s useless to read it without an 
open mind, because it is an ex- 
oose, and one must be prepared 
for shocking revelations. 

First, let's examine the hard- 
ship the test system works on 
the students. It is unreasonable 
to expect anyone to curtail his 
social life entirely. After all, 
missing a few classes can't be 
helped. Merely because a stu- 
dent is in the Field House in- 
stead of the classroom is no ex- 



cuse for branding him a slug- 
gard. The culture and refine- 
ment which can be acquired 
through social contacts, the live- 
ly discussions held in the cafe- 
teria on matters of great import- 
ance, such as the state of the 
Union, beer taxes, conflicting 
philosophies, football polls, the 
relative merits of existentialism, 
and what's happening in Dog- 
patch, are all of tremendous im- 
portance in the student's search 
for knowledge.

But clinging fiercely to an 
outmoded idea, the professors 
fly into fits of pique if students 
miss classes. In fact, they make 
it a point to cover as much sub- 
ject-matter as possible during 
these absences. 



Then one fine day the profes- 
sor enters the classroom with a 
fiendish smirk and announces 
that tests will be held next 
week. He further explains that 
after due consideration, the fac- 
ulty has decided to give all tests 
in a two-day period. This, he 
explains, is to make the time of 
anxiety shorter for the students.

sneer at the idea. 

Undoubtedly tne most elabor- 
ate scheme was the ticker-tape 
plan. The young man who 
thought it up should be given 
the Croix de Guerre.

State Educators On 
Campus This Week 
For Guidance Meet 

A Guidance and Personnel Con- 
ference was held on the campus 
Friday, according to Dr. Joe N. 
Gerber, director of student per- 
sonnel at the college. More than 
50 educators from state schools 
attended. 

The visitors were welcomed by 
President Joseph E. Gibson. Miss 
Martha Gannaway, dean of wo- 
men, opened the program, speak- 
ing on the topic, "The Personal 
Point of View." A panel, featur- 
ing eight college students and 
two adults, discussed the theme, 
"College Youth Looks at High 
School Guidance." 

"The Mental Health of High 
School Youth" was the subject 
of an address by H. S. Bank- 
ston, supervisor of the mental 
health program, Louisiana State 
Department of Education. Eliza- 
beth Taylor, assistant superint- 
endent of Caddo parish schools, 
discussed "The Guidance Pro- 
gram in Caddo Parish at the 
afternoon program. She was 
followed by Dorothy A. Kay, 
supervisor of guidance for Or- 
leans parish schools, who spoke 
on the subject, "The High School 
Student Looks at Vocations." 

Dr. Gerber summarized the 
day's program with a final dis- 
cussion entitled "We Look Ahead 
to Another Year."

The Taft-Hartley Act? 

One of the prime issues of the past presidential campaign 
was the Taft-Hartley Act which, passed over the President's veto 
by both Houses of Congress, was made law on June 23, 1947. The 
Act, sponsored by Senator Robert Taft (R.-Ohio) and Representa- 
tive Fred Hartley, Jr. (R.-New Jersey), was designed to supple- 
ment the previous Wagner Act. While the Wafner Act emancipated 
the employee from his employer, the Taft-Hartley Law, as it now 
exisits, is an attempt to free the worker from the domination of 
unions and union bosses. The Act also contains clauses which re- 
duce the power of union bosses to dictate terms to the employer. 

Several pertinent facts are covered by this new law. The 
"closed shop" is outlawed. "Closed shop" is a term used to 
identify those places where a man cannot work unless he first 
joins a union. Through the Taft-Hartley Act a worker doe's not 
have to join any union prior to taking a job. Unless the employer 
has signed a contract which compels the employee to join the 
union 30 days after he begins to work, he is free to stay out if 
he sees fit. 

Unions must file annual financial reports to the government. 
These reports must include salaries to union officers in addition 
to a complete accounting of all receipts and disbursements for the 
year. Unions are forbidden to contribute funds or any other types 
of support, either directly or indirectly, to the political campaign 
of any candidate for a federal office. 

Under the Act, all union leaders must file with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board affidavits stating that they are not 
Communists and that they are not in any way connected with 
any Communistic or fellow traveler organizations. It outlaws 
"jurisdictional strikes" and "secondary boycotts." Jurisdictional 
strikes are defined as those strikes occuring when two unions, both 
claiming that their members should be allowed to do certain work, 
throw up a picket line to prevent the other union from working. 
Secondary boycotts occur when one union refuses to handle or to 
work on any jobs or products made or shipped by another union. 
The Taft-Hartley Act forbids these wasteful conflicts and requires 
unions to submit the issue to the National Labor Relations Board 
for peaceful determination. 

"Workers are protected from union threats and violence." 
This feature contains the Wagner Act clause which states that em- 
ployers may not discriminate against employees for union activi- 
ties, and it also grants the workers the right to refrain from any 
union activities if they so desire without any fear of threats from 
their union supervisors. 

Compulsory check-off is banned." Under the new law no 
members' dues may be deducted from his pay check by the com- 
pany without his written authorization, which is revocable after 
one year. 

One of the strongest vote-getting planks of the Truman 
platform was his promise to repeal or significantly amend this 
existing law. There has been much speculation as to the extent 
of his proposed alteration. In general, however, it is said that the 
features of the law which labor does not like would be subject to 
these repeals or alterations by the eighty-first Congress. Some of 
the items are the outlawing of the "closed shop," "jurisdictional 
strikes" and "secondary boycott," and the requiring of the unions 
to file financial reports and to hold elections to win union shop 
contracts. In addition, the part which requires union officers to 
sign non-Communist affidavits would be considered for alteration. 

According to the latest figures, the general impression is that 
President Truman will have no trouble in effecting the writing 
of a new labor law much more to labor's liking, since approxi- 
mately 120 of the senators and congressmen who voted in favor of 
the Taft-Hartley Act will not return for the next session of Con- 
gress. Then too, many others will have suffered a change of heart 
Thus, all signs are pointing to a new labor law with the opening 
session of Congress in January.

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Basketball Rule 
Quiz Conducted 
By NSC Officials 

The Northwestern State Col- 
lege Officials Association is con- 
ducting this question and answer 
column for the purpose of mak- 
ing information on basketball 
rules available to the general 
public. These will become a 
regular feature of the sports 
page if enough interest is arous- 
ed to warrant it. If you have 
any questions address them to 
Northwestern State College Of- 
ficials Association, Box 995, 
Northwestern State College, Nat- 
chitoches, Louisiana, and they 
will appear in this column. If 
you want an immediate answer, 
enclose a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. 

1. Question: What are the rule 
changes for the 1948-49 season? 

Answer: 1. Player charged 
with foul should hold his hand 
above his head. This is a recom- 
mendation and carries no pen- 
alty if the player fails to do so 
voluntarily. Deliberate refusal 
to raise hand as an indication of 
disapproval of a decision may re- 
sult in a technical foul. 

2. A substitute, after reporting 
to the scorer, does not have to 
report to an official upon enter- 
ing the game. However, the 
player cannot enter the game 
until beckoned by an official. 
Entering the court without per- 
mission is a technical foul. One 
free throw is awarded the op- 
ponent. 



3. While the ball is dead at 
any time other than during a 
throw-in, contact is ignored un- 
less unsportsmanlike: if unsports- 
manlike, it is a technical foul. 

4. In high school games the 
officials time out in the second 
and fourth is one minute. In 
college games, clork is stopped 
for each dead ball during the 
last two minutes of the 2nd half 
and of each over-period. 

5. Each jump ball is in one 
of the three restraining circles. 

6. After a jump ball, a jump- 
er as well as any other player 
may cause ball to go to back 
court if he is first to touch the 
t-?nped ball. 

7. During a throw-in, team- 
mates may not occupy adjacent 
positions near the boundary if an 
opponent desires one of the posi- 
tions. 

8. A dribbler in control is out 
of bounds if he steps on the 
boundary. 

9. Withdrawing and re-enter- 
ing during the same dead ball is 
not prohibited. 

10. Players may confer with 
Coach at the bench during the 
intermissions and time outs 
charged to a team. It is still 
a technical foul for a Coach to 
communicate with player while 
the ball is in play.

'Model Shop' Is 
Shown In Library 

An outstanding project on dis- 
play in the Library for the stu- 
dents to see is the miniature 
"Model School Shop" that has 
been designed by some of the 
Industrial Arts students. 

The "shop" is a small brick 
building with the wash room, 
lumber storage room, drawing

SECOND ANNUAL PRESS CLINIC 
DRAWS HIGH SCHOOL EDITORS 
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TWO CONTRACTS 
FOR BUILDINGS 
LET THIS WEEK 



Contracts for the renovation of 
the college cafeteria and the re- 
moval and reconstruction of the 
Religious Center building have 
been let, and work on the es- 
tablishments is expected to be- 
gin soon, according to President 
Joseph E. Gibson. 

Tudor Construction Company 
claimed the lowest bid for the 
renovation work on the cafeteria 
and kitchen at the cost of 211,- 
799 dollars. Other bids made for 
the cafeteria remodeling was by 
R J. Jones and Sons at 212,497 
dollars and Barnett and Bresner 
at 218,784 dollars. 

The interior of the dining hall 
will undergo change. The wood- 
work will be taken down, the 
walls painted in pastel, the col- 
umns rounded with a chromium 
band encircling the tops, and the 
ceiling lowered. Indirect and 
spot lighting will replace 
the present light fixtures, 
and fans will be placed in the 
attic to eliminate unnecessary 
noise. Large funnels will be 
placed over the steam counters 
to absorb escaping steam to in- 
sure sanitation. 

Plans for the remodeling of 
the entire entrance to the cafe- 
teria have been outlined. The 
renovated establishment will 
possess only one main entrance 
with a lobby and men and wo- 
men lounges at the front of the 
dining hall. Addition of a new 
and enlarged dining room to the 
north end of the cafeteria will 
give faculty members and guests 
a better eating place. A reno- 
vated room to the south end will 
be added for serving banquets 
and meals to athletic squads. 
Lockers, showers, and toilets for 
student helpers are to be built 
as part of the renovation. The 
work has been set to last 200

A Firm Step Forward 



Five contracts have recently been let for construction and 
renovation of campus establishment, backed by an appropriation 
fund granted the college by the State Board of Education for the 
present fiscal year. Three of these contracts are already under 
way to expand the college's educational facilities to a greater de- 
gree than has been possible in several years. 

The business administration and home economics buildings 
now being erected are part of a 549,000 dollar expenditure allocated 
by the granted funds to lead the expansion project. Reconstruc- 
tion of a dairy building at a new site is also taking shape to give 
the college a new and more sanitary establishment for providing 
milk for the college cafeteria. 

Renovation of the cafeteria itself and the kitchen of the 
building will supply the college with the latest modern equipment 
for the preparation of food served continuously throughout the 
school term to approximately 1600 students. Removal of the old 
and reconstruction of a new Religious Center building will provide 
a more satisfactory religious atmosphere for the interdenomination- 
al institution. Accepted bids totalling 335,908 dollars will make 
the constructions possible. 

With expectations that the five contracts will be under 
way at the same time in the near future, the college is looking 
forward to greater educational and recreational offerings than has 
ever before been possible. Such an expansion project will un- 
doubtedly go on the records as the firmest step forward in growth 
for the institution.

Newspaper stories recently 
have been playing up President 
Truman's belief that the current 
Russian Spy investigations are 
'red herrings," intended to con- 
vince the public and the Con- 
gress that the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee (currently Re- 
publican-dominated) should con- 
tinue in existence. 

Some people think the Com- 
mittee's activities are Un-Ameri- 
can. They brand the investigators 
as "Gestapo" agents for a fas- 
ciest clique in Washington. They 
are not thinking very deeply 
about the question. How much 
evidence do they, and the Presi- 
dent require? 

The uncovering of smelly ac- 
tivities in high governmental 
circles by the Committee, acting 
on information furnished by sev- 
eral self-confessed spies, is sho- 
cking. But are we to bury our 
heads in the sjfnd like ostriches 
and repeat that it can't be true, 
because all Americans are good? 

Loyalty checks and probes, 
security measures, spy investi- 
gations and a general clean-up in 
Washington have all proven their 
value. We have only to look at 
the damning evidence produced 



t iliLL. far - And from all indica- 
tions, more is to come. The lun- 
atic fringe will always shout a- 
bout "pioneer Americanism" and 
personal freedom. 

But when the personal free- 
dom of 145 million Americans is 
being threatened by the borers 
from within, it is time strong 
measures were taken. If one's 
record is clean, he has nothing 
to worry about. Nothing is more 
contemptible than a person who 
uses the very liberties he is 
guaranteed to destroy those lib- 
erties. 

If there is a "red herring" in 
the situation, it is indeed ob- 
scure.

Mrs. Dottie Jo Cromwell, wife 
of Jim Cromwell of the Demon 
football squad, is recovering 
from a back injury incurred in 
an automobile collision here last 
week. 

The accident occurred when a 
speeding car, failing to stop at 
the corner of the narrow road 
next to the Student Center, ran 
into the side of the Cromwell 
automobile after the Potpourri 
Ball, Saturday. December 11

the right back section of the 
car, snapping a muscle in her 
back and causing other lesser 
bruises.

A new home economics build- 
ing, to be erected as part of an 
appropriation fund granted by 
the State Board of Education, 
has received leveling foundations 
for Ihe ground floor, the fore- 
man stated in commenting on 
the advancement of the two- 
building project. 

Tudor employees have com- 
pleted the laying of the first 
and second floor foundations for 
a new business ad/ninistration 
building being constructed in an 
expansion project made possible 
by state appropriation. 

Renovation of the college cafe- 
teria, removal and reconstruction 
of a new Religious Center build- 
ing, and the erection of a new 
dairy barn are expected to be 
in progress soon to supply better 
educational facilities for the col-

The United States is faced 
with a virtual dilemma at the 
present time. Should we send 
large sums to bolster the totter- 
ing Chinese Nationalist, in a 
desperate hope that Chiang's 
forces might turn back the rising 
tide of Communism in China, or 
should we stop completely our 
financial aid to what has been 
proved an inefficient and corrupt 
government? If we choose the 
former, we have no assurance 
that our money will go the way 
it has gone so far — largely in- 
to the* pockets of major and 
minor officials more interested 
in feathering their own nests 
than in saving China. If we 
choose the latter, the Commun- 
ists will inevitably overcome the 
Nationalists, and we will be fac- 
ed with a Sovietized China in 
Asia. 

Our stakes in this internation- 
al game are high. We stand to 
lose our strategic position in 
Asia if China is consolidated in 
to the USSR bloc. We would 
become more vulnerable than 
ever in the Pacific, and would 
fight an uphill battle to give to 
Asia's millions self-government 
and self-respect. We have pledg- 
ed ourselves to stop Commun- 
ism's onslaught on all fronts. 
This is a definite commitment, 
and we would lose a tremendous 
amount of prestige if we should 
fail. 

So what do we do next? Per- 
haps it would be interference in 
another nation's government/But 
it might be well to demand, in 
return for continued help, a 
clean-up in China's government. 
Is that too much to ask? Some-; 
thing must be done, and soon. 
Where do we go from here?

Two Navy Aircraft 
Donated For Studv 
In Flying Courses 

The college . has in its posses- 
sions two SB2C Curtiss Dive- 
Bombers donated by the Navy 
this week. The planes, secured 
from the Corpus Christi Naval 
Air Base as navy surplus, will 
be used by the college for labor- 
atory work in the aviation de- 
partment. 

The planes were flown from 
the Corpus Christi base by Joe 
Salim and Don Mims, flight in 
structors at the local airport. 
They flew the fast ships at slow 
cruising speed and landed one 
hour and forty-five minutes after 
taking off from Texas. Neither 
had flown Hell-Divers prior to 
making the delivery of the 
bombers to the college. 

Due to the cost of the power- 
ful 2000 horsepower engines, the 
college will not attempt to utilize 
the planes in the flight instruc- 
tion program. One plane will be 
dismantled for laboratory work, 
and the other will be used for 
shop work in aircraft mechanics 
at the airport. 

The bombers were a donation 
to the college. The Naval Base 
in Texas serviced the planes be- 
fore Salim and Mims took off 
for Natchitoches. Both the pilots 
had been in the naval air force.

A change in the Library Sci- 
ence curriculum at the college | 
will allow students to acquire a 
minor in the field instead of a 
major and still offer certification! 
for teaching courses in library, 
according to a recent report 
from Dr. John Robson, head of 
the department of education. 

The new course Will require 
24 hours credit for teaching min- 
ors presently studying in the 
fields of English, Social Studies, 
and library work. It has been 
designed to meet all core college 
requirements for graduation, and 
is being urged as beneficial to 
the new demand for library 
workers throughout the state. 

"In 173 of 389 approved white 
high schools in the state of Lou- 
isiana English teachers have re- 
sponsibility for library work al- 
so," Dr. Robson commented in a 
report yesterday. "In 44.4 per 
cent of the schools in the state, 
library work is combined with 
English teaching." 

Dr. Robson stated that a re- 
cent survey shows that 67 high 
schools are at present without 
libraries. He emphasized the 
importance of the new course as 
paramount considering the new 
state call for librarians. 

All students interested in the 
new course are urged to con- 
tact the education department 
head as soon as possible. "The 
field proves particularly good at 
the present in the standpoint of 
demand in the library field," the 
instructor said. "The college has 
prepared this new course to full- 
fill every requirement in the 
field for a teaching certificate, 
and it is expected that it will 
be a growing and advanced field 
for the college."

BASKETBALL 
RULES

QUESTION 1. Is it a foul for 
a player failing to pass ball di- 
rectly to official if player is in 
control of ball when violation 
is called? 

ANSWER 1. Failure to pass 
the ball immediately to official 
is delay of game, the penalty for 
which is a techinical foul. 

QUESTION 2. Does the captain 
of the team have to shoot the 
free throw awarded for a tech- 
nical foul? 

ANSWER 2. No. The free 
throw may be attempted by any 
player, 

QUESTION 3. Should a player 
be granted time out when the 
ball is in play while in possession 
of an opponent? 

ANSWER 3. No. If the official 
by error grants a time out in 
such a situation the offending 
player is charged with a techni- 
cal foul and a time out but the 
ball must be put in play imme- 
diately. (Exception- Official may 
call time out to protect injured 
player.) 

QUESTION 4. A player while in 
the process of making a pivot 
shot is fouled, continues his mo- 
tion and makes the basket, does 
the goal count? 

ANSWER 4. The goal is coun- 
ted if the player is fouled after 
starting motion toward basket 
even if the ball leaves the play- 
ers hands after the whistle blows. 
It would not count if time ex- 
pired before ball left players 
hand. 

QUESTION 5. After official 
places ball in players hand, may 
a player change his mind and 
take ball out of bounds instead 
of making free throw? 



ANSWER 5. The official shou- 
ld delay long enough to give the 
captain time to wave throw be- 
fore handing it to player. After 
player has ball, he may not 
change his mind. 

QUESTION 6. Is it legal to 
use one official? 

ANSWER 6. No. The rule 
book states: "The officials shall 
be a referee and an umpire." 

QUESTION 7. On a try for 
field goal if ball enters the bas- 
ket from below, goes through 
and drops back into the basket, 
is a goal scored? 

ANSWER 7. No.

"When will I get my bonus?" 

That's the $50 to $250 question 
in the minds of Louisiana's $250,- 
000 living veterans of World War 
II, and the one hardest to pin 
down by Joseph L. Golsan, Di- 
rector of the Louisiana Depart- 
ment of Veterans' Affairs, and 
Thomas C. Glaze, Bonus Admin- 
istrator. 

"A definite answer to indivi- 
dual veterans as to the exact day 
they'll get their bonus is liter- 
ally impossible," Glaze asserted. 
"It's like the old question 'When 
will I get my draft notice?' 
popular back in 1941-42." 

The Bonus Administrator 
pointed out that the money for 
the payment of the bonuses is 
not expected until late in March. 

"Therefore," he said, "first 
payments will be made probably 
late in March or early in April, 
depending on the order in which 
an application is processed here." 

The sale of $50,000,000 worth 
of the 60 million dollar bond is- 
sue has been authorized by the 
Board of Liquidation of the 
State Debt to begin Monday, 
January 25, according to a state- 
ment by State Treasurer A. P. 



Tugwell. Tugwell added, how- 
ever, that his office must handle 
the lengthy process of printing, 
signing, sealing and delivering 
the bonds before they can be 
made available to the Depart- 
ment of Veterans' Affairs for 
bonus payments. 

In the meantime, bonus appli- 
cations will be processed as they 
arrive here. Applications should 
be addressed to the Bonus Divis- 
ion, Department of Veterans' Af- 
fairs, Old State Capitol Building, 
Baton Rouge 10, Louisiana. 

"Veterans can rest assured 
that they will have the bonus 
money in their pockets as soon 
as it is humanly possible to de- 
liver it," Mr. Glaze emphasized. 
"We have already begun pro- 
cessing the living veterans' ap- 
plications and will have a back- 
log of checks ready for signing 
and delivery immediately after 
the money is made available to 
this office by the Treasury." 

Applications by veteran stu- 
dents and faculty members on 
the campus for the state bonus 
are being completed at the of- 
fice of student personnel. They 
have until December, 1949 to 
complete the application. 



"Any person who, while satis- 
factorily pursuing a full-time 
course of instruction at a high 
school or similar institution of 
learning, is ordered to report for 
induction under this title prior 
to his graduation from such 
school or institution, shall, upon 
the facts being presented to the 
local board, have his induction 
under this title postponed (A) 
until the time of his graduation 
there from, or (B) until he at- 
tains the twentieth anniversary 
of his birth, or (C) until he 
ceases satisfactorily to pursue 
such course of instruction, which- 
ever is the earliest. The induc- 
tion of any such person shall not 
be postponed under this para- 
graph beyond the date determin- 
ed." 

This means that a high school 
student may stay in school until 
he is 20 years old, but on the 
other hand, he can be drafted 
if his grades are not satisfactory 
enough to keep him in school. 

Quoting further, "Any person 
who, while satisfactorily pursu- 
ing a full-time course of instruc- 
tion at a college, university, or 
similar institution of learning, is 
ordered to report for induction 
under this title, shall, upon the 
facts being presented to the local 
board, have his induction under 
this title postponed (A) until the 
end of such academic year or 
(B) until he ceases satisfactorily 
to pursue such course of instruc- 
tion, whichever is the earlier. 
Nothing in this paragraph shall 
be deemed to preclude the Presi- 
dent from providing, by regula- 
tions prescribed under subsection 
(h) of this section, for the defer- 
ment from training and service 
of any category or categories of 
students for such periods of time 
as he may deem appropriate." 

This means that a college stu- 
dent will not be drafted until 
the end of the school year, but 
he will be drafted if his grades 
are not satisfactory enough to 



Dodd Is Speaker 
Before Seniors 
At Graduation 

"The world cannot live half 
bloated and half blighted," Dr. 
M. E. Dodd, commencement 
speaker for the Fall graduating 
class, told the 73 seniors receiv- 
ing degrees January 21 in the 
Fine Arts auditorium. 

Pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Shreevport, Dodd dis- 
cussed the theme, "Education 
and Human Freedom," before 
the class and attendants as part 
of the commencement exercise. 
"One half of the world is starv- 
ing to death while the other half 
is bloated; there must be co 
operation instead of competition," 
the famed educator said. 

He told the graduates that 
people of a nation become what 
they are from their educational 
processes. These educational pro- 
cesses work in economic, politi- 
cal, intellectual and religious 
areas. 

The speaker explained the evo- 
lution of the totalitarianism in 
some countries, as the gradual 
loss of the valued freedoms 
meant for their people. With- 
out mentioning Communism, Dr. 
Dodd said that "the disease of 
part of the world affects the 
whole world — that ideas cannot 
be quarantined and will break 
over all barriers." 

In the Senior Day program 
Friday, January 21, Morgan 
Peoples of Natchitoches and Ala- 
bama delivered the prinicpal ad- 
dress, speaking on the theme, 
"The Threshold of Decision." 

Julius Yellott of DeQuincy, 
and former Chief Justice of the 
Honor Court, was top-ranking 
graduate of the Fall class with a 
2.79 average out of a possible 
3.0. 

Following its reputation as a 
teacher training college, the in- 
stitution conferred 40 degrees in 
the field of education. Nineteen 
degrees went to graduates in the 
school of applied arts and scien- 
ces, and 15 went to students in

Wanta know where your mon- 
ey goes? Lots of people do. 

Although some students shell 
out a cool forty bucks and fifty- 
five cents four times per semes- 
ter and ask no questions, many 
would like to know just where 
so much dough goes and who 
gets it after it leaves their hands. 

Some believe that the whole 
wad goes for chow alone, per- 
haps because of the misphrasing 
of the payment notice, "BOARD 
DUE," which should read, "PAY- 
MENTS DUE," or something 
even more explanatory. 

After making several careful 
checks with the administration 
heads who control the purse 
strings of this institution, and 
exploring the vast underground 
storage vaults buried beneath 
Caldwell Hall, the writer found 
that his forty bucks and fifty- 
five cents is divided into four 
main channels of distribution; 
namely, for room, laundry, board 
and infirmary fees. 

Some students pay through the 
nose by semester, getting soaked 
$162.24 for doing so. But wheth- 
er you pay by the semester or 



by the period, it all figures the 
same. Lacking the ability to 
juggle figures over two digits, 
the following computations were 
made on the basis of each pay 
period — $40.55. As you know 
by now, there are four such per 
iods in each semester. 

Naturally, the largest slice of 
your payment each period goes 
for chow; in fact, it takes 78.9 
percent of it to buy your beans. 
Taking this percentage of $40.55, at 
you will find that you pay 
$31.99 to eat in the chow hall, 
barely a buck a day. 

The next division of the pay- 
ment is for room, which is cost- 
ing you just $4.99 per period, 
12.3 percent of the payment. 

The laundry takes 7.4 percent, 
or $3 per period. This averages 
down to about seventy-five cents 
per week, yet each student gets 
$1.50 worth of laundry each 
week. Ever figured up your 
laundry to $1.48, then throw in 
a clean handkerchief because you 
didn't want to get "gyped?" 

The last chunk taken from 
your payment is indeed a small 
one. The infirmary takes out

Writing Contest 
Open To Students 

A creative writing contest 
sponsored by the Lesche Club 
of Natchitoches has been opened 
to students on the campus, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sarah L. C. Clapp, 
chairman of the committee in 
charge of the contest. All stu- 
dents having registered in the 
college during the calendar year 
immediately preceeding the a- 
ward are eligible to enter the 
contest. 

The purpose of the contest has 
been recorded "to encourage 
meritorious creative writing a- 
mong the students of Northwest- 
ern State College." The period 
for preparing the manuscripts 
extend to April 15.

Regulations for the composi- 
tions require typed or- legibly 
written material on one side of 
the paper only, using regulation 
sheets about eight-and-a-half by 
eleven inches. They are to be 
free from errors in usage, such 
as spelling, grammar, sentence 
structure, punctuation and dic- 
tion. Entries will be judged for 
mechanics and for such qualities 
as interest, freshness, meaning 
and style. 

"All rights in the manuscripts 
shall remain with the author," 
Dr. Clapp asserted. "All entries 
should be handed to me within 
the time specified," she contin- 
ued. For rules concerning en- 
try, the contest chairman has 
directed interested students to 
apply with her.

in a lecture with hundreds of 
other students three times a 
week, you can write letters home, 
knit nine pairs of socks, and 
graduate after about four years. 

In an article entitled, "Need- 
ed: A College Revolution," now 
appearing in the February COR- 
ONET, Dr. Harold Taylor, presi- 
dent of Sarah Lawrence College, 
calls for drastic action to reform 
our "assembly line educational 
system" and "return to the real 
purpose of liberal education, 
which is to educate the individ- 
ual liberally." 

In the last 40 years, points 
out Taylor, the individual stu- 
dent has disappeared in our col- 
lege education upheaval, lost in 
anonymity. Yet in our world of 
tensions and conflicts, it is cru- 
cial that our educational system 
protect the fundamental needs of 
the individual. 

In our large, overcrowded uni- 
versities, thousands of students 
move in anonymous groups, 
trooping in and out of classrooms 
at the sound of bells. With hun- 
dreds of others, he attends lec- 
tures where the professor speaks 
over a microphone to overflow 
crowds. He studies his texts 
and marks machine-graded exam 
papers in a process devoid of 
any personal element, or the 
cultivation of new ideas and en 
thusiasms. 

"I contend that the student is 
being cheated," says Taylor. 
"This is not college — and it is 
not liberal education." 

Dr. Taylor maintains that dras- 
tic action is needed if college 
education is to answer funda- 
mental needs rather than become 
one massive quiz program. "The 
problems, of course, will not be 
solved until we double the num- 
ber of teachers and until we 
bring into the teaching profes- 
sion the best young college grad- 
uates. To do so, we must spend 
double the present amount of

We Ameri- 
cans, along with the rest of the 
world, have stood idly by and 
watched while Soviet Russia 
scored its triumph in China. The 
time is past for doing anything 
about it. It is too late., Inter- 
national horse-trading and dou- 
ble-crossing and back-stabbing 
have done their bitter worst. And 
we stand condemned. 

This is certainly no time to 
mince words. We lost the battle 
of China to communist Russia, 
and we shall probably be very 
sorry one day that we did. While 
our President, our State Depart 
ment and certain members of the 
military dwadled around and dis 
played collosal ignorance, pre- 
judice and bumbling inefficiency, 
the key to Asia was handed on 
a silver tray to our sworn enemy 
But losing China to commun- 
ism was not enough. Oh, no 
With the air of a pouting child 
those directly responsible tried 
to excuse the fiasco by pointing 
out that General Chiang Kai 
Shek was unfit to rule China! 
Is Chiang worse than Stalin? 
Our politicians seemed to think 
so. For that was the immediate 
choice at hand. Chiang was not 
the best man for China. But he 
represented the only organized 
force opposing the communists 
in his country. 

Our foreign policy, such as it 
is, purports to "hold the line 
against communist encroach- 
ments all over the world. It is 
a policy of containing Russia 
within her iron curtain. We have 
just allowed a breach to be made 
in our lines, and one that gave 
a country vastly larger in area 
than our own, with 400 million 
inhabitants, over to the Soviet 
Union. In allowing this, we 
have placed India, China, Indo- 
China, Japan, Korea, and other 
Asiatic States in jeopardy. We 
are morally responsible for what 
we have done, and for what will 
inevitably result from our ac- 
tion. 

Is it the plan of our elected 
leaders to deliberately rid this 
nation of all allies, potential and 
real; of all advantages in the 
"cold war" with Russia, and 
force us to stand alone against 
a Sovietized world? Is there 
anyone so naive as to believe we 
could? 

China might have been, with 
our help, the focal point for 
Asiatic democratization. Natur- 
ally, it would not have come in 
the first weeks of peace. But 
have we, of all people, lost faith 
in the ability of a nation to make 
itself what it wants to be? 

As it is, China will become the 
focal point for Asiatic communi- 
zation. The hundreds of millions 
of Chinese, knowing nothing but 
poverty, hunger and war, will be 
eager to accept anything in place 
of their present lot. 

Whether we want it or not, 
responsibility for the tragedy of 
China is ours. And the bitterest 
part is the realization of what we 
could have done. The poet was 
not wrong when he wrote 

'For of all sad words of tongue 
or pen, 

The saddest are these: "It 
might have been!" '

All milk supplied by local 
dairies and pasteurization plants 
in the Natchitoches area has 
been listed as grade "A" by the 
Natchitoches Parish Health De- 
partment, Dr. W. W. Knipmeyer, 
director, said today. 

The grades were determined 
by Charles F. Miller, regional 
milk sanitarian of the State De- 
partment of Health in accordance 
with the grade specification of 
the Sanitary Code. 

Following are the grade speci- 
fications together with the names 
of milk distributing plants and 
dairies, listed under grades they 
have been awarded: Grade "A":

Primary Teacher 
Shortage Evident 
Throughout Nation 

Aspirant teachers on the cam- 
pus may be well pleased to hear 
that shortages in the fields of 
elementary education are found 
in most of the states, according 
to a report from Clifford P. 
Archer, Director of Teacher 
Placement at the University of 
Minnesota. 

The Fourteenth Annual Teach- 
er Placement Survey of the Na- 
tional Institutional Teacher 
Placement Association, by Arch- 
er, reports this data supplied by 
125 institutions in 36 states. 

At the secondary level an 
over-supply of teachers is appar- 
ent in most states in social 
studies and men's physical edu- 
cation, with the greatest scarcity 
reported for home economics and 
physical education for girls. 

Shortages in some fields in 
certain states which are reported 
as over-supply fields in other 
states suggest the need for teach- 
er exchange. Archer stressed 
this fact as a reasonable answer 
to the education, problem now 
facing the nation. In his report, 
he advised contact with his of- 
fice through correspondence for 
further information. His address 
was listed as: Clifford P. Archer, 
Director of Teacher Placement, 
University of Minnesota, Min- 
neapolis 14, Minnesota. 



'Crop Dusting' 
New Course For 
Aviation Field 



"Crop dusting," a new college 
course officially entitled "Aerial 
Crop Servicing," is being offered 
here for the first time this semes- 
ter, Mr. Joe Hendrickson, head 
of the department of Aviation, 
announced this week. 

The course includes ten hours 
of dual instruction, five hours of 
solo flight in a duster aircraft 
in practicing the maneuvers, and 
five hours of solo flight in actual 
dusting operations. 

Accompanying ground courses 
include the application of the 
study of weather, aircraft en- 
gines and structure, and insects 
and insecticides, as they apply to 
crop servicing. 

For the ground course the stu- 
dent will get three hours college 
credit in flight theory. 

The entire course lasts nine 
weeks. Veterans who are eligi- 
ble under the provisions and 
regulations of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration may take the course. 
Non-veteran students may also 
take the course.

LSU HEATING BILL 
RUNS INTO MONEY 

Louisiana householders who 
moan about their winter heating 
bills will find comfort in the 
LSU operation costs. The appro- 
ximate annual costs for the main 
campus amounts to $91,250, ac- 
cording to R. A. Mornhinveg, 
maintenance superintendent. 

The 75-degree January weath- 
er that has been enjoyed in 
Baton Rouge may save a few 
dollars on this year's budget; but 
even with those mild tempera- 
tures, the 2,064,000 pounds of 
steam needed one day in that 
weather cost over S500 in labor, 
fuel and incidentals. 

It's cheap at the price, though, 
says Mornhinveg. If the Univer- 
sity were not the fortunate own- 
er of oil-producing land, from 
which waste flare gas is obtained 
at the rock-bottom price of five 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet, that 
one day's heating bill would have 
been $1,570. 

Not the least of the heating 
problem is trying to satisfy hot- 
blooded and cold-blooded com- 
plainers. "In one building, the 
heat demands may vary as much 
as 15 degrees!" declares the sup- 
erintendent.

only 1.4 percent each time, or 
fifty-seven cents per period. 

Veteran's fees are figured 
slightly lower because the Veter- 
ans Administration pays the in- 
firmary fee. A vet pays appro- 
ximately $160 per semester. 

The figures used in the above 
computations were taken from 
the Office of Student Personnel, 
and may be checked at your own 
discretion. 

When paying by periods, the 
first payment is $40.60. The next 
three are $40.55. This arrange- 
ment is made by the business of- 
fice to avoid the handling of 
pennies, 'cause when you divide 
the total semester's payment by 
four (number of periods) you 
come up with $40.56. Get it? 
Any way you look at it you fork 
over a total of $162.25 each sem- 
ester.

Northwestern State College 
students may take the only 
course in aerial crop-dusting of- 
fered anywhere in the United 
States, according to Joe Salim, 
part-time instructor in the field 
of aviation. The only require- 
ments for the course are a com- 
mercial pilot's license and at 
least 25 hours of flying time in 
a plane with an engine of 220 
horsepower or more, Salim de- 
clared. 

Raymond E. Breazeale, lessee 
and manager of the local airport 
originated the idea of such a 
course. After hearing of many 
instances in which inexperienced 
flyers were killed while crop- 
dusting, he conceived the idea 
of a crop-dusting course. 

Salim, whose home is in Nat- 
chitoches, will instruct the 
course. He is a veteran of over 
4000 hours of flying, 300 of 
which were crop-dusting. The 
course will consist of 20 hours 
of flying. Ten hours will be 
dual for instruction and 10 will 
be solo. In the solo flights the 



students will fly across the run- 
ways of the airport so the in- 
structor may observe his flying 
and correct his mistakes. 

Only two students have regis- 
tered for the course as yet. One 
of them, Don Mims, of Natchit- 
oches, is credited with more than 
2000 hours of flying. He is a 
former Naval Aviation Cadet 
instructor. Warren E. Bennett, 
who came all the way from 
Clarion, Pennsylvania to take 
the course, has about 1500 hours 
of flying time and has done a 
stretch in the Army as an in- 
structor. 

An advertisement in "Trade- 
A-Plane Service," an aviation 
trade paper, has brought letters 
of inquiry from more than 40 
interested flyers from all over 
the United States, according to 
Salim. Several are expected to 
reach here and register for the 
course before the registration 
deadline February 12. Salim 
said that more will probably 
be here to take the nine-week

"Hamlet" and "MacBeth" pre-

The concensus of student opin- 
ion concerning Alfred Ryder, 
who played the title role of 
Hamlet, was that he brought a 
stirring interpretaion of the grief, 
remorse, and tragedy which he 
portrayed. Although still in his 
twenties, Mr. Ryder, counts a- 
mong his leading accomplish- 
ments his appearances in "Awake 
and Sing," "Jeremiah," "Yellow- 
jack," and Ibsen's "Ghost." 

Joseph Holland, who also has 
an enviable record behind him

Education Head 
To Confer With 
Student Leaders 



"When the door to a presi- 
dent's office is left wide open at 
a college and the students are 
welcome to come in and talk 
it over, it is bound to result in 
good morale. And the first 
thing I noticed in Caldwell Hall 
after my arrival on the campus 
was the opened doors of Mr. 
Gibson's office." 

That is what Dr. Alonzo 
Myers, chairman of the depart- 
ment of higher education at 
New York University, told a 
group of student leaders at an 
informal meeting in the Student 
Center Wednesday morning. 

"It is the kind of thing need- 
ed at a college to develop that 
good morale which is so vital 
in the smooth operation of an 
institution," he said. 

Dr. Myers, visitor on the cam- 
pus during the week to serve as 
consultant in general education 
and the curriculum, requested 
an opportunity to confer with 
student leaders in an effort to 
become more acquainted with 
student welfare. 

"My core purpose for being 
here is to advise and enlighten 
administrative and student 
groups on the fact that joint par- 
ticipation makes for a fresher 
and better college," the educator 
said. He met with leaders of 
various student organizations 
Wednesday to apply his sugges- 
tions and to discuss problems 
confronting the Student Council 
an dstudent groups in achiev- 
ing the fullest extent of their 
privileges.

Stupidity Fights for the Lead ! 

Streams of comments have been pouring into the SAUCE 
office since the Artist Series production Tuesday night from people 
remarking on just how a few people in the audience could have 
become so rude in one lifetime. 

This rudeness and lack of consideration on the part of a 
few individuals in the audience during the presentation of "Ham- 
let" was certainly embarassing to both the audience and the per- 
formers. , . 

There are at least two possibilities for such displays of 
"character" that should be brought to mind. Possibily the people 
who giggled throughout the "program, particularly at certain points 
in the play which definitely did not call for such reaction, were 
not given the right kind of training in primary schools. (Evidently 
it would be an act of charity to give some of these people an op- 
portunity to repeat some of the courses in manners which -they 
were supposed to have passed in the first grade.) 

It may be also that their education in manners was neg- 
lected at home. Then again, it was possibly a combination of 
these two major factors, along with several minor aids, that help- 
ed these people to become so stupid in one lifetime. 

Whatever the case, we must admit that these people are 
truly remarkable. It certainly must have taken much practice and 
deep thought on their part, aside from their early training, to 
succeeed so completely in making clowns of themselves in such a 
short time. 

But those to whom most attention should be given are the 
people who left, clanging their heels on the stairs and slamming 
doors behind them, during the last two scenes of the play. Their's 
was a less subtle kind of ignorance which called for an open and 
profound display of the most unnatural and obnoxious manners. 

The unusually large crowd that witnessed the performance 
to the very end is evidence of the interest in this type of produc- 
tion. And the looks of contempt which they showed the few but 
loud disturbers should have some bearing on future displays of 
conduct. That is, if the people who were making the noise have 
any conscience at all. 

The disturbers know who they are, and most of the audi- 
ence recognized the disturbers.\ That should be incentive enough 
for this small group to at least ' TRY to improve their manners.

course which begins in April. 

The part-time instructor said 
that it is not necessary to take 
the course through the college. 
It is offered to anyone who 
meets the minimum require- 
ments and has the money to pay 
for his instruction. 

For those uninitiated in thej 
annals of 'crop-dusting,' Salim] 
gave a survey of what the course 
is. It is putting a poison for 
killing insects injurious to crops, 
planting crops that do not grow- 
in rows, fertilizing, spreading 
out weed-killer dust and spread- 
ing defoliator on cotton so that 
a cotton-picker machine may be 
used. The first mentioned is the 
most common practice. The 
poison is put out at the rate of 
eight pounds to the acre. A 
flyer proficient at crop-dusting 
can cover about 300 acres 
in an hour, and usually averages 
flying five hours a day. 

A pilot can very handily dust 
1500 acres a day, and he can 
put out 12,000 pounds of poison. 
He is usually paid according to 
the poundage he puts out. Es- 
timated sums of money made 
average around a hundred dol- 
lars a day at crop-dusting. The 
pilot furnishes his own plane 
and fuel and takes the risk of 
flying five hours a day within 
about 25 feet of the ground. 

Ask any flyer and he'll tell 
you that that takes considerable 
know-how, lots of guts and, with 
all due apologies to experienced 
and embryonic crop-dusters, a 
certain amount of empty space 
in the cerebral region.

There has been a considerable amount of discussion re- 
cently concerning the possibility of getting a "name" band for the 
Spring Formal. 

The chief obstacle to having a name band seems to be a 
inancial one. The Student Council advises that sufficient funds 

back the venture are simply not available. The Council has 
urther made it known that if someone or some organization would 
inderwrite it, a portion of the cost could be borne by student 
•unds the remainder to be made up through admission receipts. 

It is the suggestion of the Current Sauce that the amount 
'eft in the Artist Series fund be combined with the funds avail- 
!ble through the Student Council, the balance being made up by 
eceipts from tickets sold. As for the first item, it is understood 
hat there is usually a surplus in the Artist Series budget. The 
Student Council has announced its willingness to furnish the sec- 
->nd It would be necessary to make up the remaining part of

•harging a certain amount for admission. The question is lmmedi- 
itely raised- why should students be charged admission to their 
Spring Formal? Actually they should not. But in view of exist- 
ng circumstances, there is little choice. 

Looking to the future, we suggests that Artist Series pro- 
grams be better balanced, to include several programs which would 
ie certain to provide a full audience. And with strong attractions, 
uch as Xavier Cugat in the 1946-47 series or "John Loves Mary 
n the current series, enough could be cleared in receipts to finance 

1 name band for the Spring Formal. For conclusive proof of this 
intention, comparative figures on attendance are available m the 
ninutes of the Artist Series Committee. The Cugat program took 
n enough to make possible an extra show that year. 

With continued reference to the Artist Series, we find 
hat seventy-five cents is taken each semester from Student Acti- 
•ity Fees for the Series. If students are contributing to this 
-.articular activity, they should have some voice in the selection

-ntirelv of facultv members. We believe that there should be a 
? air proportion of student members on the committee. In this 
vav student opinion and the student viewpoint would have some 
: nfluence in program selection, as it deserves. There should be

jqO ONE YET has been able to 
figure out why most of the star 
golfers come form Texas. But 
that's the way it is. 

If you don't think so, look over 
the list— Ben Hogan, Loyd Man- 
grum, Jimmy Demaret, Ralph Gul- 
dahl (who won the U. S. Open 
twice in a row), Byron Nelson, one 
of the all-timers, and 
others who can score well 

Imagine the pick of the country 
facing Hogan, Nelson, Mangrum 
and Demaret in a 
golf scrap at either 
match or medal 
play. 

It couldn't be that 
Texas developed a 
certain type of 
swing that was 
something better 
than the rest of the 
country. Hogan's 
Grantland Rice swin g and Nelson's 
swing are totally un- 
like — to look at. So is Hogan's 
swing as compared with Demaret's 
swing. Mangrum is closer to Hogan. 

Nelson and Demaret are not full 
swingers.

His club head dips 
deep on the backswing and com- 
pletes almost a full circle.

(c) Creativesness — Feature ma- 
terial is used consistenely in all 
issues but there is definitely a 
lack of interesting news features. 
"Scoop To The Troops On Test 
Week" (Nov. 13th issue) is an 
example of the poor features 
which appear in the paper. There 
is very little news value or any 
other type of value in such a 
feature. Care is not taken to 
prevent the overplay of such 
features.

There is definitely a need for 
more feature stories on students 
and faculty members; also fea- 
tures pertaining to educational 
phases of the college. 

"Views of the News" is an in- 
teresting feature and deserves 
much credit. Another very in- 
teresting feature story was that 
pertaining to Hoagy Carmichael. 
More features of this type should 
be published. 

News Writing And Editing 

(a) News Stories — Content — A 
survey of stories published in 
the Current Sauce would indi- 
cate that no organized plan of 
campus coverage is in force. 
There seems to be too much re- 
liance on "hand-outs" and news 
items which are proffered by in- 
dividuals or departments anxious 
to see publication of these items. 
"More effort should be devoted 
to digging information for news 
and feature articles, with em- 
phasis on the latter. Follow-up 
stories are noticeably absent, ex- 
cept in the case of Dr. Struma's 
talk. 

(b) News Stories— Style— Uni- 
formity of style within the pub- 
lication is lacking. Although a 
'style sheet is available in the 
office, rules of style apparently 
are not followed in the prepara- 1 
tion of stories. The use of dates [ 
rather than days of the week in 
stories concerning happenings of 
the current or past week is an 
evidence of lack of style. 

(c) News Stories — Leads — Al- 
though some leads show evi- 
dence of good journalistic form, 
there remain many examples of 
wordy, lengthy, confusing para- 
graphs.

Not all of the 
cartoons are particularly humor- 
ous. Perhaps the cartoons could 
be better drawn. Also, maybe 
other students than the regular 
staff could be asked to submit 
cartoons, through an appeal in 
the Current Sauce. 

(g) Pictures — Nov. 20th issue 
seemed a bit overcrowded with 
pictures.

Conclusion 

The greatest need of the Cur- 
rent Sauce, according to the find- 
ings in studying "these issues, is 
for higher accuracy in both copv 
editing and proof reading. This, 
along with other needs cited 
throughout this report such as 
better cartoons, more editorial 
research, more care in headline 
writing, and more initiative in 
news coverage, can be met with- 
out added burden on staff mem- 
bers if the work is planned in 
advance and well distributed a- 
mong the students working on 
the paper. More efficient orga- 
nization would help to solve the 
many problems which the paper 
faces in working with limited 
facilities, staff, and time.

This semester a slight drop of seven from last spring's 
total was noticed in the enrollment here after the registration date 
expired. Despite the fact that this is not too serious a decrease, 
it tends to concern the institution with reasons for the drop. 

However, a tabulation of figures from the registrar's office 
reveals that the college has acquired 174 more students this spring 
than it did during the spring semester, 1947. It also shows that 
enrollment figures increased 530 since the spring semester, 1946. 

With the coming of the fall semester, the college will be 
faced with competition in attracting the small groups of students 
stepping out of high schools and who will be shopping around 
for a place to continue their education. The addition of another 
year of study in all state high schools will critically diminish the 
amount of youths who could have entered colleges otherwise 
The continual decrease of veteran registrants does not help the 
situation either. 

In addition to the commendable job the administration 
is doing by sending student leaders and faculty members to sur- 
rounding areas to meet with high school students and teachers, 
we, as students, should do our best to help attract as many 
students as possible to our campus. As department heads put 
in that extra "plug" through numerous conventions and clinics 
to draw visitors to the campus, we should let these youths know 
how we feel about our campus, our student body, our faculty, 
and our college plant. 

We could all become super salesmen, each working in his 
own home area, and 'sell' our college to neighboring society with 
the kind of advertising that would keep us in an average with 
enrollments captured by other state schools. 

As students interested in the future of the institution of 
our choice, we should let these high school groups, however small, 
hear about our college. While home on week ends and during 
holidays, we could possibly attract a pleasing bunch of prospective 
students simply by telling them why we chose Northwestern State 
as the place for continuing our education.

Student Constitution 

Northwestern State College is indeed a place of which 
we can all be justifiably proud. Lecturers and distinguished 
visitors have expressed their pleasure upon viewing a campus 
where there is such a friendly, cooperative attitude among the 
students and faculty, above all, the people who visit this campus 
are impressed by the manner in which Student Government func- 
tions so efficiently, balanced between the students and administra- 
tion, to give each individual student the utmost in representation. 

All during last semester, and during the early part of this 
semester, the Student Senate has been laboring to work out a 
system whereby this- college will have an even more representa- 
tive student government. The new constitution which they have 
created in this interest will not only eliminate mistakes and in- 
consistincies, expedite effeciency in specific cases that might arise, 
but will justify itself by calling for BETTER STUDENT GOV- 
ERNMENT. 

At present, the finished bill is in the hands of the Student 
Council for their deliberation. They will consider some of its main 
functions, such as: 

(1) The allowance of a town resident on the HONOR Court 

board. 

(2) The division of government in a logical fashion. The 
Honor Court will be set up as the judicial branch, the Student 
Senate as executive, the Student Council as executive. (Before 
this modernization, no such provisions were definitely set up).

Well Worth While 

The State Mobile Tuberculosis X-Ray Unit will be on the 
campus March 15, 16, 17 and 18 to examine all who so desire. 
This convenience is under the supervision of Miss Marjorie How- 
ard, Head Nurse at the Infirmary. The unit will be parked at 
the north end of the Infirmary. 

The process of X-raying has been simplified recently so 
that a minimum of time and effort will be expended. No dis- 
robing will be necessary whatsoever. 

There are two main purposes in bringing the X-ray unit 
to NSC. One, anyone who has tuberculosis needs to know it, and, 
two, it is advantageous to the school to discover active cases in 
order to prevent the spreading of the disease. 

Results of the X-rays are strictly confidential and will be 
told only to the individual. If he is found to be contagious he will 
be allowed to follow up by going to his own doctor. 

This is strictly a volunteer effort for your own protection. 
In the past three years there has been a steady increase in the 
number of students taking advantage of this opportunity. Three 
years ago only 300 students were X-rayed while last year 1258 
of the 1500 students on the campus reported.

VIEWS OF 
THE NEWS

A matter of much dispute to- 
day on Capitol Hill is the pro- 
posal to eliminate the filibuster 
as a dilatory weapon aimed only 
at delaying legislation in Con- 
gress. 

This isn't a question of recent 
times entirely. As far back as 
1845, there was controversy over 
whether or not a Senator had a 
right to talk as long as he pleas- 
ed about anything he wanted to 
discuss, while on the Senate floor 
in his own right. A rather out- 
standing example of this type 
was noted prior to the turn of 
the 19th century when the now 
famous Daniel Webster attempt- 
ed to remove Senator Hopkins 
L. Turney of Tennessee from the 
floor of the Senate for what he 
termed "irrelevancy of debate." 

Senator Turney appealed from 
the decision made by Mr. Web- 
ster and was held to be acting 
quite properly. Because the Sen- 
ators saw fit to uphold Senator 
Turney, a sort of tradition has 
been built up in which each 
Senator follows the practice of 
unlimited debate on any pend- 
ing matter or motion before the 
Senate, and condones similar ac- 
tion by his colleagues. 

In the main, the practice has 
boiled down to "you scratch my 
back, and I'll scratch yours." 
Each Senator is afraid that some- 
day he will be forced to defend 
the interests of his particular 
constitutency by talking for 
hours on end in a verbal mara- 
thon aimed at preventing action 
on a matter he deems detriment- 
al to their welfare. 

The most spectacular filibust- 



The late Huey P. Long, in his 
now famous speech about every- 
thing from "pot likker to 
shrimp", managed to keep the 
floor from 12:15 p. m. to 3:15 
a. m. in 1935 against the N.R.A. 
Senator Ellender pulled a simil- 
ar move against the F.E.P.C. bill 
in 1946. 

The cloture rule as it now 
stands means simply that sixteen 
Senators may petition for and 
end to debate. When such a pe- 
tition is filed with the President 
of the Senate a vote is called 
the event that this vote carries 
after one intervening day. In 
by a two-thirds margin, each 
Senator is automatically limited 
to debate of one hour's duration 
after which a vote is taken on 
the matter itself. In this way, 
the Senate, when it wants to, 
can kill a filibuster and bring a 
measure already on the floor to 
a vote. 

This procedure has been at- 
tempted 17 times since 1917 and 
has been successful only four 
times. But, "here's the rub," 
cloture can not be applied to a 
motion to take up a bill. Be- 
cause of this it is a simple pro- 
cess for the Southern Senators 
or any other group to keep a 
bill in committee and not allow 
it to reach the floor for debate 
or for a vote. 

There have been at least five 
resolutions introduced into the 
Senate and referred to the Sen- 
ate Rules Committee during this 
81st session of Congress to ex- 
tend the cloture ruling to mo- 
tions to bring up bills. The 
Southern bloc is threatening to 
filibuster the abolishment of fili- 
bustering. Unusual perhaps, but 
practical politics for the South- 
ern politicos who consider it the 
only way to protect their inter- 
ests. 

At present there is talk of a 
compromise, but it is centered in

CASEY STENGEL, the Professor, 
was caught in what looked to be 
deep thought. Naturally, he was 
thinking about the Yankees, since 
Casey and the Yankees will be all 
rolled up together this season. 

"Our outfield," he remarked, "is 
well set. The best. DiMaggio, Hen- 
rich, Lindell, Keller and others. We 
have a chance for good pitching 
with Raschi, Por- 
terfield, Reynolds, 
Shea, Page and a 
few more. 

"Catching — un- 
certain. Infield — 
can't hit. We've got 
to find greater in- 
field offense — more 
runs batted in. We 
were far in back of 
the Indians and Red 
Grantland Rice Red Sox ln that de- 
partment last year. Far back, as 
far as the infields are compared." 

This led to a comparison of the 
five leading teams. It figured up 
like this: 

Cleveland Indians — Fine outfield; 
better infield; best pitching in base- 
ball plus good catching. Stars such 
as Boudreau, Gordon, Doby, Mitch- 
ell, Bearden, Lemon and Feller. 
Plenty of power. 

"The Indians shape up as a very 
tough club to handle," we said. "Is 
this about right. Professor?" 

"That is entirely right," Casey 
said. "A very tough outfit to handle, 
offensively or defensively. The team 
to beat — if you can." 

This took us to the Red Sox. 
High-class outfield headed by 
Williams and Dom DiMaggio. 
Even better infield with Good- 
man, Doerr, Stephens and 
Pesky. Ragged, uncertain pitch- 
ing. Below Indians, Yankees and 
Athletics in this respect. 

What about the Athletics? Fair 
outfield — fair infield. Both below 
Indians and Red Sox. Pitching high 
class. Might be better than last 
year — with catching, close to 
Yankees. 

What is the Tigers' ranking? Red 
Rolfe has a good outfield, terrible 
infield and first-class pitching. He 
must improve the infield, just as 
the Yankees must. Kell is a fine 
ballplayer. Should be better than 
he was last year. Red Rolfe is due 
to become a smart, hustling leader 
and will get more life and fire into 
his squad which has been a dead 
outfit. 



Professor Stengel looked over 
this report. "I guess it's about 
right," he said "From what I've 
read and heard, we've got a job 
ahead in handling the Indians 
and Red Sox. Especially the In- 
dians. They are strong every- 
where. 

"If Bob Feller should happen to 
have one of his big years — one of 
his 20-game years — it might be dis- 
couraging. It will be a tough league 
this summer. Can you imagine a 
world-series winner being strength- 
ened — improved? And quite a bit?" 
• • • 

Help from Bill Dickey 

"We've got plenty to do," Stengel 
continued. "We may need two or 
three infield improvements. This 
has been a good infield, defensively, 
but a poor one offensively. 

"I'm counting a lot on Bill Dickey. 
Bill can help our catching a lot. He 
is a fine teacher — a very patient 
type. He can also help our pitching. 
Our pitching will need a lot of 
thought and work. Vic Raschi can 
be a 20-game winner. He has the 
makings of a star. So has young Bob 
Porterfield. 

"Now about Shea. I know a 
lot about him. I had him in Port- 
land. He did a great job for us — 
and a big job for New York in 
1947. I think he'll do a big job 
again this season. 

"Dickey will be a big help to all 
our pitchers. In his old days with 
the Yankees he was a marvel with 
young pitchers. He knew how to keep 
them calm and cool. Pitchers like 
Atley Donald who could win 10 or 
12 straight. 

"We'll have to get the best from 
every pitcher we've got. If we do, it 
will make a killing difference. I 
know they've got plenty." 

Dickey should be able to bring 
quick aid to a valuable piece of 
baseball property known as Yogi 
Berra. Yogi is a natural hitter— bet- 
ter than .300, and long range to 
boot. He has a good arm but doesn't 
know how to throw to second. He 
can be made into a better out- 
fielder than he is. The Yogi is a fine 
competitor, more than willing to 
learn. 

Stengel has another badly-un- 
derrated ballplayer in Johnny 
Lindell. He is better than a .300 
hitter who can also hit the big 
one — the long one. He is a good 
outfielder with a good arm. He 
can play first. And he could be 
a useful pitcher, which he once 
was. 

Lindell is one of the best all- 
around athletes in the game. He is 
also one of, the best all-around ball- 
players — a ballplayer the Yankees, 
for some reason, have never given 
his full due.

STUDENT COUNCIL 
SAYS DECISION 
JUSTIFIABLE 

In a meeting of the Honor 
Court last Friday at 4 p. m. the 
editor of the Current Sauce, was 
handed a sentence of six weeks 
suspension. 

The case arose when the editor 
admitted using "indiscreet" me- 
thods in obtaining answers to a 
recent Current Affairs test by 
Time magazine. The test was 
given to all journalism and gov- 
ernment classes on the campus. 

After a conference between the 
defendant and Dr. Joe N. Gerber, 
student personnel director and 
the first person to whom the 
case was reported, the incident 
was referred to the Honor Court. 
There, before several student 
spectators, the case was argued, 
with Ted Roberts as the prose- 
cuting attorney for the Court and 
Jack Harrington acting as de- 
fense council. 

A cross-examination of the 
witnesses was conducted before 
the Court adjourned. The stu- 
dent judges deliberated approxi- 
mately an hour before returning 
with the verdict of guilty. The 
editor was asked if he would 
consent to resigning from the 
editorship of the Current Sauce. 
The defendant refused, on advice 
from his defense council, so the 
Court placed the sentence at six 
weeks suspension from his office. 
The case was immediately ap- 
pealed by Defense Attorney Jack 
Harrington on the grounds that 
the sentence passed was uncon- 
stitutional. Harrington contend- 
ed that "the Honor Court, being 
a faculty appointed organization, 
had no right to suspend a stu- 
dent-elected officer." 

Saturday morning the defense 
council and the prosecuting at- 
torney met with several faculty 
members in President Joseph E. 
Gibson's office to decide the me 
thod of appeal. As no decision 
could be reached it was decided 
to forward the case to the Stu- 
dent Council to determine the

In a survey taken of a cross- 
section of the women students 
of this campus, eleven Outstand- 
ing faults were credited to our 
male students. 

The fault that won the great- 
est number of votes was that the 
men here do not have a one- 
tracked mind but a two-tracked 
mind — beer and Grand Ecore. 

Secondly, the men were accus- 
ed of being too egotistical and 
self assured. They wait too late 
to call for dates, show up at any 
time within an hour of the set 
time, and fail to meet the re- 
sponsibilities that a date re- 
quires.

Observers on the European scene have noticed of late a 
tightening of vigilance on both sides of the Iron Curtain. There 
are spy trials on the western side and spy trials on the eastern 
side. Both camps are checking and rechecking their defenses. 

The western authorities are apparently really after vicious 
spy rings, while the spy trials in the eastern sphere seem to be 
only part of a campaign to frighten the people to supporting 
communist regimes. This device has frequently been used in the 
past by the Reds — and with excellent effect. The Russian 
masses united strongly behind the Communist regime after the 
rash of political purges in the thirties. 

It is from this, that we assume that the trials in Hungary 
and Bulgaria, which have received the wholehearted condemnation 
of the western world, are on the same pattern. Though there 
may be no great schemes in the making, nor great decisions in 
the offing, the Communist governments are obviously trying to 
consolidate their hold by enlisting the masses, and they are using 
every means — fair or foul — to achieve this end. 

Just as it proves easy from our viewpoint to condemn the 
Societ actions in such so-called "witch hunts," the Soviet citizenry 
probably has been just as quick to denounce American loyalty 
checks and "red baiting." Regardless of the amount or extent 
of condemnation on the part of either party, do not be shocked 
if the interrogations, deportations and even executions go ahead 
at an even more sensational pace. 

It is well to take note, however, for this is one more 
concrete symptom of "squaring off" to wage a warmer brand of 
war.

Green declared that while driv- 
ing a truck through Leesville, 
Louisiana, in 1942, he had a 
near collision with a state police- 
man. He was apprehended, haul- 
ed into court, and fined 20 dol- 
lars for allegedly not having 
the right of way at an intersec- 
tion. Green said that the inter- 
section was clearly marked and 
the privilege of proceeding was 
his. He stated that he was 
charged and fined for wreckless 
driving on the word of the state 
officer alone. 

Green cited this as only one 
of the reasons that precipitated 
his interest in returning to Lou- 
isiana. 

He said that he isn't a reform- 
er but he believes that opportuni- 
ties to study politics are more 
in evidence in Louisiana than 
they are in Oregon. 



Green attended Eastern Oregon 
College where he gained recog- 
nition not only in scholastic 
achievement but also in athletics. 
He won the intramural tennis 
championship there this past 
season. He plans to join the 
Northwestern squad in drills 
soon. 

Green expressed a great deal 
of interest in the Napoleonic 
Code which exists only in the 
state of Louisiana. He plans to 
get his degree here and then to 
study law at Tulane University.

"We have surmounted each 
crisis under our Constitution be- 
cause it is a living document 
admitting of necessary adapta- 
tion through the processes of in- 
terpretation and amendment", 
declared Dr. Hebert. In this re- 
spect, Dr. Hebert said that these 
students must realize their need 
for a shorter and more efficient 
state constitution. 

Delegates to the Convention 
were urged to consider the five 
proposals for change drafted by 
the students of Louisiana State 
University Law School, which 
will be presented to the state 
legislature. 

In concluding, Dr. Hebert told 
the future citizens of Louisiana, 
"You have the power to make 
a strong America stronger, and 
to insure survival of the consti- 
tutional system in an uneasy and 
unstable world. I am confident 
that you, representing the future 
of America, will rise to every 
aspect of that challenge as you 
recognize the true meaning of a 
constitution today."

The annual ring record book published by Nat Fleischer

tion to the boxing game. ( 

The latest edition is a 792 page book with authenic won 
and lost records of more than three thousand fighters, past and 
present. 

A total of 2,500 copies of the limited edition are scattered 
from coast to coast for use by boxing jnen. It's more a labor 
of love, as Nat can show little profit for his work. A man that 
till work for more than a year to publish a book about and for 
the boxing game, must have a love for the sport. We know that 
Hat Fleischer is one of the few sports lovers who want to keep 
Iba boxing game a sport and not a racket. 

It's a great book to settle arguments. Aside from rec- 
ords of boxers, the book includes such items as the ring earnings 
of Joe Lewis, John L. Sullivan, and Jack Dempsey, odds on all 
heavyweight fights since 1892, and top ticket prices and record 
,ptes. 

For those who prefer old timers, the book lists the car- 
eer of such a man as James Figg, the first heavyweight champ- 
ion in 1719. Nat relates that back in those days they sometimes 
[fought with cudgels instead of fists. 

Incidentally, Fleischer also advises that under the rules 
of boxing there's no such thing as a technical knockout. When 
s fighter is stopped, he is charged with a loss by knockout. 

Another tiem of interest is that only two outstanding 
fighters have ever gone through their careers without an official 
defeat. They were Jack McAuliffe and Jimmy Barry. McAuliffe 
had 52 fights from 1884 to 1896 without a loss while Barry ap- 
peared 69 times without a loss from 1891 to 1899. 

It's the finest book of its kind on the market, but don't 
try to get a copy. They're all sold before they get, off the 
press.

Demons, Gents 
Play Wednesday 
In Vital Game 

Only two more conference 
games face the Northwestern 
Demon basketball team, and 
both of these are against the 
strong Centenary Gentlemen 
cage five. If the Demons win 
one of the two games, they will 
cinch the first Gulf States con- 
ference basketball crown. 

Spirit will be high on the 
campus Wednesday for the en- 
counter with the Gents, princip- 
ally because Wednesday is "H. 
Lee Prather" day here. The 
entire day will be a celebration 
in honor .of the Dean of Amer- 
ican Basketball Coaches. 

The selection of a Louisiana 
representative to the NAIB na- 
tional cage tournament at Kan- 
sas City hinges on the North- 
western-Centenary series. A 
committee has been named to 
select the representative and the 
outcome of at least the first 
of these two contests will have 
bearing on that selection. The 
Demons went- to Kansas City 
last year only to be knocked out 
of the running in their first 
game with Xavier university of 
Cincinnatti. 

The rivalry between the Gents 
and the Demons is rapidly grow- 
ing in intensity to compare with 
that between NSC and Tech. The 
Demons have been priming all 
season for the contest Wednes- 
day night. 

Coach Prather will rely as 
usual on his starting five of 
Waggoner, Stoutamire, Bates, 
McConathy and Willis. Waggon- 
er and Stoutamire are the lead- 
ing scorers in the GSC and can 
be counted on for consistency in 
Wednesday's fracas. Jim Willis 
one of the best guards in the 
conference, will be a valuable 
asset to the NSC court perform- 
ers with his smooth floor play 
and sharp defensive actions. 

Should the occasion arise, 
Coach Prather will have plenty 
of substitutes on hand to give 
the Centenary five a rapid fire 
basketball wizardry. Little Her- 
shal McConathy, diminutive, but 
fast reverse forward, will prob- 
ably see plenty of action against 
the gents. Artie Ranew and Ed 
Moore, two freshmen cagers who 
have shown steady improvement 
during the season, will also 
put in some playing time Wed- 
nesday night. 

The Centenary team has been 
a foe to be feared in the GSC 
this season as in seasons in the 
past. The Gents have always 
been a power to reckon with. 
This year's team is a fast, tall 
sure shot five. They have a 
good record for the season, but 
they have had three coaches 
this season, and possibly the 
changed technique of the men- 
tors will throw a monkey wrench 
into their plan of attack.

5. In more recent years, Prath- 
er-coached quintets set up their 
best record during the two-year 
period 1939-1941 when they won 
36 and lost 4. 

These figures are particularly 
impressive because they do not 
include records of post-season

Seminar Speaker 
Versatile In Many 
Different Fields

After admitting that he had 
grown his mustache sixteen 
years ago on a bet in Edinburgh, 
the unmarried and witty Dr. 
John Nelson said, "Anything 
that covers my face is an im- 
provement." 

A resident of Pittsburg, Dr. 
Nelson was a guest speaker for 
CORE Week on the campus. Be- 
sides Dr. Nelson's outstanding 
ability in public address, he is 
the proud owner of 350 acres of 
sheep-grazing land in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Writing and drawing for "The 
Princetonian" while working on 
his bachelors degree in English 
at the university, Dr. Nelson 
took an active part in drama and 
forsenics. Born in Pittsburg in- 
to a very musical family, he 
plays the violin and a bagpipe 
which he brought home from 
Scotland, where he attended the 
University of Edinburgh. Fol- 
lowing his seminar work, Dr. 
Nelson returned to Yale where 
he received his Ph. D. in Philo- 
sophy. 

After serving as pastor of the 
Brentwood Presbyterian Church 
in Pittsburg, he worked five 
years for the National Presby- 
terian Council. For the past 
three years Nelson has worked 
for the Federal Council of 
Churches. In September he at- 
tended the Amsterdam Confer- 
ence. 

Nelson is one of four children. 
His father is Vice-President of 
the Gulf Oil Corporation in Pit- 
tsburg, while one of his brothers 
is continuing in the oil business. 
Nelson's sister is Mrs. Howard 
Hanson, wife of the outstanding 
symphony composer who now 
helps direct the Eastman School 
of Music. Nelson also has a 
brother who is pastor of a Pres- 
byterian church in Texas. 

Dr. Nelson was the speaker for 
the opening CORE Week assem- 
bly Monday and conducted a 
daily seminar on "Adam and the 
Atom". Delighted with the col- 
lege campus and the students, 
Dr. Nelson said he had thorough- 
ly enjoyed participating in the 
numerous activities throughout 
the week.

There have been quite a few complaints lately, none 
directed to where they might be acted upon, concerning the 
telephone situation in Varnado Hall.

Entangling Alliances . . . 

The American people do not go to war on mere suspicion, 
"hey, as must all democratic peoples, must be fully convinced be- 
•ond reasonable doubt that there is no other solution ... no 
effective means of preventing vain bloodshed. 

There has been much comment about the projected At- 
' antic Alliance in the past few weeks, and most of it makes a lot 
f sense. It all began when Senators Arthur Vandenburg and Tom 
:onnally stated their views on an American war commitment. It 
vas to the effect that this government would not make an auto- 
natic commitment to go to war in case one of the members of the 
illiance' was attacked. 

Much can be said both ways, and has. The State Depart- 
ment is in complete agreement with that position. To quote its 

tatement on the subject: "There are no differences on objectives, 
"t is simply a matter of finding the best possible way to meet 

hese objectives. The basic objective is to seek to contribute to 
maintenance of peace by making clear our determination to fulfill 
->ur obligations under the charter of the United Nations." 

That's pretty clear. It is regrettable that some organs abroad 
; aw fit to doubt American sincerity. In the first place it must be 
understood that the alliance is aimed at all would-be aggressors. 
Certainly the pact should not be a commitment to go to war if 
one of its members has deliberately goaded some nation to war. 
We would not expect our European friends to back any outright 
aggression on our part. 

It should be remembered that, as the State Department put 
it, the whole question of an Atlantic Pact is still very fluid. Noth- 
; ng has been decided and nothing will be decided until the Pact 
s signed. Meanwhile, the American press and men in prominent 
oositions should show more restraint in discussing so delicate a 
natter in earshot of our anxious potential allies.

■horses entered may be claimed — or purchased for a stipulated 
Usually, claims may be dropped into the claiming box at a 
track any time up to 15 minutes before post time. At most 
a claim can be entered only by a trainer or owner who 
graced at the track or who has horses stabled on the ground, 
^ce a claim is filed, the horse belongs to the claimer. However, 
•he horse wins the claiming race, the purse goes to the original 
^i - - If two or more persons file a claim for the same horse, a 
*ing determines the new owner. 

The biggest bargain in racing history was the purchase 
a horse via the claiming procedure. Hirsch Jacobs claimed 
for Sl,500. The horse went on to win $911,000 and become 
biggest money-winner of all times.

ALMOST 21 MILLION spectators 
paid to enter big league ball 
parks last year. What will 1949 
offer? An increase or a drop? 

Apparently, the astute athletes 
are not looking for any increase 
and they seem to be shy about 
equaling the 1948 roundup. They 
are shying away from bonuses ar- 
ranged on attendance figures You 
can't blame them. 

The ballplayer can see a dollar 
or a paying fan about as far as any- 
one else, including 
the owners. He re- 
calls the American 
League had a race 
that is not likely to 
be duplicated with 
Cleveland, Boston 
and New York 
neck and neck or 
nose and nose at 
the wire. This 
meant terrific bus- 
Granlland Ki< e in ess for the three 
top 'earns and also for many of 
their opponents. 

It :sn't at all improbable that 
some team, possibly Cleveland, 
will pull out several lengths in 
front and stay there. Or it may 
be the Red Sox or Yankees. But 
the odds are we'll have no such 
hell-for-leather riding down the 
stretch next September. 

There is the chance, of course, 
that the Athletics may improve 
and the Tigers might move ab- 
ruptly into a challenging posi- 
tion under Red Rolfe. This 
might make the bonus angle 
even better, but it isn't an 
even chance and the player 
would rather let the club own- 
er take the gamble. As a re- 
sult, over 30 ballplayers are 
balking at terms, especially 
those terms involving attend- 
ance and gate receipts. 

What about the National league 
race? This can be closer that 
the American, what with the 
Braves. Dodgers, Cardinals. 
Giants, Pirates and the improved 
Cubs— a rather uncertain medley 
of scrambled talent. 

At this spot, the Dodgers and the 
Braves have the edge, but it isn't 
a killing edge. Any one of five 
teams can win this race and most 
of them can also finish in the sec- 
ond division.

the Dodger outlook, but the 
month of May is still a Ions 
way off.

Ben Hogan had just reached the 
peak of a brilliant career when his 
accident cut him down for months 
to come No other game could have 
suffered such a loss from the ab- 
sence of one player. 

Ranking Hogan as a golfer ol 
skill and a competitor of high rank, 
he undoubtedly belongs on level 
terms with Bobby Jones, Walter 
Hagen and Gene Sarazen. And you 
can add Harry Vardon. 

Outside of Vardon, he was a more 
accurate club-swinger than any ol 
those just mentioned. He had few- 
er bad holes. Both Jones and Hagen 
had to depend on brilliant recover- 
ies and marvelous ■ putting to win 
their 24 championships. Gene Sara- 
zen was a golfer of moods, of sud- 
den inspirations and sudden depres- 
sions. 

But none of this lot kept up 
as savage and as steady as- 
sault on par as Hogan. As great 
as they were, neither Bobby 
Jones nor Walter Hagen ever 
were able to average 69 strokes 
for all their tournaments in a 
year. 

Hogan is as fine a swinger a: 
golf has ever known. He has beer 
golf's hardest worker, undoubtedly 
Bobby Jones, a hard worker him 
self and a most determined com- 
petitor, marvelled at Hogan's in- 
tense, unbroken concentration and 
determination— his willingness tc 
take a beating and keep coming 
back. 

I have seen Ben work for an hour 
on just one shot— over and over 
and over— from 90 yeards away, 
from 120 yards away. His idea was 
to get every approach shot dead. 
Few know the beating he took tc 
reach the prefection he finally 
gained before his accident. 

Before the Los Angeles Open, 
Hogan had taken a rest for 
two months. He wanted to be at 
home. He was getting sick of 
hitting the road in long auto- 
mobile trips. 

"1 knew I had made a mistake,'' 
he said as the Los Angeles Oper. 
started. "You can't stay away twc 
months and be any good."

SOCIAL STUDIES

One of the major faults of our 
educational system lies in our 
teachers colleges, Dr. Lewis P. 
Todd of the National Education 
Association told a social studies 
group here Wednesday. 

Dr. Todd told the group, which 
was composed of NSC students 
and social studies teachers in the 
area, that teachers colleges gen- 
erally make students take too 
many required subjects in the 
major-minor system. 

"Our future teachers are not 
allowed to take advantage of the 
wonderful system of education 
we have here in America," he 
said. Dr. Todd listed four good 
points of our system as seen 
through the eyes of ten German 
teachers here to study our school 
system:

The best time to take an X-ray 
picture of the chest is before a 
person feels sick. 

That's the advice of the state 
health department, whose X-ray 
machine will be on this campus 
Tuesday through Friday. Dr. Joe 
N. Gerber, student personnel di- 
rector, said this week that all 
students, faculty members and 
their wives or husbands may 
have X-rays made free of charge. 
The unit will be open from 8 
a. m. until 5 p. m. each day. 

All people that show traces of 
T. B. will receive a notice to that 
effect, otherwise no notification 
of results is sent.

AAUP Meeting On 
The Campus Mar, 9 

A meeting of the representa- 
tives of the American Association 
of University Professors from 
Hammond Chapter and the 
Northwestern State Chapter was 
held here last Wednesday in the 
Library Visual Education room. 
About 20 members of the Asso- 
ciation were present. 

The purpose of the meeting 
was to present the report on the 
President's Commission of High- 
er Learning. 

The main announcement of the 
meeting was that Centenary will 
be host to the AAUP members 
of Louisiana Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and the NSC members at 
their annual chapter banquet in 
the near future. The program 
consisted of the reading of the 
President's report by Dr. Albrit- 
ten on the section which deals 
with the staffing of colleges and 
universities. 

The AAUP's by-laws call for 
three meetings annually, but 
since the members have special 
interests in the President's re- 
port, four meetings have already 
.been held this year. Mr. Good, 
of the NSC faculty, will give the 
fifth and final report on April 6. 

The last meeting was held at 
Hammond on March 5, with all 
chapters except Southwestern 
Louisiana Institute, which is ap- 
parently inactive, present. 

The specific purpose of the 
AAUP is to stimulate profession- 
al study, and support profession- 
al ethics in colleges and univer- 
sities. 



Family Relations Advisor 
Lectures To Groups Here 



If you get along with your 
college roommate, chances are 
you will make a good marriage 
risk. 

Mrs. Evelyn Millis Duvall, exe- 
cutive secretary of the National 
Council in Family Relations and 
consultant on research for the 
recent White House conference 
on marriage and family life spoke 
to groups on the campus this 
week on "Trends in Marriage 
Education." Speaking primarily 
to unmarried students, Mrs. Du- 
vall stressed the importance of 
selecting a mate. 

Quite the opposite of what you 
might expect to find as an expert 
on sociology, Mrs. Duvall is an 
attractive person with a charm 
and personality all her own. 
Many of the students who have 
attended the lectures have prais- 
ed her poise and manner of de- 
livery. While being interviewed, 
Mrs. Duvall commented on the 
beautiful quadrangle of the cam- 
pus, and laughingly asked if it 
would be considered "un-lady- 
like" to sit on the steps and en- 
joy the sunshine." 

Those who gather around the 
table at Mrs. Duvall's home in 
Chicago are her husband. Pro- 
fessor at George Williams Col- 
lege, and her two daughters 
when they are home from Iowa 
State, where they are now in 
college. 

In her advice to students con- 
templating marriage, she gave 
this realistic advice, "Those who 
do not chart their course will 
wreck in the sea of marriage." 



She said that persons who marry 
too early do not have as good a 
chance of making a success of 
marriage as those who wait un- 
til their middle twenties. She 
pointed out, however, that mar- 
ried students average better in 
their studies than single students 
and that married students with 
children do even better. 

Mrs. Duvall offered some sug- 
gestions to look for in a life- 
time partner. She gave five 
points for a good marriage risk: 

1. Someone you know you can 
live with, which rules out whirl- 
wind courtships. 

2. A similar background such 
as religion and a closely related 
standard of living. 

3. A neurotic and sensitive in- 
dividual is not a good risk. One 
should be happy and well ad- 
justed. 

4. A happy childhood from 
good surroundings makes a hap- 
py person. 

5. Have lots of friends of both 
sexes and belong to lots of social 
groups. 

Mrs. Duvall pointed out that 
opposites do not attract, as she 
cited facts of 137 studies over a 
20-year period. People who do 
get along are very much alike 
socially, in religion, and in back- 
ground. 

Mrs. Duvall said that romantic 
illusions permeate our thinking 
and these pictures in our heads 
prevent our seeing actual reali- 
ties. She stressed the wide need 
for new understanding of family 
life. 



Senior Ring Orders 
Are Still Accepted 

March 8 was the final day for 
ordering of senior rings. Those 
who neglected to meet this dead- 
line may continue to place ord- 
ers, however, the order will not 
be posted until October. 

Wallace Sandifer, chairman of 
the ring standardization commit- 
tee, explained that February and 
October are the two months that 
orders for rings will be mailed. 
This year the February deadline 
was extended until March 8. 

The ring, a standard college 
ring with an optional blue or red 
set, was chosen by three repre- 
sentatives from each class. A 
sample may be seen at the book- 
store. 

Sandifer said there was some 
inconvenience in paying the full 
price at time of placing an order 
and for this reason some students 
have not ordered a ring. He em- 
phasized that a plan should be 
worked out to prevent this hard- 
ship on the student.

that he was especially interested 
in the development of progres- 
sive jazz. He cited Stan Kenton 
as an outstanding exponent of 
this modern musical form. John- 
son said he particularly liked 
"Impressionism" and "Chorale 
for Piano and Bongo" in Ken- 
ton's latest record album entitled 
"Encore." 

Johnson, in describing how the 
heavier popular music gradually 
becomes classic while the lighter 
tunes are discarded, pointed to 
the development of waltz music 
during the past century. This 
form was first used only for 
dancing, but later became a con- 
cert form, he said. 

The conductor's interest in cur- 
rent folk and popular music does 
not keep him from being an ex- 
acting master on the heabier 
numbers which his orchestra 
plays. Just before the program 
Tuesday night, he wandered a- 
mong the orchestra members sug- 
gesting changes in parts of cer- 
tain numbers and telling others 
to watch him during the concert 
for timing on holds. 

Each Sunday is spent in re- 
hearsal, polishing off mistakes 
made during the previous week's 
series of concerts, Johnson said. 

The orchestra has seven full- 
length programs in its repertoire, 
and constant brushing up and 
practice is necessary to keep the 
numbers, which range from Bach 
and Brahms to children's selec- 
tions, in concert shape, he ad- 
ded. 

One modern number appeared 
on Tuesday night's program — 
three of the five movements 



Carl Stix, a novelty number in 
which members of the string 
section plucked their instruments 
instead of using bows; and 
"Dance of the Apprentices" from 
the Wagnerian opera, "Die Miest- 
ersinger." 

"I consider each and every one 
of the members in the orchestra 
a most valuable player," John- 
son said during his interview. 
The Cincinnati is covering many 
Southern cities on a month's tour 
of several states including Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, and Missouri. 

The young maestro, who is 
single and has "no immediate 
plans to marry" is as Nordic as 
his name. He is a native of Wis- 
consin Rapids, Wisconsin. He 
plays five instruments — the 
violin, viola, french horn, piano 
and string bass. 

Johnson has served on the Uni- 
versity of Michigan music facul- 
ty, and while in the army, con- 
ducted the First Army Symp- 
hony Orchestra at Fort Mom- 
mouth, New Jersey. He served 
overseas in France during 1945- 
46. 

Among the outstanding organi- 
zations which Johnson has con- 
ducted are: the University of 
Michigan Symphony, the Univer-

The working of the bill has 
been described in news reports 
as purposefully vague. It allows 
the Federal Security Agency to 
do its own hiring and firing, its 
own paying, and to select its 
bases of operation without inter- 
ference. The Agency will not be 
responsible to anyone, not even 
the comptroller-general, for its 
spending, and no reports on per- 
sonnel are necessary. 

Now, all this may seem a trifle 
out of line with the Federal sys- 
tem of forms, reports, and other 
types of governmental red tape.

Students of Spanish who want to study the language in its 
native setting, and enjoy some foreign travel on the side, are offer- 
ed the chance this summer in a six-weeks course at San Marcos 
University, Lima, Peru.

Student Constitution 

Within a week you, the students of Northwestern State 
College, will be asked to vote your approval or disapproval of a 
new Student Constitution. It is the product of many hours' labor 
and thought. A Student Senate Committee worked out the basic 
form, and after a great amount of discussion by the Senate and 
Student Council, it has now been put into its final draft. 

To say that it is an improvement over the present Con 
stitution is understatement. During a recent visit here Dr. Alonzo 
Myers, prominent American educator, examined it and spoke 
enthusiastically of it. 

However, one clause has been added at the insistence of 
the Student Council, providing a monthly salary of §10 for the 
Student Body President, ot be paid out of the student body fund. 

Reasons advanced in favor of the measure by Council 
representatives were: (1) that it would compensate the President 
for his efforts and time; (2) that it would cover any marginal 
expenses incurred by the President while representing the Student 
Body. 

Opposition in the Senate centered around several points. 
(1) Students are not hiring their President with the idea of com- 
pensating him; service in student government should never descend 
to a mercenary basis. (2) The President is not the only member 
of student government who works hard, and is therefore not entitl- 
ed to more than other officers. (3) The Student Senate, under the 
new Constitution, will relieve the Council from much of the burden 
of government. (4) The Student Body Fund has not been increased, 
and this year will show a loss; the Senate opposition feels that we 
simply cannot afford it. (5) It would be an incentive for hopeful 
candidates to spend a large amount of campaign money, knowing 
that nearly $100 would be returned in salary to the winner which 
would make up his loss in campaign spending. 

This question of salary was so controversial an issue that 
it was decided to hold a special vote of the student body on 
whether or not it should be included in the Constitution.

Applications 

Applications for honorary schol- 
arships to Louisiana State Uni- 
versity and to Tulane University 
must be in the hands of Dr. 
Sarah L. C. Clapp, chairman of 
honorary scholarships, by March 
24. 

Each year LSU grants an hon- 
orary scholarship to a student in 
each graduating class at North- 
western State who has an aver- 
age of "B" or more during his 
junior and senior years, and who 
also in the opinion of the faculty 
shows promise of scholarship and 
ability.

A few members of the track squad have been mut- 
tering unhappily lately that the whole thing is propaganda 
started by the athletic council, who, despite the recogniz- 
able need for it, have never put the trackmen on any 
sort of training table. 

Track is hard work. In fact sometime back Charles 
McCloy of the physical education staff at the University of 
Iowa published a list of the too energy-burning events in 
athletics. The mile run headed the list, while basketball 
and football were fourth and sixth respectively. Ask any 
man who goes out for football or basketball and track also 
which is the hardest sport. Track will win the medal 
easily. 

Hard strenuous work requires plenty of well-ore- 
nared food — more than that served in the dining hall. 
Yet despite this, track squads in the last few years have 
not been placed on training tables, although football and 
basketball squads have. 

In the last several seasons Northwestern has pro- 
duced track teams that have not been surpassed in victories 
even by the basketball squads. They won the 1946 and '47 
Louisiana Intercollegiate Conference titles in walk-aways, 
and only lost the '48 crown by a javalin throw. All of 
this was done in spite of the fact that there was no 
training table set up for the cindermen. NSC track success 
has been due mainly to good coaching and hard work. 

Coach Harry Turpin has almost a complete new 
track squad this year, but if he lives up to our expecta- 
tions he will produce a winning team.

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Where Do You Draw The Line? 

They say that if a complaint is heard often enough to 
cause notice, there must be a basis for it. Complaints about 
the dating problem with reference to being approached by the 
night watchman have been frequent and loud lately. 

The first thing to realize is that the night watchmen 
are a part of the college staff and until such time as they are 
not, must be accepted. The next factor in this question is the 
expectations of parents. A third consideration is certainly social 
standards. 

Taking the last one first, we realize that certain stand- 
ards of conduct have become part of our social life. None of 
us want to be excluded from that social life by violating those 
standards. It is hard to believe that any student would de- 
liberately do anything on the campus which would be branded 
as vulgar or unacceptable by others. We must realize that this 
is not 1890. Social modes have vastly changed. 

There has been, and is, a great amount of pressure from 
parents. However, some point out that these same parents al- 
law practically unrestricted dating at home. And the wishes of 
students should be equally considered. After all, the college 
is for the students, and not vice versa. Somehow, colleges have 
acquired the reputation for being the citadels of promiscuity. 
We might point out that that reputation was acquired during the 
"Roaring Twenties" — by many who are now parents, and who 
raise their hands in holy horror at "the younger generation." 

Then there is the fact that we must accept the night 
watchmen as part of the status quo. Granted that the college 
is justified in maintaining them; haven't we the right to expect 
a sensible, understanding approach to their duties? Complaints 
have centered around (1) the over-eagerness with which some 
couples have been approached, and (2) the attitude of suspicion 
which they thought was obvious. 

Last year, complaints were nearly the same. A memoran- 
dum was issued to the night watchmen, instructing them not to 
approach a student, a couple, or a group unless their conduct 
makes is absolutely necessary; to overlook cases of harmless 
courting; when necessary to approach a student or students, to 
do so very politely and with consideration for their feelings. 
Of course, the phrase "unless their conduct makes it absolutely 
necessary" can be construed in a thousand different ways. When 
is it absolutely necessary? There are as many opinions as there 
are people. Where do you draw the line? 

Obviously there is something to be said on both sides. 
But cooperation on the part of the students is not all that is 
needed to promote better feeling about this question. Under- 
standing on the part of those in a position of responsibility is an 
absolute necessity. We were told, upon arriving at Northwestern, 
that we were no longer boys and girls, but men and women. 
If we are expected to act as men and women we should be 
treated as such.

Girls living in freshman and sophomore dormitories have 
been making such frequent complaints during the past few weeks 
about being forced to attend Artist Series productions that a stand 
on the subject must be taken at this time. 

While the persons who enforce this rule have their 
reasons for so doing, the point against the rule seem to be in 
favor of the students. 

It has been pointed out that young girls should attend 
these productions because of the "culture" that can be gained. 
This calls to mind the old saying, "You can force a horse to 
water, but you can't make him drink." In fact, in most cases 
he rebels, and the situation is worse than it was in the be- 
ginning. 

Another point advanced is that if this rule is not en- 
forced there will not be the right kind of student representation 
at these productions. The record bears out the fact that if 
the right kind of Artist Series programs are brought on the 
campus the students attend of their own accord. If it's a poor 
show, the students should not be forced to sit through it. And 
if it's a good show, the students still should have the right to 
attend or not attend, as they choose. It is possible that they 
might have some important work to get out for the next day. 

The whole situation has the odor of a Russian election, 
in which the people are forced to participate, and in which 
they have only one candidate, for whom they are forced to 
cast their votes. Here, the freshman and sophomore girls are 
forced to go out on a particular night of the week, they must 
go to the place designated by the authorities, and sit through 
a performance which may or may not suit their tastes. We 
are firmly against coercion in culture, as well as coercion of 
other sorts on a democratic campus where we are supposedly 
learning to exercise our rights in a free and independent society.

Too bad NSC can't provide a 
mountain for Dr. G. Waldo Dunn- 
ington to climb! He has been 
forced to give up this hobby be- 
cause of the serious lack of near- 
by mountains. 

Not only does Dr. Dunnington 
climb the lofty peaks but he also 
collects things — namely clocks 
and beer steins. He now has 
"about a dozen" clocks, most of 
them imported from Germany or 
Italy. 

His collection of beer steins is 
interesting. One of the steins 
is made of wood and trimmed 
with pewter. This specimen was 
imported from Sweden. The beer 
steins are part of a large collec- 
tion formerly owned by the late 
George G. Moore of Topeka, 
Kansas. Dr. Dunnington first ac- 
quired them in 1946. All the 
steins except the Swedish wood 
and pewter job were originally 



from Germany. 

Perhaps the most interesting of 
his hobbies and also most out- 
standing is his collection of ma- 
terial on Carl Fredrich Gauss. 
Gauss was an outstanding mathe- 
matician of "Gottengen, Ger- 
many. 

Dr. Dunnington is now consid- 
ered one of the best authorities 
on the life and work of Gauss. 

He has been attempting to ac- 
quire a small statue of Gauss, a 
replica of the large one where 
the famed mathematician was 
born in Germany. Perhaps no 
one on the campus knows better 
than Dr. Dunnington what ef- 
fects the Red blockade of Ger- 
many is having on mail ship- 
ments. 

The influence of Dr. Dunning- 
ton revealed that his investiga- 
tion of the life of Gauss led him 
to the discovery of Gauss' fav- 
orite author — Jean Paul. As a 
result, Dr. Dunnington wrote his 
Ph. D. dissertation on Jean Paul! 



Dr. Mary Wilson 
Addresses PTA 

Fourteen out of 35 comic book 
publishers and motion picture 
producers have agreed to work 
under a code of ethics that will 
develop a new pattern for chil- 
dren's entertainment, Dr. Mary 
C. Wilson of the education fac- 
ulty said in a recent address 
before a Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion meeting on the campus. 

Dr. Wilson spoke on "What 
About Comic Books, Movie and 
Radio Thrillers?" before a gath- 
ering of teachers and visitors in 
Warren Easton Hall March 16. 

"For quite a while now the 
PTA has made progress in its 
work with radio sponsors and 
publishers for better programs 
and shows for children," the edu- 
cator declared. From a survey 
made to acquire information for 
her talk, Dr. Wilson discovered 
that children of the Natchitoches 
area listen to 70 different radio 
shows and insist almost unani- 
mously on western movies for 
entertainment. Only six listed 
such programs as The Philhar- 
monic Symphony Orchestra and 
"round the world news" as a- 
mong their radio favorites. 

"Elementary students seem to 
follow the same pattern for 
movie-going," Dr. Wilson disclos- 
ed. "Most of them attend but 
one movie a week, usually the 
Saturday western." 

The PTA meeting included 
a musical program rendered by 
the elementary school choir. The 
program was broadcast over 
Radio Station KWCJ under ar- 
rangement by Miss May Beville 
of the music faculty. 



Schaffer also delivered the pri- 
mary lecture yesterday morning. 
The professor elaborated on 
"Balzac and the Course of Mod- 
ern Fiction." Professor Morgan 
of Stanford followed with a 
major address on "Goethe Today 
and Tomorrow." 

Perhaps the most interesting of 
the sessions was an illustrated 
lecture by David M. Robinson of 
the University of Mississippi. 
Colored movies were shown dur- 
ing his talk at 8:15 last night in 
the Visual Education Room of 
the Library building. The arch- 
aeologist spoke on "Classical 
Sites in Greece and Italy." 

One of the interesting speakers 
on the conference program is 
Veikko Vaananen of the Univer- 
sity of Helsinki, Finland. Vaan- 
anen it at present a visiting pro- 
fessor at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity. He is instructing in 
French during the current year. 
Vaananen is head of the romance 
languages at the Helsinki Uni- 
versity. 

Approximately 35 language 
scholars are on the program for 
the fourth annual language con- 
vention to be held here. Ten 
states are represented besides 
Louisiana and the country of Fin- 
land. 

Dean C. E. Dugdale and Dr. G. 
Waldo Dunnington are director 
and co-director, respectively, of 
the conference.

New Student Constitution Submitted F 



This is ihe new Student Body Constitution recently drawn 
up by the Student Council and the Student Senate.. It is the 
product of many hours labor and thought. The basic form was 
worked out by a Student Senate Committee, and after a great 
amount of discussion by the Senate and Student Council, they 
submit to the students the final draft. Read the new Constitution 
thoroughly, because you will be called to vote on it next Wednes- 
day in ihe Student Center. Ballot boxes will be set up and will 
remain open all day. Students must present their activity card in 
order to vote. 

If passed, the Constitution, in its entirety, will not go into 
effect until September of next year. Those clauses that effect 
student body officers will be put into operation after the Spring 
election this year. 

The sections in black print will appear on the ballot 
separately, to be voted on apart from the Constitution iteself. If 
any of these sections are voted down, they will be deleted from 
the main Constitution if it is voted in by the Statent Body Wed- 
nesday. If the Constitution is voted out, those sections accepted 
by the students will be added to the present Constitution. . . . . _ 

CONSTITUTION OF THE STUDENT BODY OF N. S. C. 
PREAMBLE 

We, the students of Northwestern State College, grateful 
to God for the opportunity of a free country and desiring to prove 
and develop our capacity for self-government, do hereby adopt 
and establish this constitution. 

Article L Membership 

All regularly enrolled students of Northwestern State 
College of Louisiana are members of the Student Body Associa- 
tion which is hereinafter referred to as the "Association". 

Article II. Distribution of Powers 

Section 1. The powers of the government of this Asso- 
ciation shall be divided into three distinct departments: legislative, 
executive, and judicial. 

Section 2. No one of these departments, nor any person 
or collection of persons holding office in one of them, shall exer- 
cise power properly belonging to either of the others, except in the 
instances hereinafter expressly directed or permitted. 

Article III. Legislative Department 

Section 1. The legislative power of this Association shall 
be vested in a unicameral body to be known as the Student 
Senate. 

Section 2. The Senate shall be composed of twenty-one 
(21) members to be selected in the following manner from the 
Student Association at-large: 

a. Sixteen members of at least sophomore standing who 
shall possess the qualifications generally applied to As- 
sociation officers, and who shall be selected by popular 
vote on Wednesday of the sixth week of the fall sem- 
ester. Intention shall be filed by Monday of the fifth 
week with the Student Body Secretary. 

b. Five members of freshman standing to- be selected by 
popular vote of the Freshman Class at mid-semester; 
they shall have attained an average of 1.0 quality 
points for each semester hour, and shall have their 
membership ratified by the sixteen upperclassmen 
members of the Student Senate. These freshmen mem- 
bers shall be non-voting delegates. 



Section 3. The vice-president of the Association shall 
serve as chairman of the Student Council, and shall, along with 
any other four members of the Student Council, constitute a 
quorum for transacting official business. 

Section 4. Duties of Student Council. 

a. It shall submit appointments made by any of its 
members, or by it as a group, to the Student Senate 
for approval. 

b. It shall name four members of the Association as a j 



budget committee to prepare an annual budget for the 
Association and to receive and recommend the budget 
of the Current Sauce and the Potpourri and the 
Student Council shall in turn give the budgets to the 
Senate for ratification. 

c. It shall qualify all nominees for student Association 
offices: this includes president, vice-president, and sec- 
retary-treasurer of all classes, and all members of the 
Student Senate. 

d. It shall serve as election commissioners in all official 
student elections and shall provide for precinct voting. 

e. It shall meet semi-monthly and at any other time that 
the vice-president or a proper quorum of the group 
shall decide to consider business falling under its 
jurisdiction. 

Article VI. Student Association Officers. 
Section 1. Composition 
a. President of the Association: 

1. Shall preside over and call all regular meetings of the 
student Association as a whole. 

2. Shall have the authority to fill any vacancies that may 
exist in any student office with the approval of the Student Senate, 
t™? Pt where the office s in question have other replacement pro-

The Senate shall meet bi-monthly during regu- 



Section 4. The Student Senate shall publish its minutes 
in the official student newspaper next published after each meet- 
ing. 

Section 5. The officers of the Student Senate shall consist 
of a president, vice-president, and a secretary-treasurer who shall 
be selected from among its upper-classman section by popular vote 
of the Student Senate at the Senate's first meetings each fall; these 
officers shall serve throughout the academic year and shall not be 
able to succeed themselves as officers. 

Section 6. The president shall appoint a parliamentarian 
who shall be governed by Robert's Rules of Order. 

Section 7. The president shall have the power of appoint- j 
ing special committees and designating temporary chairmen for 
same. 

Section 8. All members of Student Government Depart- 
ment and the editors of the student publications shall be subject 
to recall if impeached by the Honor Court and/or the Judicial 
Board of the A.W.S. These organizations shall initiate impeach- 
ment proceedings in all cases; this initiation becomes effective 
upon petition for same by one hundred (100) members of the 
Association. The Attorney-General of the Honor Court shall serve 
•>s prosecution with the Student Senate acting as jury in all cases. 
Dismissal from the office is effectuated upon a two-thirds vote of 
'he Senate favoring same. 

Section 9. The Senate shall act on the budget recom- 
mended by the budget committee of the Student Council. Dis- 
approval of any item in the budget by the Senate shall consti- 
tute the automatic deletion of that " --*-' 

Section 10. This body shall have the sole power of 
! nitiating constitutional amendments, except that upon petition 
by 100 members of the Association enrolled: said initiation be- 
comes effective. All constitutional measures which have been 
-■nproved by the Senate shall be subject to aooroval by the Student 
Council after an interval of seven days. The Senate may over- 
-ide the veto of the Student Council hv a two-thirds vote taken 
ifter a seven day interval after which the amendment or part 
before the Student Body for approval. 

Article IV. Judicial Department 

Section 1. Discipline 

a. All matters of this category not falling under other 
jurisdiction, or not accounted for elsewhere in this 
constitution shall be regulated, in the instances where 
women are involved by the judicial section of the 
A.W.S., and in the instances where men are involved, 
by the Honor Court. 

Section 2. Interpretation 

a. The body exercising this power shall be composed of 
the Honor Court and A.W.S. Judiciary Board plus one 
other member selected from among the off-campus 
students from a list of three such students submitted 
to the Student Council by the Student Senate. The 
President of the College shall serve as ex-offied mem- 
ber of this body. 

b. This interpretative body shall decide all matters of 
constitutionality where such issues are involved, and 
shall be convened by the Chief Justice of the Honor 
Court for said purpose whenever necessary. 



4. Shall sign all requisitions for expenditures. 

5. Shall perform other duties appropriate to the office 

b. Vice-president of the Association: 

1. In the absence of, or at the request of, the president 
the vice-president shall act as president. 

2. Shall preside over all Student Council meetings. 

3. Shall perform other duties appropriate to the office 

c. Co-ed Vice-President: 

h i Sha11 appoint anv needed assistants to the members of 
the Council to aid in serving as election commissioners; these 
aides must be impartial. 

2. Shall perform other duties appropriate to the office. 

d. The Secretary of the Association: 

1. Shall keep the records and minutes of the Student 
Association and the Student Council in permanent and regular 
form, and shall submit same to the official student newspaper 
next published after each meeting for publication. 

2. Shall carry on all correspondence for Student Asso- 
ciation or Student Council. 

3. Shall serve as chairman of the election commissioners 
who shall have the responsibility of preparing and guarding all 
ballots and setting up all election equipment. 

4. Shall perform other duties appropriate to the office. 

e. The Treasurer of the Association: 

!. Shall sign all approved requisitions and approve all 
incidentals not included in the budget. 

2. Shall serve as chairman of the budget committee. 

3. Shall purchase all student Association awards and 
supplies upon being properly requisitioned for same. 

4. Shall present accounts of Association for auditing by 
college auditor at least once each semester.

Article VII. Finance. 

Section 1. Sources. 

a. The general Student Body fund shall consist of SI. 00 
of each student's activity fee per semester. 

b. The publications fund shall consist of four dollars of 
each student's activity fee per semester. Three dollars to be 
allocated to the Potpourri and one dollar to the Current Sauce. 

c. The student drama fund shall consist of 50 cents of 
each student's activity fee per semester. This fund shall be under 
the control of the Student Council and shall be drawn on by that 
member if the Student Drama Fund Committee who is named ad- 
ministrator. The administrator shall be nominated by the com- 
mittee and approved by the Student Council. The committee shall 
consist of three students and three faculty members, two from the 
Language Department and one from the Music Department, elected 
by the Council. The Student Council shall designate the chairman 
of this committee. The committee shall present a budget to the 
council at the beginning of each semester and shall present month- 
ly reports concerning the drama program and expenditures. All 
students will be admitted to the Drama Fund programs without 
charge.

1. President: Shall preside at all class meetings, shall be 
held directly responsible to the Student Council for the activities 
of his class, shall appoint any needed committees pertaining to 
class activities and shall call meetings of his class when he thinks 
necessary, or when petitioned by one-third of the class, and per- 
form other duties appropriate to the office. 

2. Vice-President: Shall assume duties of president in 
absence of, or at request of, the president, shall be ex-officio 
chairman of all social committees taking precedence over active 
chairman if such is appointed, and perform other duties appropriate 
to the office. 

3. Secretary-Treasurer: Shall keen the minutes of class 
meetings and read same at next regular meeting: shall estimate 
the finances for the class activities and shall present an estimate 
of the finances by the close of the second week of each semester 
to the treasurer of the Student Association, and perform other 
duties appropriate to the office. 

, Section 2. Qualifications: 

a. President of the Association, the Vice-President of the 
Association, the Co-Ed Vice-President of the Association, the 
Secretary of the Association, and the Treasurer of the Association 
shall be resident junior or first-semester senior students who 
shall have, at the time of their filing for office and at their in- 
auguration, a scholastic average of 1.0 quality point for each 
semester hour of credit pursued. 

b. Student Senate members who file for office shall be 
of at least of sophomore standing and shall have the same scholastic 
requirements as the Student Council members. 

c. Class officers shall have the same scholastic standin" 
nt the time of filing for office and at the time of inauguration as 
Student Council members except that the required number of 
hours shall be in a category with the office sought. 

d. Must have one semester in residence at time of inaugu- 
ration. 

e. Any student body officers, including editors, and staff 
members, shall be automatically disqualified from holding office 
at the end of any semester in which his scholastic average falls 
below 1.0. 

Section 3. Nomination: 

Students desiring to be candidates for the various associa- 
tion offices shall file a written "notice of intention" with the 
Secretary of the Association seven or more days prior to the 
Easter Holidays. The "notice of intention" shall consist of the 
applicant's name, classification, scholastic average, name of office 
for which he wishes to be nominated, and list of twenty regular 
students who pledge him their support, except that this number 
shall be decreased by ten where class officers are concerned. The 
Student Council shall check all applications according to these 
requirements and those set forth elsewhere in this constitution 
pertaining to particular offices and shall announce the names of 
duly qualified candidates at a Student Body meeting on the first 
Thursday following the Easter Holidays. 

Section 4. Voting: 

All elections shall be held by Australian ballot, and shall 
be held on the second Thursday following announcement of quali- 
fications by the Student Council, except for offices in the fresh- 
man class which shall be filled at a special election called by and 
presided over by the President of the Association at a time not 
later than three weeks of the first semester of the year. 

In all instances where one candidate fails to secure a

Expenditures of Current Sauce and Potpourri shall be 
under the control of the Student Council. The editors of Current 
Sauce and Potpourri shall be paid the current equivalent of a 
full-time scholarship from the general Student Bodv fund. The 
business managers of each publication shall receive 25 per cent of 
advertising, not to exceed the equivalent of a full-time scholarship 
The Student Council may, at its discretion, and with the consen* 
of the Senate, increase the compensation of each editor and busi- 
ness manager by as much as S10.00 per month, if financial re- 
sources and the quality of his work justify it. 

Article VIII. Publications. 

Section 1. Election. 

"Notice of Intention" for the editorships of the Current 
Sauce and Potpourri shall be filed with the secretary of the 
Student Body 30 days prior to filing of intentions by candidate 
for other Student Body offices. The candidates are to be referred 
*n a faculty-student committee for qualification. This committee 
is to be appointed by the President of the College and ratified hv 
the Student Council. Onlv names of those candidates qualified 
by the faculty-student committee shall appear on the ballot The 
election shall be held in the same manner and at the same time as 
that prescribed f orother Association officers. 

Section 2. Qualifications. 

a. Current Sauce. 

Each candidate for the editor of the Current Sauce who 
has been qualified by the faculty-student committee shall be re- 
quired to edit the Current Sauce for one week. Final selection of 
the candidates shall rest in the faculty-student committee, which 
shall base its selections on the candidates' capabilities, scholastic 
standing, trial publications, and any other standards set up by the 
committee. 

b. Potpourri. 

The Potpourri editor shall be qualified in the same manner 
stated in Section 2, Sub-section a, with the exception of trial pub- 
lication. 

Section 3. Duties. 

The editor of each publication shall direct the nolicv of 
his particular publication. He shall be directly responsible for its 
publication and the contents within its columns and covers. 

Section 4. Limitations. 

The editors and business managers of the Current Sauce 
and Potpourri are directly responsible to the Student Council. The 
Council may request the editor's and the business manager's pres- 
ence at a meeting of that body to discuss editorial policy or busi- 
ness matters. The Council shall be the final authority in all mat- 
ters governing the proper functioning of the publications. 

Section 5. Adviser. 

The President of the College shall select each year a 
member of the faculty to serve as an adviser to both publications. 
The adviser is responsible to the President and the Council. He 
is to advise the editors and nol to censor the student publications. 
The editor shall refer to the adviser any material which, if pub- 
lished, might prove detrimental to the college. If the adviser 
cannot approve it for publication, he shall refer it to the Student 
Council and it shall not be published without prior approval of the 
Student Council. It shall be the responsibility of the Student 
Council to investigate and take prompt action in any case of such 
referral. 

Section 5. Vacancies. 

A vacancy in the position of editor of either the Current 
Sauce or the Potpourri shall be filled by action of the Student- 
Faculty publications committee, ratified by the Student Council. 

Article IX. Cheerleaders. 

Four cheerleaders, two boys and two girls, shall be elected 
in a Student Body meeting during the last six weeks of the spring 
semester following tryouts at a pep meeting and shall take office 
at the beginning of the following fall semester. Two cheerleaders 
from the freshman class (one boy and one girl) shall be elected

TO BECOME 
EFFECTIVE 
NEXT FALL 

The student body of 
Northwestern State' now 
has' a new constitution. 
Last Wednesday student 
voters formally adopted 
the proposed Student 
Body Constitution by vot- 
ing 210-36 favoring it. 

The six sections voted on sep- 
arately were all passed, giving 
the president of the student body 
S10 per month during his term 
in office, awards to senior ath- 
letes and keys to members of 
the Student Senate, awards to 
graduating band members, and 
adding a co-ed vice-president of 
the Student Association. 

The new canon will not go 
into effect until the beginning of 
the Fall semester of 1949. How- 
ever, those sections effecting stu- 
dent body officers will be appli- 
ed after the Spring election this 
year. 

Although the new draft is, in 
the main, a revision of the old 
constitution, it's construction is 
entirely different. The frame- 
work has been entirely overhaul- 
ed, providing for definite, divisi- 
ble powers to each of the three 
governmental bodies of the stu- 
dent Association. Judicial pow- 
ers are listed under the Honor 
Court and Associated Women's 
Students (AWS) organizations. 
Legislative authority is invested 
in the Student Senate, which, 
previous to this secester, had 
only the power to suggest and 
reccommend. Acting as the Exe- 
cutive branch will be the Stu- 
dent Council. 

Most controversial of the pro- 
visions was the section calling 
for a compensation to be paid 
the Student body President. Of 
the total 261 votes, this issued 
polled 246, 134 for and 112 
against. Almost universal was 
the granting of Senior awards to 
be given to athletes competing 
in a varsity sport for three full 
seasons, 222 for and 24- against.

comes close to be- 
ing the best all around catcher 
baseball ever produced. His main 
challengers are Mickey Cochrane, 
Gabby Hartnett and Ray Schaik. 
Or maybe Johnny Kling from old 
Cub days. 

Other catchers have had bet- 
ter arms, or arms just as 
good as Dickey's. All of 
them were faster. Mickey 
Cochrane was a ball-of-fire 
where Dickey was serene and 
unruffled. Bill's claim to fame 
rested on his hitting and the 
way he handled pitchers. 

As far as I know, Dickey Is the 
only catcher who drove in over 
100 runs four years In succession— 
107 in 1936, 133 in 1937, 115 in 1938 
and 105 In 1939. In these four years 
Dickey hit 102 home runs. 

Smart pitchers have told me 
more than once that In a clutch 
they considered Bill Dickey the 
most dangerous man in baseball— 
and this wasn't barring Ruth, Geh- 
rig, DiMaggio, Greenburg, Foxx 
or Williams. 

Dickey remained with the 
Yankees from 1928 through 
1946, when he returned to 
Little Rock for a two-year 
stay. He was lured back to the 
Yankees this last winter and 
this spring he will help Casey ' 
Stengel unravel two Yankee 

tangles — the catching and the 
pitching. 

If these two snarls are straight- 
ened out, the Yankees can be a 
dangerous outfit. If not, they won't 
be. If the combined snarl and 
tangle can be handled, Stengel has 
the right man on hand for trie job. 
• • • 

Dickey vs. Pitchers 

"One reason I get such a kick 
out of catching is the chance to see 
Joe Gordon play second base," 
Bill said some years ago. "He 
keeps on making plays that can't 
be made." 

It was always a treat to watch 
the way Dickey handled his pitch- 
ers, especially the young ones. 
Atley Donald won his first 12 
games pitching to Dickey. Now 
and then you'd see Bill stroll out 
to the box. The two would talk for 
a while and then Dickey would re- 
turn to work. 

"What do you two talk about?" 
I asked. 

"Oh, I'd say what a nice day it 
was. Or ask him how the folks 
were. Something like that. And then 
suggest we had all afternoon and 
not to hurry. A lot of pitchers when 
they lose control or get in trouble 
seem to pitch faster and faster. 
That's when you have to slow them 
down."_ . 

"I'll never forget watching 
that Dickey stick his big glove 
under his left arm and start 
for the box," Roger Bresnahan 
said one day. Bresnahan was 
John McGraw's pick for the 
all-time catcher. 

"You could almost see the 
pitcher settling down. He was 
another pitcher after Dickey 
got through. Usually a catcher 
gets a little peeved or sore at 
a pitcher who can't locate the 
plate. Not Dickey. This was his 
chance to use his soothing 
syrup." 

It must be admitted that Bill 
Dickey is a hard fellow to upset, 
mentally or physically. Bill's phil- 
osophy consists largely in accept- 
ing the breaks as they come. The 
good breaks never lift him too 
high nor the tough breaks let him 
down. 

"It doesn't pay to get excited," 
Dickey advises. "Why get wor- 
ried?" Bill wouldn't know an alibi 
if he bumped into one. 

Dickey as always carried a 
great admiration for Ted Williams' 
batting eye. 

It is my guess that one Casey 
Stengel is an extremely lucky 
manager in having Bill Dickey 
hanging around. If anyone can 
work out the battery situation, a 
trifle lopsided or cockeyed with 
the Yankees, the tall, gangling fel- 
low from Arkansas is the answer.

Band Wagons Roll As Campaign Opens

Campus campaigning for stu- 
Ident body offices reached a new 
high Thursday night as candidat- 
I es mounted the soapbox and ex- 
j tolled upon their "experiences 
1 and qualifications" for the bene- 
fit of some 500 potential voters 
in the Fine Arts auditorium. 

Sound cars, hand bills, parad- 
ers, hecklers, and a blaring band 
kept spirits high as one candi- 
date after another stated his 
platform and reasons for asking 
election. 

The "stronger student govern- 
ment" plank was a predominant 
feature in every candidate's plat- 
form. Upholding and enforcing 
to the limit those clauses found 
in the recently adopted Student 
Constitution that directly effect 
the student was promised by 
each candidate seeking an office 
in the student hierarchy. 

Adding considerably to the im- 
pressiveness of the political rally 
was the constant screen of "air 
power" that droned over the 
heads of would-be listeners, size 
of planes depending wholly on 
size of hand bills distributed. 



The four- way fight for Student 
Body President among Laddie 
Alexander, Gabriel "Gabe" Bark- 
ate, Pat Harrington and Bobby 
Johnson brought about the big- 
gest demonstration of "politick- 
ing" seen during the annual 
Spring elections on the campus 
in years. These candidates have 
been preparing their speeches for 
the rally for weeks, and have 
been campaigning before differ- 
ent organizations on the campus 
in preparation for the big affair. 
This issue is expected to be the 
hottest race of the entire elec- 
tion, with organizations and in- 
dependent factions splitting up 
daily. 

Each candidate was introduced 
by Student Body President 
James O. Lancaster. Jack Har- 
rington made a short ovation in- 
troducing his brother Pat. 

First lo speak in his own be- 
half at Thursday nighl's rally 
was Laddie Alexander. After a 
short, but noisy, demonstration 
by his followers, Alexander pro- 
ceeded to outline his platform, 
specifically emphasizing "a stu- 
dent loan fund, student insurance 
program, library privileges for 
alL voluntary attendance to Fine 



Arts Series, personal touch in 
student government". Alexand- 
er is in the midst of conducting 
the most spectacular campaign 
of the four candidates to date, 
but, he said, "my followers are 
footing all bills, not me." 

Gabriel "Gabe" Barkate fol- 
lowed Alexander to the stump, 
stating as his platform "efficient 
student government, equal rep- 
resentation for all, promptness 
and sincerity, interest of stu- 
dents." Barkate pointed out the 
fact that he was conducting no 
extensive campaign for the of- 
fice, because, he said, "merit and 
sincerity of purpose will direct 
students voting next Thursday." 

Pat Harrington, NSC weight 
lifter, carried weight with the 
audience by inserting such 
planks as "greater student parti- 
cipation in college administra- 
tion, a revised cut system, pub- 
lished treasurer's report, less 
TALK and more WORK." Al- 
though Harrington's hand bills 
were noticably absent Thursday 
night, he promised "propaganda 
by the ton" would be distributed 
to the voters before the primary. 
He stressed "sincerity of purpose" 



as a strong point for his elec- 
tion. 

Bobby Johnson, the only presi- 
dential candidate being openly 
supported by an active campus 
organization, was the last of the 
four candidates to speak Thurs- 
day night. Johnson gave his 
platform as "a playground for 
Vetstown children, a strong Stu- 
dent Federation of Louisiana 
Colleges and Universities, ex- 
panded placement service, better 
relation and more co-operation 
between faculty and student 
groups." 

The three candidates for vice- 
president of the Student Body, 
Ernest "Andy" Anderson, Dermis 
McMullan, and Bob Murphy, 
were in turn introduced by Lan- 
caster following the presidential 
speeches. Each one of these 
candidates stated platforms sim- 
iliar to the ones submitted by 
presidential aspirants, expound- 
ing on such planks as "better 
student government" to "better 
roads to Grand Ecore." 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of the college there is a 
race this year for the position of

Next month Northwestern State College will again be 
ready to present the world with a fresh lot of its finished pro- 
ducts—the graduating senior class. In the past there has been 
comparatively little trouble in finding positions for these people, 
but now that the post-war business influx is on the decline suit- 
able jobs are becoming harder and harder to find with each 
passing year. 

Although our placement bureau has been doing an ad- 
mirable job, with each department striving to place its graduates, 
the fact remains that every spring a number of NSC graduates do 
not find satisfactory employment. 

At present, student placement is handled in the same office 
as all scholarship, student campus employment, and Alumni busi- 
ness. In addition, the four part-time workers along with the 
Student Employment director and his secretary and burdened with 
the extra duties of mimeographing all.college blanks, forms, out- 
lines, and other literature; editing, addressing and mailing the 
Alumni Columns; addressing and mailing the papers for This

Northwestern 

Northwestern expects to re- 
cruit some 12 student nurses to 
start the Fall semester in its new 
nursing education program, Dr. 
G. T. Walker, announced this 
week. 

This program will relieve the 
present programs at Charity Hos- 
pital, Tri-State hospital, North 
Louisiana sanitarium, and High- 
land sanitarium, it is reported. 

The new student nurses will 
attend Northwestern for one cal- 
endar year. They will enroll in 
such courses as English, chem- 
istry, anatomy, and physiouogy. 
The second and third years of 
their training will be in local 
hospitals under the supervision 
of the college, which will be 
their clinical training. 

After a completion of the 
three-year course, the student 
nurses will receive a certifica- 
tion of completion and will be 
eligible to take the state exam- 
ination for registered nursing. 

Those taking the course in 
nursing will be required to 
meet the regulations set up by 
the college for all other students. 
State law will require that par- 
ticipants in the nursing program 
be between the ages of 16 and 
35. An advisor for the student 
nurses will be appointed in the 
near future. 

At present there is a great 
shortage of nurses in the United 
States, according to the Louisi- 
ana Board of Nurse Examiners. 
This program has been approved 
by the department as a good step 
to help alleviate that shortage.

Social Science Meet 
Attended By Four 
Faculty Members 

B. L. Anderson, Alvin Good, 
Dr. John S. Kyser, and Dr. 
Charles G. Whitwell, mem- 
bers of the social science depart- 
ment, attended the annual South- 
western Social Science Associa- 
tion meeting in Fort Worth April 
14 and 15. 

Anderson read a paper on 
Spitzbergen which dealt with the 
economic and strategic import- 
ance of this northern island. He 
indicated, in particular, the po- 
tential relationship between Rus- 
sia and the West. Anderson 
who reads Norweigan, did some 
of his research in books written 
in that language. 

Good made a report on 
the activities of the executive 
committee of the American So- 
cialogical Society to the business 
meeting of the Southwestern So- 
cialogical Society.

saver when such emergencies 
arise. 

Between the hours of 1:00 and 
3:00 P. M. each afternoon next 
week blood typing will be done 
on the second floor of the Sci- 
ence Building. Biology students, 
under the supervision of Mr. 
George Gunlach will perform 
this service. There is no charge 
— only one requirement: you 
must be willing to donate your 
blood if called upon. 

Gunlach explains the proced- 
ure as follows: 

"Blood types fall into four 
groups, each of which can be 
readily distinguished from the 
others. The groups are: O, 
which is rather common, AB, 
which is relatively rare, A, and 
B. 

Actually, blood grouping is a 
very simple technique. A drop 
of blood is placed on each end 
of a slide. To the drop on the 
left, Anti-A serum is added; to 
the drop on the right is added 
Anti-B serum. The droplets are 
stirred and the slide is placed 
under the microscope for exami- 
nation. If the blood cells in the 
droplet on the left clump to- 
gether (or agglutinate) the indi- 
vidual is of blood group A. Ag- 
glutination of the right droplet 
shows the individual to be in 
blood group B. Clumping of the 
cells in both droplets places the 
person in group AB, and no ag- 



reported. 

The college acquired the en- 
gine for S3900, five percent of 
its original cost, the engineer 
said. It was used by the navy 
for instructional purposes and 
has been run for less than 10 
hours in' all. 

Weighing 33800 pounds, the 
engine develops 450 horse-power 
turning at 450 revolutions per 
minute. Brown said that with 
modifications the engine will 
develop 1000 horse-power. 

The job of moving this piece 
of equipment was in itself a 
major task. The truck which 
carried it could travel only 20 
miles per hour, with no night or 
Sunday travel. A trip from New 
Orleans with the engine required 
four days at a cost of $400 and 
was complicated by four blow- 
outs.

To Graduate Nurses 
In Shreveport 

Dr. George T. Walker, dean of 
the School of Applied Arts and 
Sciences, will present the com- 
mencement address at combined 
graduation exercises of miring 
students of Shreveport Hospitals 
May rt5. 

Four Shreveport hospitals will 
be graduating their last class of 
student graduates of their own 
hospital schools of nursing. 

These hospitals — Charity Hos- 
pital, Tri-State Hospital, High- 
land Sanitarium, and North Lou- 
isiana Sanitarium — will colla- 
borate with the college in a pro- 
gram of nursing which will be- 
gin with the fall semester in 
September. 

Three types of programs will 
be offered by the college, lead- 
ing to a three-year diploma in 
preparation for the State exam- 
ination for the Registered Nurse's 
certificate, a four-year program 
leading to a B. S. degree in 
nursing, and a two-year program 
for registered nurses leading to 
a B. S. Degree in nursing. 

During the first two semesters 
and the following summer ses- 
sion the students will pursue 
classes on the campus. During 
the second and third years the 
students will be in Shreveport 
receiving clinical training and 
experience in affiliated hospitals 
and other health agencies under 
the direction and control of the 
nursing school faculty of the 
college. 

More than 100 scholarships, 
each valued at $500, are avail- 
able for eligible students. 

A Director of Nursing is to 
be named later to direct the new 
College program. Interested stu- 
dents, currently enrolled in the 
College, may discuss the new 
program with the Registrar, or 
with Dr. Walker.

Janitors Bail As 
'Busted' Pipe 
Floods 'Center 

Students in the Student Cen- 
ter and the director there were 
actually in hot water Wednes- 
day. For well over an hour, a 
broken hot water pipe in the 
men's lounge gushed water that 
spread rapidly over the floors. 

Happening during the noon 
i hour, maintenance workers were 
harder to contact than usual, and 
swim suits could have been the 
order of the day in the estab- 
lishment had they not cut the 
water off when they did. 

Students were seen scampering 
from all directions sweeping 
books off the floors when the 
spreading water was noticed. Be- 
fore the water was cut off, it 
had reached a depth of almost 
ankle deep, according to some 
of the students who saw the 
whole thing. 

Investigations show that a 
lavatory, seemingly yanked out 
of position, caused the damage. 
The pipes were snapped when 
the lavatory took a leaning posi- 
tion forward from the wall. 
Maintenance workers describes 
the incident as most unusual for 
having occured unaided. How- 
ever, no. definite cause of the 
damage has been released. 

Damage estimations ran low 
due to contact of plumbers in 
not too long a time. Maintenance 
workers claim that costs could 
have run high if someone had 
not immediately notified the 
workers. 

Mrs. Pauline Johnson of the 
bookstore reports that the water 
seeped into the neighboring store 
and caused slight damage. Work- 
ers there piled stock out of the 
flow's reach to prevent further 
damage. The water was cut off 
about 1:15 o'clock, according to 
spectators.

New Council — New Plans? 

With the coming of a new governing body for the 
students, the unsettled question facing too many governmental 
bodies today might be posed for the group to answer. Will it 
legislate for what it believes is the good of the Council or legis- 
late according to the expressed wishes of the student body? 

Supposition that when every student affair is clear to the 
student body the governing group's decision will be for the ulti- 
mate good of the college, the job of the Student Council cannot 
help but prove to be an organization of representation. But this 
can only come from a reasonably complete knowledge of student 
opinion. 

Naturally, it is understandable that 12 or 15 students can- 
not know the opinions of 1400 or more, therefore, the Council is 
faced with what actions to take so that it might reflect student 
opinion in a fair way. 

The departing Council has worked steadily hoping to reach 
an end that would form a successful opinion plan. Now, the new 
Council will have to take over where the old body left off. In 
the view of this, the new group might consider yet more definite 
steps for complete council action. 

A plan to hold regular meetings with organization leaders 
to learn student opinion on a campus-wide scale could solve the 
complete representation problem. Such a move would ease the 
task of determining the Council's greatest need — wide knowledge 
of campus opinion. 

Each group leader could hand out interests of students for 
consideration by the governing body. That would ease future 
council actions in a way more representative than has been at 
tempted before. 

For this plan to work, however, the organization presidents 
would have to agree to attend such meetings as the Student 
Council may schedule armed with opinions, ready to hear the 
group's proposals in a forum fashion. An exchange of ideas at 
tempting to satisfy fellow student desires and privileges is cer 
tainly the Council's foremost duty. 

If the plan can be handled as not to saddle up opinion 
strictly one way, future council actions will certainly be those 
of a right thinking and a right working body.

Service Letters 

A temporary committee ap- 
pointed by President Joseph E, 
Gibson to recommend policies 
to govern the authorization of 
sweaters and emblems outside 
the field of athletics met in the 
faculty room last Tuesday at 4 
o'clock. 

Following a general discussion 
of the issue involved the fol- 
lowing recommendations were 
approved: 

1. That the block "N" be re 
served only for those engaged 
in inter-collegiate athletics. 

2. That a plain old English 
'N" without insigna be reserv- 
ed for those engaged in inter- 
collegiate non-athletic competi- 
tion. 

In this case the debate squad 
is the only organization using 
this insigna at present. 

3. That the old English "N" 
or facsimile (not a block "N") 
with the emblem designating the 
extra-curricular activity super- 
imposed over the "N" be reserv- 
ed for those representing the 
college in public appearances; 
the following specifications ap- 
plying: 

a. The emblem to be at least 
three-fourth the size, horizon- 
tally and perpendicularly, of the 

"N" 

b. The "N" not to be over 
five inches. 

c. The emblem to be auth- 
orized by appropriate authority 
in the case of each activity. 

d. Service stripes may be used, 
but if used, they must be on the 
letter and not the sweater. 

A permanent committee is be- 
ing established for authorizing 
non-athletic emblems, according 
to President Gibson. It is pro- 
posed that the permanent com- 
mittee be set to work at an 
early date so that the applica- 
tion for insigna now pending 
may be considered and decided 
upon. 

The application for insignia 
now pending is that of the col- 
lege concert band.

An outstanding number of affirmative votes welcomed 
affiliation with the Federation of Lousiiana Colleges and Uni- 
versities during the student elections here two week past. 

Northwestern State proved to be one of the very first 
educational institutions to greet the organization and its con- 
stitution with eagerness to witness the advantages to.be received 
from it. 

Reports are that several of the officers have already begun 
contacting booking agencies for big-name bands in order to price 
one-night stands in the circuit of colleges included in the federa- 
tion. It is judged that any band which happened to be in the 
area could be contracted for seven or eight one-night stands with 
prices keeping in the "cheap bracket." 

The question of dates seem to be the situation facing 
the federation at the present. Naturally, each college favors^ 
week-end nights for a band's appearance, but that also warrants 
an increase in cost. Mid-week dates, however, would set a 
reasonable price for the services of a name-band. It would 
afford the smaller colleges a chance to get a band to appear 
at a much lower rate than they could outside the union. 

Student Editor Joe Whatley, of Tech, suggested that 
since eight colleges are connected with the SFLCU, and since 
some of the appearances of visiting bands would have to fail 
on week-end nights, Louisiana State University and Tulane take 
those dates. He stated in an editorial for Tech Talk that these 
nstitutions were the two largest in the federation, and that they 
:ould afford to pay a few hundred dollars more than the smaller 
;chools for these nights. This is a sound opinion and should be 
igreeable as such.

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STUDENTS TO PICAYUNE 

Editor, the TimesPicayune: 

Thirty men and women stu- 
dents fro mNorthwestern State 
college visited the State Insti- 
tution for Girls, the State Col- 
ony and Training School, and 
the Central Louisiana State Hos- 
I pitaL all in Pineville. We did 
not go on a "tour of inspection," 
but to make certain sociological 
studies. The visit was an of- 
ficial one, arranged in advance 
through the responsible author- 
ities of several institutions. 

We cannot help reporting that 
while we were for the most part 
favorably impressed with the 
general administration as well 
as with the living conditions 
and kind attention given to the 
girls of the Industrial School and 
the residents of the Colony and 
Training School, we were shock- 
ed by the conditions and appar- 
ent inefficiency of operation not- 
ed at the Central Louisiana hos- 
pital. 

We understand that although 
the existing facilities at the 
Central Louisiana hospital were 
meant for 1150 patients, 4300 
are crowded into the institution 
today, with the apparent result 
that attendants and doctors are 
in many cases over-worked and 
underpaid. Buildings appeared 
unpainted and rundown. The 
dining hall was, in our opinion 
unsanitary and unclean. The 
floor was strewn with scraps 
of food dropped from the trays 
and flies crawled over the tab- 
les and eating utensils. Fully 
realizing that under the situa- 
tion it is impossible for the din- 
ing room to be kept spotlessly 
clean, we do believe that con- 
ditions could be greatly improv- 
ed. 

The group was hurried 
through the laundry and sew- 
ing room in a manner which 
precluded close observation The 
party was not shown through 
any of the wards.. No logical 
reason was given for this de- 
nial. 

The questions asked of the 
medical officer, the person des- 
ignated by the hospital super- 
intendent to show the group a- 
round, were either curtly an- 
swered or not answered at all. 
We did learn, however, that 
recreation was limited chiefly 
to programs at Christmas, Eas- 
ter, Thanksgivihg and other holi- 
days. It is with regret that we 
feel obliged to report that the 
actions of this key medical of- 
ficer who acted as our guide 
could be considered as nothing 
more than grossly unbecoming 
to his profession and to the in- 
stitution he is being paid to 
serve. It is gratifying to report, 
however, that some of the minor 
staff members, as the dining 
room supervisor, conducted 
themselves in a more desirable 
manner. 

We must repeat that our ob- 
servations were only cursory 
and conditions generally may be 
better than we saw them; they 
may also be much worse. Are 
these conditions which we do 
know exist due primarily to lack 
of funds, or, are they due in

an appreciable extent to inef- 
ficient use of funds available? 

We do not know if these con- 
ditions exist in the other Louis- 
iana institutions for the men- 
tally ill; but if they do, the 
'treatment we give those who are 
mentally ill in the State of Lou- 
isiana is disgraceful and sham- 
ful. 

If we really believe in the 
worth and dignity of the hu- 
'man personality, in the pre- 
'cepts of Christianity, then we 
iin the state of Louisiana are 
obliged to see that the mentally 
ill are treated as human beings 
and not as animals to be shut 
away and neglected. 

The people of this state need 
to inform ourselves as to the 
conditions and needs which exist, 
and we believe that the officials 
of the state institutions should 
not deny them this right.

Mack is dreaming of his 10th 
pennant, actively in charge of 
a ball club that has a chance 
to win with just a few lucky 
spins from the wheel of chance. 

And with Messrs. Winn and Mack 
featured entries in racing and 
baseball, Lonnie Stagg is actively 
helping young Lonnie, his son, to 
teach the young men in a Pennsyl- 
vania college how to tackle, block, 
run and throw passes. 

Here are three men who can lay 
cl.-im to a total of 260 years and 
are not only actively connected 
with sport, but in two instances, 
! Winn and Mack, with the biggest 
shows of the year. 

This has never happened be- 
fore. Certainly no two men at 
the ages of 86 and 88 have 
played such leading roles in 
sport, and Stagg, at 86, is prob- 
abry in better condition than 
either. 

At a party one night in Los An- 
geles two years ago, I recall the 
block that Stagg put on the burly 
Curly Lambeau, explaining some 
play, as the big man, then coach 
of the Green Bay Packers, showed 

his astonishment, Connie Mack 
said, "I think I'll leave for my seat 
before I get killed." 

It was Victor Hugo who wrote, in 
effect— "I feel in myself the future 
life. I am like a forest that more 
than once has been cut down. The 
new shoots are stronger and live- 
lier than ever. My soul is more lu- 
minous when my body powers be- 
gin to fail The snows of winter 
may be on my head, but the sun- 
shine of eternal spring is in my 
heart" 

This is the answer to Winn, Mack 
and Stagg— "The snows of winter 
may be on their heads, but the sun- 
shine of eternal spring is in their 
hearts." They never look behind. 
They look only to the days and 
years ahead. The past is dust. It is 
only tomorrow that matters. This 
keeps 'em young. 

The Big Year 

Unless an unexpected jolt arrives 
at some early date, Messrs. Winn 
and Mack both figure that 1949 
may be the best year either has 
ever known. 

Colonel Winn is certain that his 
Derby will lure more than 100,000 
spectators into his stands, and set 
a new mark. There seems to be 
grave doubt in many centers that 
any Kentucky Derby ever drew 
100,000 fans. 

Two years ago this doubt was 
expressed in loud tones. I asked 
Colonel Winn for the correct 
figures. 

"I'll tell you," he said. 'Tell 
those who doubt the figures that I 
will be glad to bet $10,000 that we 
had 100,000 or more spectators, and 
if they care to take the bet, I'll 
guarantee to prove it to their com- 
plete satisfaction." No one cared 
to take the bet. 

Derby Day at Churchill Downs is 
beyond description. You can call 
the place a madhouse and then 
retire. But for all that, it is a ter- 
rific show, due largely to tradition 
and the showmanship of Colonel 
Matt Winn. The amazing feature is 
that so many take their beating, 
year after year, and come back for 
more. 

So far as competition goes, 
1949 has everything it takes to 
build up interest with the possi- 
bility or probability of a big, 
well-balanced field. The next 
two weeks will tell us more 
about this. 

In the same way, Connie Mack 
believes he has a good chance to 
win the American league flag 
again. He makes no pennant pre- 
dictions, but he will explain to you 
that if one or two things happen, 
his Athletics will be in front at the 
finish. He fully expects to be run- 
ning one-two-three down the stretch 
in September, and this time he is 
equipped with reserves to handle 
bad breaks.

Hutcherson Book 
Reviews Printed 



Two book reviews by Dr. W. 
R. Hutcherson, of the mathe- 
matics department, are published 
in the April edition of The 
American Mathematical Month- 
ly, official journal of the Math- 
ematical Association of Amer- 
ica, Inc., according to A. G. Mad- 
dox, department head. 

Dr. Hutcherson reviewed "Ba- 
sic Mathematics; A Workbook."

VIEWS OF 
THE NEWS

Before launching into this, 
let it be understood that I was 
not put up to it by any prop- 
aganda department or gang. The 
whole thing was my idea (shades 
of academic freedom!) and any- 
thing said here originated in my 
room on my typewriter. I will 
now proceed to exercise freedom 
of the press. You will find else- 
where in this paper a straight 
news coverage of the recent vic- 
ious and unwarranted attack on 
President Joe Gibson by the 
Governor's brother, Dr. George 
Long, head of the State Colony 
and Training School near Pine- 
ville. 

The whole affair began when 
eleven students of sociology, 
after visiting three state insti- 
tutions in Central Louisiana, 
wrote their impressions of con- 
ditions which needed correcting 
at the Central Louisiana Hospi- 
tal. The letter was sent to the 
New Orleans Times-Picayune, 
and appeared in last Sunday's 
paper. So far, so good. The 
letter originated with the stu- 
dents, and they had an unquest- 
ionable right to write it and 
to send it. 

However, Dr. Long, whose in- 
stitution has been given a clean 
bill of health by these students/ 

saw fit to lay the entire respon- 
sibility on Gibson, in a letter 
incorrectly addressed to the EX- 
President of Northwestern State 
College. Long further attacked 
Professor Young, in a ranting 
letter addressed to him. Both 
letters are printed almost in en- 
tirety, along with Gibson's re- 
ply, in Thursday's Picayune. 
Copies of that issue were at a 
premium in Natchitoches when 
the news hit the campus. 
♦ And let us not forget our very 
own "addar in the grass (to use 
'Dr. Long's own terminology) 
Professor Chester Young. Long 
seems eager to give credit for 
I the famous Sunday letter to 
i everyone but the students who 
wrote it. He refers to it in his 
letter to Young as "your crit- 
icism." But he tells Gibson 
it was his idea. I wonder whose 
it is today? Long apparently 
thinks Young ought to keep 
quiet, for he wrote, "The only 
thing I can say to you, my fri- 
end, is that 'You have already 
said enough.' " Of course. Prof. 
I Young didn't say anything at 
I all. But whoever said what 
was said, didn't say enough. 

But, as the saying goes, 'you 
ain't heard nuthin' yet!' After 
rather loose adherence to the 
truth throughout his venemous 
attack, Dr. Long really hit his 
stride in as scurrilous a charge 
as can be leveled at a college. 
He said that he had very re- 
liable information that "indec- 
ency abounds" in this institution, 
and that "men are permitted to 
go to classes while drinking, etc." 

President Gibson's reply to the 
misguided protector of the Ad- 
ministration was dignified, com- 
plete, and final. It needs no 
elaboration. He took a firm 
stand in defense of the right 
of students to express their 
views. Since when do we live 
under a government which 
would muzzle freedom of 
speech?

A shiny dome protruding from 
one of the campus buildings now 
under construction shows fast 
signs of completion for the dairy 
barn on the list of the college 
expansion project begun last 
year. 

The dairy is receiving final 
touches these days to complete 
the first of the new buildings 
for use during the fall term. 
It is located on the southeast 
end of the campus near Chap- 
lin's Lake. 

Contractors for work on the 
dining hall are laboring full 
speed to complete the establish- 
ment for comfortable use next 
semester. Progress on this con- 
struction has been given the 
main go signal to give students 
one of the finest cafeterias on 
any college campus in the state 
Full time schedules are being 
met daily to finish the project 
in time. 

Two buildings rapidly spring- 
ing up in the northwest area 
are also expected to be available 
for use in the fall. Home eco- 
nomics and business administra- 
tion students are told that chan- 
ces are favorable for use of 
the buildings at that time. 

•'The building receiving the 
least expectancy for completion 
by fall is the Religious Center 
building now under way. The 
last establishment to be consid- 
ered in the expansion project 
the construction is well under 
way despite no special direc- 
tions to speed up building. Com- 
pletion is estimated within the 
first half of the fall term. 

The expansion program on the 
campus began last year when 
the college was appropriated Sl,- 
000.000 for furthering its edu- 
cational facilities.

In that respect, we are 
sadly at a loss. It was recently brought to the attention of our 
college officials that the test system now in operation was about 
75 percent ineffectual, due to circulation of examination questions 
prior to the exams. Beyond that, the practice of using notes, 
"cheat sheets" and other devices is quite prevalent.

How do they 
know? Has it ever been seriously tried here? Or are we to ac- 
cept their arbitrary statements of opinion and thereby brand 
ourselves and the students who follow us as being without honor, 
without the spark of honor, with no hope of rising above an 
unpleasant situation? 

Student affairs at Northwestern have had their memor- 
able milestones.

President G. W. McGinty's 
new book "History of Louisiana" 
will be used as a text here at 
Northwestern next fall as well 
as as Louisiana Tech, Louisiana 
college, Southeastern Louisiana 
college and Grambling. 

The book traces the state from 
its earliest days through the re- 
cent election of Earl K. Long. 
The history is being well receiv- 
ed throughout the state among 
the educators in the social sci- 
ence field. Centenary has ex- 
pressed a desire to use the books 
when the course is offered there 
this fall. 

Two members of the North- 
western State social science de- 
partment have made favorable 
comments upon review of the 
book. 

Dr. John S. Kyser, head of the 
department of social science at 
Northwestern said, "The appear- 
ance of the book is very timely 
and it will be a definite aid in 
making richer my course in Lou- 
isiana, notably in social studies."

In Cafeteria Work 
Causes Difficulty 

OFFICIALS OUTLINE 
EATING ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR NECESSARY PERIOD 

Difficulties arising in the re- 
novation of the dining hall has 
caused necessary arrangements 
to be outlined and brought be- 
fore the student body, according 
to Dr. Joe N. Gerber, student 
personnel director. 

Rush work in order to com- 
plete renovation by fall has 
prompted a situation where a 
great deal of construction must 
be accomplished in the kitchen 
area. Such work will require 
vacating most of the kitchen 
space, disconnecting and repair- 
ing utility lines and completing 
changes in the refrigeration 
system, the director stated. 

To provide the space, it has 
become necessary to isolate the 
area as nearly as possible for 
the contractors. The present 
situation leaves the establish- 
ment equipped for a minumim 
level of operation. 

"Such a necessity will obvious- 
ly limit the menus for the re- 
mainder of the summer," Dr. 
Gerber said. "In view of this, 
we do not expect to provide 
adequate meal service for those 
electing to eat in the cafeteria." 

The director stated that it is 
felt that students should not be

The out- 
going head will serve as Dean 
of the Department of Arts and 
Sciences.

The new college head did an- 
nounce the appointment of Pro- 
fessor A. G. Alexander as head 
of the language department, 
however. Dr. C. E. Dugdale, 
who has been the department 
head as well as Dean of Arts and 
Sciences, will remain in the lat- 
ter capacity.

required to eat in the cafeteria 
under these conditions. Accord- 
ingly, President G. W. McGinty 
has approved a recommendation 
that commencing July 25 stu- 
dents may choose to continue 
eating in the dining hall under 
the arrangements of the past 
or turn in their meal tickets for 
a refund of the unused portion 
and eat elsewhere. 

Meal tickets may be turned 
in at the treasurer's office on 
Monday and Tuesday, July 25 
and 26. However, students must 
make a choice as to which ar- 
rangement they prefer, the di- 
rector emphasized. The choice 
must be made on the specified 
dates. Also, those electing to 
eat elsewhere will not be per- 
mitted to buy another meal tick- 
er after turning in their present 
one.

Probably the job with the 
greatest responsibility and the 
biggest time-consumer is that 
of cook. At the beginning of 
the week she is given $49.77 
with which to buy groceries for 
a week for seven persons. This 
amounts to about a dollar per 
person per day. She must stay 
within this amount, and save 
from it if she can; and most of 
them do save — from $3.00 to 
$18.00, with the average around 
$9.00. She buys all the food 
at one time • perishables are 
preserved by an eight-foot deep 
freeze unit. She makes out 
menus for all the meals a week 
in advance — and sticks by them. 
There is at least one guest each 
week; the cook is expected to be 
always prepared for unexpected 
guests. The girls may invite any- 
one they choose to visit or dine 
at the house. 

Miss Lela Tomlinson, acting 
head of the Home Economics 
Department, is also Director of 
the Home Management House. 
In case you wondered about the 
seventh person the cook has to 
prepare for, she's it. Miss Tom- 
linson declares the present group 
(all seniors) is the very best 
she has ever had in the house.

(Continued from front page) 
change in the administration. 
The News Bureau is to remain 
intact for the present. 

"It is to be assumed that I am 
making a thorough study of the 
overall administrative set-up of 
the college," McGinty said, "and 
if I find that improvements can 
be made, I shall recommend 
such changes to the Board. 
Such changes, if any should oc- 
cur, will be made after careful 
deliberation." 

President McGinty also stated 
that the Board recently approved 
the college's request to spend 
up to 35,000 dollars on equip- 
ment for the new dairy and 
creamery.
